A Threat and a Promise 

The city takes on live music, again

Having to start thinking, once again, about 
an issue on which city government, despite 
its enthusiastic talk when it comes to live 
music, has never walked the walk - and is 
in fact actively walking backward, though 
not quite yet lying down - is truly depress- 
ing. On this one I dropped the ball, so I’m 
as guilty as anyone. A club owner wrote me 
to express some dismay at the Waller Creek/ 
Red River development plan. Usually I’ll 
credit the writer of a letter to the Chronicle 
that I cite in this column, but this time I’m 
passing, given that some of the club owners 
and others involved do not look kindly upon 
me. Acknowledging the letter-writer might 
be more of a disservice than a service. Given 
that I’m so late on this one, at least a little of 
that attitude is not unjustified. 

The letter notes, “As you may be aware, 
the Waller Creek/Red River plan is in 
its final stages for Public Comment at 
www.ci.austin.tx.us/wallercreek/survey.cfm 
[survey since closed] . 

“The Austin Music Foundation sent out 
an email recently alerting the live music/bar 
owners that this was one of their last chances 
for Public Comment. I realize this is too late 
for publication sadly, given the May 3fst 
deadline, but I thought you . . . [and others 
could comment] . 

“None of the plans seem to offer the 
variety of Live Music that exists on Red River 
now, which lamentably seems to be the larg- 
est congregation of original Live Music venues 
left in the once-vibrant downtown area.” 

As mentioned above, I’m not really on top 
of this situation. How concrete the actual 
plans are, I’m not sure. I don’t think there 
is a single plan in place but rather that input 
is being solicited with the goal of coming up 
with such a plan. Unfortunately, more often 
than not in the course of city planning, 
when live music club owners have worried 


that the situation would not break their way, 
their original concerns come to seem actu- 
ally optimistic in the wake of what eventu- 
ally happened. 

Tributes to live music are offered much like 
the “hallelujah” chorus from the lips of politi- 
cians and community leaders. There are few 
civic events, no matter how distanced they are 
from music, at which beautiful bouquets of 
loving phrases and appreciative sighs are not 
offered. The city even labeled itself “the live 
music capital of the world.” 

Rarely, even among politicians, has so 
much verbiage had so little positive activity 
associated with it. The Bard as usual nailed 
it: “That struts and frets his hour upon the 
stage/And then is heard no more: it is a tale/ 
Told by an idiot, full of sound and fury,/ 
Signifying nothing.” I feel as much the idiot 
as anyone here. 

How has the city of Austin shown its love 
for the live music scene? Actually, when it 
comes to proactively supporting the club 
scene, there is little the city can do. Despite 
that, it sure has struck it rich mining veins to 
aggravate and hinder the business. 

Live music clubs are the structure upon 
which the whole music scene rests. They are 
the first, and often most important, line of 
support. Okay, no Pollyanna pose here; club 
owners can be pains in the ass. Some stiff 
bands; others drink too much or have other 
problematic recreational habits. Over the 
years, I’ve had guns pulled on me and been 
verbally assaulted by owners. Others are near- 
saints, selflessly slaving away for and because 
of the music. Again, over the years I have had 
far more encounters with club management 
in which the conversation has been friendly, 
loaded with information, and driven by a 
shared passion for music. 

Almost none of these owners expects to get 
rich (there are always the delusional); most 


accept the reality of living way too close to the 
edge way too much of the time. Regardless 
of individual club owners or your take on 
them, theirs are invariably and regularly 
extremely stressful jobs, highlighted by too 
many moments of crisis. The highlights are 
few - a terrific performance, a crowd having a 
great time - and too often fleeting. 

The city has responded with an outpour- 
ing of emotion - unfortunately, little of it 
positive toward club owners. There is the 
sound ordinance and the various proposals 
to make it even stricter. There was the initial 
smoking ban that left approximately 200 
or so businesses as exceptions out of thou- 
sands if not tens of thousands of establish- 
ments. This was followed by that especially 
loving valentine to the live music scene, the 
voter-based smoking ban that eliminated 
those exceptions. 

Charitably, many who had never run a club 
wrote in to volunteer that the ban would 
have little impact. What’s missing here is the 
ongoing, emotional assault on club owners. 
Running a business is often traumatic. Even 
in the best of times, there is no security about 
the future. When club owners feel threat- 
ened, it is far more than counterproductive. 

These folks are heroes. The city officially 
cites them as heroes. Yet sometimes they get 
treated almost like criminals. 

The letter quoted above continues, “I 
am hoping however, that public comment 
will recognize what Red Eyed Fly, Beerland, 
Elysium, Room 710, and Headhunters did 
(for the last almost 7 years) with a once 
crime-ridden area that now makes it so 
attractive for development, as well as newer 
venues like Sidebar, Creekside Lounge, 
Beauty Bar, Red 7 and Mohawk; not to men- 
tion Stubb’s, Emo’s and Club de Ville who 
have been here even longer through good 
times and bad.” 


Now, I would have thought that in the ear- 
liest stages of any kind of Downtown redevel- 
opment planning, the club owners would be 
one of the first groups with whom planners 
would meet. And not just meet, but actually 
listen and hear. In meetings such as those, 
I’ve spent too much time staring at the vacant 
faces of those running the meeting rather 
than engaged in useful and productive discus- 
sion (although here I do have to acknowledge 
that in dealing with the city, far more often 
than not, I’ve encountered the latter rather 
than the former). 

As I understand it, the planning here is 
very much in the conceptual and develop- 
ment stage. I’m hoping that I’ve completely 
misread the situation and will be forced into 
another one of my numerous Emily Litella 
moments, when, red-faced and embarrassed, 
I issue a “Never mind!” after having gone off 
half-cocked and overamped. I just get ner- 
vous whenever there is planning that involves 
the city and live music, the overwhelming 
feeling being that it has too often not gone 
well in the past. 

Anyway, here is a heads-up on this concern. 

A different approach might be to point 
out how much insanely great music is 
scheduled in the clubs over the next couple 
of months, acts both local and touring. 
“Support the clubs by going to hear terrific 
music” doesn’t seem like too onerous a sug- 
gestion. Unfortunately, such suggestions 
are hypocritical on my end. A constant 
slight tinnitus, which can often be com- 
pletely annoying, becomes not just louder 
but a constant (and constantly annoy- 
ing) interference when exposed to beloved 
but loud rock & roll (which is probably 
what triggered it in the first place). This 
means I just don’t go out to hear music 
that much. Although I keep promising 
myself that I will. ■

'Chronicle' Endorsements June 14 City Council run-off 


The June 14 municipal election run-off will decide City Council 
Place 4, between Laura Morrison and Cid Galindo. Here is our 
updated endorsement. - Editorial Board 


Place 4: Laura Morrison 

As we pointed out in our initial endorse- 
ment, former Planning Commissioner Cid 
Galindo and former Austin Neighborhoods 
Council President Laura Morrison are highly 
experienced and very impressive candidates 
who have each worked directly with current 
council and staff on crafting workable city 
policy initiatives - indispensably, they both 
know their way around City Hall. The chal- 
lenge for run-off voters will be to determine 
which of the two better represents the ideal 
future of the city. 

We’ve now had several months of cam- 
paigning and additional information in 
order to compare the run-off candidates a 
little more closely. Morrison has been most 
broadly identified as the “neighborhoods” 
candidate, and in forums, we should note, 
she’s been perhaps a little too willing to 
default to the given “neighborhood’s” per- 
spective - even when that perspective 
might clash with that of another “neighbor- 


hood” or, more broadly, the city as a whole. 
Galindo, by contrast, has represented him- 
self primarily as the candidate with a 
“plan” - for managing and directing growth 
and anchoring Downtown with a lakeside 
“central park.” On that subject, it’s worth 
noting that the candidate now acknowl- 
edges that “the Galindo Plan” in fact grew 
out of several years of Planning Commission 
discussions and might be more precisely 
known as “the PC Plan.” These quibbles 
acknowledged, both candidates are familiar 
with the sort of consensus process that in 
principle (if not always in practice) drives 
so much of city policy. In that context, it’s 
been disheartening to see Morrison pillory 
the current council as inking dubious “deal 
after deal” in her advertisements. The dark 
towers on Lady Bird Lake and developers- 
as-devils imagery are misleading since - as 
a former task force chair familiar with the 
tribulations of bringing disparate interests 
together - Morrison should know better 


than to reduce complex issues like the 
redevelopment of the Green site to elec- 
tion-ready sound bites. 

Yet overall, we’ve concluded that 
Morrison’s solid engineering and business 
background make her a pragmatic, nuts- 
and-bolts choice to succeed 
the retiring budget-whiz, 

Mayor Pro Tern Betty 
Dunkerley. With her ANC 
background and experience, 

Morrison has listened 
thoughtfully to the concerns 
of Austinites in every part of 
town and helped them to 
advance their interests. She 
has earned a reputation for 
fairness, balance, and 
respecting multiple points of 
view. Under her leadership, 

ANC maintained its impas- 
sioned, inclusive activism (and increased 
the voice of Eastside neighborhoods) while 
curtailing its tendency to reactionary 
NIMBYism. Morrison’s leadership on the 
city’s McMansion task force as well as the 
Design Standards Mixed Use Ordinance 
demonstrated her talent for tailoring city 
policies to reflect valid citizen concerns. 


Galindo espouses a comprehensive 
growth plan (which would contain sprawl 
along the SH 130 corridor), grounded in 
the principles he espouses in his (admit- 
tedly recent) New Urbanism consulting 
work, a perspective developed in his four 
years as a Planning commis- 
sioner. His self-proclaimed 
“independent” political 
affiliation and GOP history 
have caused backlash among 
orthodox Democrats, but in 
nonpartisan city elections, 
we’re not terribly abashed 
by his lack of ideological 
purity. However, with a 
Downtown development- 
focused mayor, flanked by a 
largely deferential council, 
some of us question whether 
Galindo’s primary focus on 
Downtown, development, and regional 
planning offers the right balance for this 
particular council. 

In sum, as a consensus-builder who’s gen- 
erally strong on progressive issues, and pos- 
sessing pragmatic experience across the 
entire city, Morrison represents the voters’ 
best choice. ■

Helmets and Head Injuries 

Dear Editor, 

Apparently the media still hasn’t learned the 
fundamental lesson of the Iraq war - namely, 
don’t mindlessly and unquestioningly repeat 
the statements of authority figures, particu- 
larly those with an agenda. Everyone from the 
Statesman to the TV news to now the Chronicle 
has dutifully repeated that “a new study from 
the University Medical Center at Brackenridge 
... found that cyclists are nearly twice as likely 
to suffer a brain injury if they are not wearing a 
helmet” [“New Study Raises Specter of Helmet 
Law,” News, June 6]. This is an outright lie - this 
“study” (I use the term loosely here) showed 
no such thing! Let’s look at the actual num- 
bers taken directly from the Brackenridge data 
(www.lobv.org/docs/bicycle_poster.pdf). Out of 70 
helmeted cyclists admitted for emergency care, 
22 sustained head injuries, while 49 of the 121 
cyclists who were not wearing helmets sustained 
a head injury. It’s fairly easy to show that 31.4% 
of helmeted bicyclists suffered head injuries 
compared to 40.5% of cyclists without helmets. 
This difference is hardly statistically significant, 
given the sample size, but once one factors in 
the obvious fact that helmeted bicyclists are by 
definition more safety conscious, it seems that, 
if anything, wearing a bicycle helmet increases 
the likelihood of a head injury. Dr. Pat Crocker 


claims that they need to collect more data 
to achieve statistical significance, but such a 
study can never achieve significance, as it is 
fundamentally flawed due to hidden variables. 
Not that this matters, as by all appearances, 
Crocker’s interest isn’t public safety but rather 
promoting the political agenda of his friend 
Bruce Todd. In a similar “study” done in 2006, 
Crocker inadvertently “proved” that bicycle hel- 
mets are 90% effective at preventing broken 
arms and leg injuries - the detailed analysis 
can be found here: www.lobv.org/nhlcrocker.html. 
Meanwhile, how safe is biking, really? Take the 
bicycle safety quiz to find out: www.bicyclinglife.

(of our money) on a new water treatment plant 
at the same time the city is implementing water 
conservation measures. 

If we are even moderately successful at con- 
serving water, we don’t need an additional water

treatment plant for decades to come, according 
to the city’s own data. 

Austin Energy, our rate-payer-owned electric 
utility, has a policy to invest in conservation 
before building new power plants. This policy 
saves us money while reducing pollution. 

Why can’t we have a similar “conservation 
first” policy with water? 

Last summer, the Chronicle was a big pro- 
moter of Austin Energy’s Kill-a-Watt contest, 
which promoted increased energy conservation 
from all types of rate payers. To kick off sum- 
mer water conservation efforts, how about a 
water conservation contest to see how much 
individuals, families, small and large busi- 
nesses, and governments and institutions can 
reduce water use? 

Our neighbors in San Antonio use far less 
water per capita than we do in Austin. If we 
catch up to San Antonio on water conservation, 
there is absolutely no reason to build the boon- 
doggle known as Water Treatment Plant No. 4.

Election Fraud Is a Crime 

Dear Chron, 

Re: “AG and Dems Settle ... Then Fuss” 
[News, June 6]. Thanks to Lee Nichols for cover- 
ing this story. 

Texas Attorney General Greg Abbott is cor- 
rect to say, “Election fraud is a serious crime 
that undermines our democratic system of 
government.” However, he is grossly misguided 
to target the voters as criminals. It is not the 
voters but the electronic voting systems that 
are suspect, because our votes are counted in 
secret instead of publicly by the citizens. 

Our votes are cast and counted using 
secret proprietary software in electronic voting 
machines. 

“Naked City,” [News] May 2, briefly reported 
about a recently released 45-page qui tam fed- 
eral fraud lawsuit alleging serious security flaws 
in Hart InterCivic’s e-voting systems. 

Whistle-blower William Singer was a com- 
puter specialist for Hart, a former esteemed 
employee. He alleges that Hart knowingly misled 
the federal government by falsifying information 
about the accuracy and security of its voting 
systems. 

In 2004, Mr. Singer wrote the Texas secretary 
of state to alert him of Hart’s misconduct. Yet 
today, Travis County voters are still forced to use 
these risky voting systems. 

If Abbott is serious about “election fraud,” he 
should issue a recall and refund counties for all 
the e-voting systems used in the state, as one 
would do with any faulty product.

The simplest and most accurate voting sys- 
tem is paper ballots, hand-counted in full public 
view at the precinct level. 

Readers can learn more about this underre- 
ported issue on the Emmy-nominated HBO docu- 
mentary Hacking Democracy and through numer- 
ous publications including Hacked!

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Downtown (of all places), reduced the amount of affordable housing 
by making it more difficult to build in-law apartments, and supported 
the neighborhoods who tried to opt out of the Vertical Mixed Use 
Ordinance. All of these actions contribute to more sprawl and more 
traffic, and I don’t see any reason why a plan she comes up with 
when she is in office would be different. It doesn’t even seem like 
she understands how density would improve our public transit, since 
she faults Cid Galindo for not addressing transportation issues in 
his plan. It is far easier to serve dense nodes with transit than it is 
to serve our existing sprawl. 

Cid Galindo has helped put together a plan that looks like it could 
work pretty well and balances our need for increased density with many 
people’s desires that their existing neighborhoods don’t change much. 
This is a plan that we need to start implementing today if we don’t want 
to end up being as sprawled as Houston but with worse traffic.

NAKED CITY 


How can it be that City Council candidate Laura Morrison, in return for com- 
plying with rules limiting run-off candidates to spending $50,000 or less, was 
then rewarded more than $66,000 in city funds to spend with no limit? That’s 
the irony at the heart of the Austin Fair Campaign Ordinance. “If a candi- 
date has entered into one of these agreements and at least one of his or 
her opponents has not, the code excuses them from complying with the lim- 
its,” says City Attorney Jenny Gilchrist. “In addition, it means they’re still eli- 
gible to get to funds that are in the account.” So by dint of being the only 
candidate in the Place 4 run-off to agree with the ordinance (rival Cid 


Galindo did not), Morrison receives the entire $66,543 in the city’s Fair 
Campaign Finance Fund (made of lobbyist and candidate registration fees) 

- without having to abide by the spending limits they professed. Says 
Gilchrist, “If [the candidates] all are not playing by this contract, then the 
person that did sign it no longer has to comply.” Bizarre? “It’s a large loop- 
hole,” she says, noting, “What I’ve observed is that some campaign manag- 
ers are aware of this, and some are not.” - Wells Dunbar 

The Planning Commission 

voted 6-3 in favor of rezoning a 
private park on 5908 Manor Rd. 
on Tuesday, despite widespread 
opposition from the surround- 
ing East Austin neighborhoods. 
Community Partnership, an 
affordable-housing developer, 
requested the zoning change from 
higher density single family homes 
to Mixed Use, in order to build an 
affordable supportive housing com- 
plex with 110 efficiency units. The 
development would serve residents 
earning less than $25,000 per 
year and formerly homeless people 
who have proven their stability in 
transitional housing or in treatment 
programs. The surrounding Windsor 
Park, University Hills, and Pecan 
Springs neighborhoods argued that 
the zoning is out of character with 
the surrounding communities and the area has too much crime to serve vulnerable 
populations. Neighborhood representatives also reiterated that their community is 
already overrun with supportive housing. While Planning Commission members said 
they regretted opposing the neighborhood, they nonetheless voted for the rezoning 
because of the desperate need for affordable living options in the city and because 
of their confidence in Community Partnership’s project. “I never want to go against 
neighborhood recommendations, but as a commission, we have to look at the 
needs of the city as a whole,” said Commissioner Tracy Atkins. - Lydia Crafts

From Philadelphia to Austin, 
the air is burning

I spent last weekend in Philadelphia, a very 
nice city for melting. That’s what most of us 
were doing whenever we stepped outside into 
a record-breaking, torpid, East Coast heat wave 
that made Austin’s current dry 90s seem rela- 
tively balmy by comparison. So much for going 
north for the summer. 

The occasion was the 2008 convention of 
the Association of Alternative Newsweeklies, 
a now-venerable organization of about 125 
weeklies from across the country and includ- 
ing a few in Canada (www.aan.org). The papers 
range from independent, news-heavy warhors- 
es like the Chronicle and The San Francisco 
Bay Guardian to quality fledgling upstarts 
like the Jackson Free Press (Mississippi) - four 
small newcomers crossed into membership 
during the meeting, with several more stand- 
ing in line. 

And in local news . . . several Chronicle folks 
earned shout-outs for picking up awards in 
the annual AAN competition: Robert Faires for 
his redoubtable and attentive arts criticism, 
Wells “Hollywood” Dunbar for his implacable 
city-beat reporting, and the entire Web staff 
(a whole lot of folks with multiple duties) for 
“general excellence.” All well deserved. 

The overall tone of the conference was some- 
what subdued from last year’s celebration in 
Portland, Ore. Attendance was down, as the 
weakening economy has hit newsweekly travel 
budgets like those of everybody else, and there 
was a lot of talk about stretching available 
resources, especially when it comes to comple- 
menting the print editions with ever-expanding 
and confounding websites. I managed to sneak 
a segment of our “City Hall Hustle” videos into 
New York Times- man David Carr’s session on 
online trends. The audience roared at Dunbar’s 
shameless politicized mugging, but then one 
editor moaned, “So now do we all have to 
become stand-up comedians?” 

That’s why they call journalism show busi- 
ness for shy people. (If you haven’t already 
checked out “City Hall Hustle,” I recommend 
a quick and hilarious visit before Saturday’s 
run-off. And then vote, or we’ll let Wells out of 
his dungeon again.) 

Meet Me on South Street 

Shameless promotion and editorial nuts- 
and-bolts aside, we were treated to early- 
morning tours of Philadelphia’s central histor- 
ical sites (for an absent-minded Midwesterner 
like me, an emotional education), as well 
as traditional convention perks like a Friday 
night pub crawl and a Saturday night concert 
by the Roots and Gnarls Barkley - invigorat- 
ing, I’m told, if you’re the sort who appreci- 
ates an asphalt sweatbox. 

Pennsylvania Gov. Ed Rendell stopped by 
to praise our host, the Philadelphia City Paper;

to declare Democratic Party unity; to suggest 
Hillary Clinton as vice president is a great 
idea (“It would show Obama’s strength, 
because he’s not afraid to appoint people 
who disagree with him”); and to declare (at 
least publicly) his own lack of interest in the 
job. The swatches of local color, political and 
cultural, provide the seasoning for each con- 
vention; for me, the personal highlight was an 
early-morning visit to the South Street loca- 
tion of artist Isaiah Zagar’s “Magic Gardens,” 
an astonishing, handmade, mosaic-based 
environment that fills most of two lots; spills 
over onto neighboring buildings, a nearby 
gallery, and Zagar’s home; and makes a visi- 
tor believe again in the power of imagination 
and hard work (a virtual visit is available at 
www.philadelphiasmagicgardens.org). 

Hersh: 'We're in 
Real Trouble' 

But the combination 
highlight and lowlight 
was a talk by legendary 
reporter Seymour Hersh, 
who made his journal- 
istic bones nearly 40 
years ago when he broke 
the story of the My Lai 
Massacre in Vietnam and 
more recently reported 
in exhausting detail the 
lacerating scandal of the 
U.S. military torture proj- 
ect at Abu Ghraib ( Chain 
of Command). Hersh, now 
71, is remarkably easy- 
going for a man who 
devotes himself to the darkest aspects of inter- 
national political reporting. But he was in a 
somber mood at Friday’s lunch, not only about 
U.S. affairs in Iraq and Iran but about what 
he described as the “nightmare” of Barack 
Obama’s obsequious, saber-rattling speech to 
the American Israel Public Affairs Committee 
in the wake of his clinching the presidential 
nomination. “He didn’t need to do that,” said 
Hersh. “He may have thought he needed to do 
that, but it just wasn’t necessary.” 

Yet Hersh described himself as an Obama 
supporter - “Let’s get him elected, then we 
can start to kick him around” - much of that 
conviction due to his overall judgment of 
the Bush administration: “We’ve never had a 


government this corrupt.” Pursuing his report- 
ing on Iraq, Hersh has been more concerned 
of late about possible U.S. attacks on Iran, 
which he sees as still likely in the coming year. 
Bush “is the most radical president we have 
ever had,” Hersh said, “and what’s more, he’s 
completely uneducable.” He said his sources 
are telling him that there is resistance from 
U.S. military officials to an attack on Iran, but 
he is increasingly convinced that “Bush is not 
going to leave office without doing something 
about Iran. ... I don’t think there is much we 
can do to stop him.” On the Iraq war itself, 
Hersh described Ambassador Ryan Crocker 
and Gen. David Petraeus as “basically under- 
takers: They’re in charge of keeping the face of 
the corpse rouged and the body from smelling 
until after November.” 

There was considerably 
more in this vein, reminis- 
cent of Antonio Gramsci’s 
legendary political motto, 
“pessimism of the intel- 
lect, optimism of the 
will.” Since Hersh was 
speaking to a convocation 
of reporters, he counseled 
doggedness and relent- 
lessness, recalling how 
even amidst a stoutly con- 
servative regime at The 
New York Times, he had 
been able to break stories 
that revealed the truth 
about Vietnam and to 
undermine the officially 
institutionalized heroic 
“image we had of war.” 
Hersh bluntly described 
our moment and predicament as “the lowest 
point in American history,” and it’s hard to 
argue with him. Afterward, I found myself 
wondering if those 18th century colonial 
statesmen devotedly honored in the Philly 
landmarks would remotely recognize the 
imperial behemoth that has largely usurped 
the tiny republic of free states they had 
risked their lives to establish so many years 
ago. Men and women like ourselves: All they 
could ask us is to do what we can, in our own 
21st century ways, to bring the latest empire 
to an end. ■

Bon Voyage!

Yo, RMW: 

I’ve packed my bags, boned up on emer- 
gency-landing procedures, and sealed all my 
liquids, gels, and aerosols into terror-proof 
3-ounce vessels. In other words, I’m ready 
for vacation. 

The mail’s rerouted, and my dog is dead, 
but there’s still something I’ll need you to 
look after in my absence: this June 18 City 
Council meeting. It falls on Wednesday 
instead of the usual Thursday (in deference 
to Juneteenth), but scheduling aside, it’s 
remarkable for its size and breadth; as it’s 
the last meeting for Betty Dunkerley and 
Jennifer Kim before the new council’s sworn 
in at the end of the month, there’s a bunch 
of unfinished business. A whole bunch. (You 
do love it when I skip town, dontcha?) Below, 
a checklist: 

• Redeveloping Green: The current council 
clearly wishes to retain sway over the Green 
Water Treatment Plant redevelopment. This 
being the farewell assembly, we’ll see which 
one of five competing development teams 
gets the nod. Will it be the city staff-recom- 
mended Trammell Crow - whose presenta- 
tion was long on Austin-weird pictures of eth- 
nically diverse disc-golf players and the like, 
but otherwise uninspired, designwise? (And 
really, do you trust the team that took years 
just to begin construction on the Spring Con- 
dominiums tower to build five high-rises?) 

• Planning PUD: This revamp of the 
planned unit development ordinance was 
punted from the last meeting. PUD is the 
large-site zoning granted to huge develop- 
ments like the Domain or Concordia, when 
council feels the benefit and scope of a new 
project should free it from standard regula- 
tions. However, it’s often exploited by devel- 
opers looking to free themselves from zoning 
constraints without offering adequate bene- 
fits in exchange. This long-in-the-making revi- 
sion should make builders work harder for 
PUD designation and its concomitant bene- 
fits - if the Real Estate Council of Austin 
hasn’t gotten to it first. 

• Just Visiting: Also forwarded from the 
last meeting, “visitability” rules - champi- 
oned by retiring senior citizen Dunkerley - 


would improve access to Austin homes for 
the disabled and elderly by making certain 
construction standards mandatory, e.g., 
stronger bathroom walls capable of handrail 
installation. Yet some proposals are being 
met with quiet resistance by Austin home 
builders. Last meeting, Dunkerley announced 
that the two most controversial provisions - 
a “no-step” entrance to homes and making 
all first-floor doors 30 inches wide - were 
being returned to a task force “to see if they 
can come up with a voluntary, incentivized 
approach for them.” The ordinance returns 
for approval Wednesday, making Austin 
homes safe for the Hoveround set. 

• Billboard Brouhaha: The belabored bill- 
board ordinance staggers back in a weak- 
ened form for second and third readings. 
While banning mobile billboards, building a 
database of billboard information (like spe- 
cific locations’ life spans), and requiring 
energy-efficient lighting, the measure stops 
far short of more ambitious proposals - like 
instituting the Planning Commission’s 
visionary call to eventually remove all bill- 
boards from the city. For something that 
doesn’t even do that much, it sure has 
taken its time. 

• Culture Flash!: Before he and his col- 
leagues approved the CreateAustin cultural 
master plan last meeting, City Council 
Member Mike Martinez floated the creation 
of a city Department of Arts and Culture. 
While conceding that “we are in a difficult 
budget year,” Martinez said he would likely 
bring an item this week for the city to “start 
looking into it.” (See “CreateAustin,” p.39, 
for more.) 

• Hear Ye, Hear Ye: Public hearings include 
testimony on adopting the interim update of 
the Austin Tomorrow Comprehensive 
Plan, the map for the city’s growth that 
hasn’t been updated for literally decades. 

• Zoning: If that list wasn’t already enough, 
you’re probably screwed here, too.

Oak Hill residents were stunned to see dozens of old-growth trees razed at a 
construction site in their neighborhood a couple of weeks ago - and enraged 
to find it was in violation of the law. City of Austin arborist Michael Embesi 
says that none of the trees, including 143 greater than 8 inches in diameter, 
should have been cleared. Embesi said Cadence McShane Corp., the con- 
tractor working on the Bee Caves Apartments, reported the violation itself 
after a subcontractor mistakenly cleared an area that was not part of the site 
plan. Under the city’s tree protection ordinance, removal of trees greater 
than 19 inches in diameter could net a fine of up to $2,000 per tree. Embesi 
said that no fines are being assessed at this time but that the city will 
enforce a mitigation plan, most likely requiring planting of many new trees. “It 
was apparently done in error, but nonetheless, it is not acceptable,” Embesi 
said. City environmental inspector Paul Roberts reportedly called it “the 
worst tree kill” he’d ever seen. Cadence McShane President Neal Harper had 
not returned our call as of press time. - Lee Nichols 

According to the latest crime reports compiled by the FBI, crime in Austin 
increased last year, with violent crime up 5.9% over the previous year and 
property crime up 9.3%. The FBI numbers, compiled from stats submitted 
from local police, revealed a murder rate that jumped by half, from 20 mur- 
ders in 2006 to 30 in 2007; robbery also increased by 7.3% to 1,457 inci- 
dents last year. Burglary was up 7.6%, to 8,031 incidents, and auto theft 
spiked 16.4%, with nearly 3,000 reports in 2007. - Jordan Smith 

Passenger travel at Aust in-Bergstrom International Airport dropped 3% in 
April compared to the same month last year. That’s Bergstrom’s first drop 
and probably the initial sign of an economic downturn at the airport, the 
Austin Aviation Department’s Shane Harbinson told the Airport Advisory Com- 
mission Tuesday night. Going into the next year’s operating budget, Harbinson 
said, the airport anticipates that airline mergers could also lead to a loss of 
four gates under the worst-case scenario. Despite that, the airport still antici- 
pates that revenue will be up 2% next year. - Kimberly Reeves

an eight-month hiatus 
imposed by legal chal- 
lenges to lethal injection as an inhumane method of execution. At 
press time Wednesday, the state was readying to execute its first 
inmate since September, Karl Chamberlain. In ruling on John Alba’s 
and Heliberto Chi’s challenges to the method of execution, a plurality of 
the court opined that Texas’ trichemical method of lethal injection is “materi- 
ally indistinguishable” from that used by the state of Kentucky, which the 
U.S. Supreme Court ruled constitutional earlier this year. The court also 
ruled that inmates have no right to challenge the method of execution using 
the state’s habeas corpus law. In one of two strong dissents, Judge Tom 
Price accused the plurality of “withholding the rudiments of due process” in 
“unseemly haste to crank the machine back up,” adding, “but we cannot fix 


the machine while the cogs are turning.”

Since 1887, an El Paso copper plant operated by the American Smelting 
and Refining Co. has left a legacy of toxic contamination from arsenic, 
lead, and other heavy metals. In February, state and national enviros 
unsuccessfully fought ASARCO’s state air-permit renewal application. Now 
groups including the Sierra Club, Environmental Integrity Project, Public 
Citizen, the Galveston-Houston Association for Smog Prevention, and 
Austin’s SEED Coalition are urging U.S. Attorney General Michael 
Mukasey to be wary of a deal in which Vedanta Resources, a UK-based 


metals and mining conglomerate accused of polluting populated areas and 
running roughshod over indigenous people in Zambia and India, would buy 
out many of ASARCO’s assets. The deal requires Mukasey’s approval, since 
ASARCO filed for Chapter 11 bankruptcy in the summer of 2005. “ASARCO 
is notorious for playing shell games to avoid its cleanup liability,” said the 
Sierra Club’s Oliver Bernstein. They consolidated their cash-cow businesses 
into one company and moved liabilities into another company, which filed 
for bankruptcy, he explained. Vedanta would acquire ASARCO’s viable oper- 
ations, conceivably leaving taxpayers holding the bag for up to $1 billion in 
environmental liabilities in 20 states. The Sierra Club estimates that clean- 
up at ASARCO’s El Paso site alone will cost between $100 million and 
$200 million. - Daniel Mottola 

The Texas Parks & Wildlife Department has an important lesson for bud- 
get-cutters: putting money into an underfunded agency makes it run better. 
Last legislative session, after hearing testimony about collapsing infrastruc- 
ture, overstretched employees, and staff having to cannibalize old vehicles 
to keep their trucks on the road, lawmakers rejected calls from the 
Legislative Budget Board to slash the beleaguered agency’s already bare- 
bones budget. Instead, they added $25.6 million to the operating budget, 
and in November, voters approved another $69 million in bonds for vital 
infrastructure repairs. That investment is paying dividends: TPWD has 
already hired an additional 200 park employees and started repairs to trails 
and historic sites around the state. “Research shows this is a wise invest- 
ment that pays returns in many ways,” said Executive Director Carter Smith. 
“State parks are economic engines that draw tourism dollars to host com- 
munities.” The department hopes that by making parks more appealing and 
accessible, Texans will stay in-state rather than racking up enormous gas 
bills. To encourage this endeavor, they are running a series of weekend 
workshops for novice campers. Visit www.tpwd.state.tx.us/outdoorfamily for 
more details.

The Democrats have had their state convention - now it’s the GOP’s turn. The 
Republican Party of Texas holds its convention June 12-14 at the George 
R. Brown Convention Center in Houston, and like the Democrats, they have 
some unity issues to address. The Texas GOP has just fought off a lawsuit 
from two prominent Ron Paul supporters over how and when it selects its 
convention chair. Wharton Co. GOP Chair Debra Medina and former Harris Co. 
party Chair Gary Polland claim that convention rules violate the Texas Election 
Code and suppress debate by not appointing a permanent chair until the con- 
vention’s third day. On June 9, Harris Co. Civil Court at Law Judge Roberta 
Lloyd threw their case out not on merit but because her court did not have 
jurisdiction. Now Polland and Medina are expected to go to the Court of 
Appeals. Polland is also widely expected to run to replace retiring Sen. Kyle 
Janek in Senate District 17. - R.W. 



Last weekend's four-alarm fire at the Texas Governor's Mansion partially 
collapsed the roof and severely damaged the columns on the 152-year- 
old building's front porch. State Fire Marshal Paul Maldonado said 
officials are reviewing surveillance video taken from the grounds of the 
mansion, as well as from neighboring office buildings and apartments, 
to try to determine who is responsible. At a press conference Wednesday, 
Gov. Rick Perry, who was abroad at the time of the fire, said that few 
sights in his time as governor have left a deeper impression on him than 
the charred remains of the mansion. - J.S. and K.R . 
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Dems in Austin Taking the next step 


At her first Texas Democratic Party 

Convention, San Antonio Sen. Leticia Van de 
Putte told the party’s 2008 assembly she 
had known every delegate by name. This time 
around, a record 15,000 delegates, alter- 
nates, guests, and VIPs crammed into the 
Austin Convention Center on June 6 and 7. 

But as big as the event was, it was still some- 
times overshadowed by events in Washington, 
D.C., as the party awaited the final confirma- 
tion that Sen. Hillary Clinton would suspend 
her campaign, making Sen. Barack Obama 
the party’s presidential nominee. 

There was still some give-and-take to be 
done. The final confirmed apportionment of 
presidential delegates wasn’t completed until 
late Saturday, with the selection of the final 
three “add-on” honorary superdelegates. But 
really, the nomination struggle ended Friday, 
with an appearance by Chelsea Clinton. Any 
fears that her mother’s supporters might stage 
some form of protest were headed off by a 


five-minute speech from possibly the least- 
controversial ambassador for the Clinton cam- 
paign. She delivered a clear message in two 
parts. “First,” she said, “my mother wanted to 
make it very clear that we are all going to unite 
our party and take back the White Flouse in 
November. And my mom will be making a 
speech tomorrow supporting Senator Obama.” 
Her mere presence may have overshadowed 
the appearance of Obama’s campaign co-chair, 
Gov. Tim Kaine of Virginia, late Friday evening. 
The presidential nominee’s proxy was the first 
speaker to deliver a large portion of his 
address in Spanish, to great applause. Fie had 
lived for a while in Flonduras, he noted, where 
the highest praise for a leader is to say about 
them “andando con la gente” - walking with 
the people. There was great effort to pay rever- 
ence to Clinton’s candidacy from many speak- 
ers, but when Kaine applied that phrase to 
Obama, and spoke in Spanish about the Illinois 
senator’s commitment to education and his 


background in community organization, his out- 
reach to heavily pro-Clinton, majority-Flispanic 
districts was apparent. Kaine was also quick to 
note the similarities between Virginia and 
Texas: two states that had traditionally voted 
Democratic but in recent years had become 
seemingly impenetrable Republican strong- 
holds - and now once again have a blue tinge. 

The recurrent message was that if Obama 
is to have long elector- 
al coattails, making his 
administration suc- 
cessful will require a 
strong down-ballot pres- 
ence and a lot of 
straight-ticket voting. 

Diplomatically calling 
the still-cooling nomi- 
nation clash “an intra- 
party discussion,” con- 
vention Chair Sen. 

Kirk Watson put the 
passion of the primary 
season down to a 
desire for change in 
November. “You’re 
sensing that every- 
one’s coming togeth- 
er,” he said. “It is the 
beginning of the next 
step, and everyone 
wants that next step 
pretty badly.” 

Much of the discus- 
sion was centered on 
state and local races: 

The Flouse was high- 
lighted Friday, while the g 
senators got their turn s 
on Saturday. But it was 
Flouston Rep. Rick Noriega, fighting to move 
from the Texas Flouse to the U.S. Senate, 
who was the closest thing to a homegrown 
superstar. Playing down the wildly swinging 
polls that have put him within margin of error 
of incumbent Sen. John Cornyn (“They’re just 
a snapshot,” Noriega said), he spent much of 
the weekend speaking to as many caucuses 
as possible. His sprints from meeting to 


meeting were often slowed by supporters 
wanting to have their photo taken with him. 

The presidential unity plea, and the loud 
support for taking back the Flouse, did not 
mean there was no internal struggle. Party 
Chair Boyd Richie fended off challenges from 
his own Vice Chair Roy LaVerne Brooks and 
failed 2006 attorney general candidate David 
Van Os. Both ran on the same principle: that 
Richie’s system of target- 
ing certain counties or 
senate districts had 
taken too long, and that 
the party should adopt a 
254-county strategy. But 
Richie won a 63% victory, 
on the strength of the 
Dems taking Dallas 
County in 2006 and, with 
the party now concentrat- 
ing effort, assets, and 
personnel in Harris 
County, the promise of 
similar gains again. As 
former Dallas Mayor Ron 
Kirk said, with the elec- 
tion less than five 
months away, the party 
did not want to switch 
horses midrace. 

By close of business 
late Saturday, the ques- 
tion had become how to 
turn convention rhetoric 
and the current momen- 
tum into November turn- 
out. Dallas Sen. Royce 
West had encouraged a 
literal hand-holding exer- 
cise between all dele- 
gates on the floor as a very visible and, for 
some, emotional moment of party unity. Watson 
was optimistic about how the sheer numbers of 
people involved in the process can lead to 
November victories. “That’s both good news and 
bad news,” he said. “The idea of organizing that 
many people is a beautiful thing, but it’s also 
going to put stress on how it gets done and 
how it gets done right.” - Richard Whittaker 



Sessions From vodka to voter ID 


Austin Sen. Kirk Watson threw in a gratuitous plug for a 
local business at the Texas Democratic Party Convention: With 
his voice starting to weaken as he carried out his duties as 
convention chair, he took a sip of clear liquid - presumably 
water - and then held it up and said, “Tito’s Vodka is one of 
the world’s finest vodkas, and it’s made right here in Senate 
District 14.” 

That was among the lighter moments in a convention other- 
wise devoted to symbolic fence-mending, in a state where lit- 
eral fences (of the border kind) remain a divisive issue. With 
state demographics changing rapidly, the Dems hope to fight 
off GOP efforts to restrict voting rights by means of voter ID 
laws, likely to be an issue in November and beyond. 

“People on the right think that Mexicanos are coming 
across the border in buses to vote for Democrats. Look, I was 
on the school board, I could not get any undocumented people 
to come to a PTA meeting. They were not gonna go vote. It’s 
just not gonna happen.” 

That was among the closing remarks by Rep. Rafael 
Anchia of Dallas at a panel on fighting against voter ID laws 
Saturday morning at the Texas Democratic Party Convention 
here in Austin. Delegates listened to Anchia, Flouston Sen. 

Rodney Ellis, Laurie Vanhoose of the Texas Election Reform 
Coalition, and attorney Daniel B. Kohrman of AARP discuss 


what will likely be the big battleground issue at the Legislature 
next year - in fact, it’s already been the subject of battles in 
the previous two sessions, and is currently engaged across 
the nation. 

Republicans are pushing hard across the country for laws 
that require proof of citizenship to register and photo IDs to 
vote. Democrats counter that voter impersonation - the crime 
such laws would supposedly address - is virtually nonexistent, 
and that thousands of Texans who might not have a photo ID 
(and can’t afford to get one) will be disenfranchised. Last year 
such bills passed the Texas Flouse but were stopped after 
bruising floor fights in the Senate. 

“People always assume I wear pinstripe suits,” said Anchia. 
“I always tell them that those aren’t pinstripes - they’re tire 
tracks from getting run over by the Republicans on this issue.” 
Anchia noted the story of 12 nuns who were prevented from 
voting in Indiana, where a voter ID law was recently upheld by 
the U.S. Supreme Court, even though some of the nuns pre- 
sented expired passports. “This idea came from a Republican 
think tank,” said Ellis. “And it wasn’t done to raise confidence 
in the vote. Americans haven’t lost confidence in the vote; 
they’ve lost confidence in their elected officials.” 

Democrats say that because getting photo identification 
inevitably costs money, it amounts to a poll tax, and Ellis 


said Republican arguments for voter ID are similar to old argu- 
ments for poll taxes. “They used to say: ‘Hey, $1.50 is the 
price of a hamburger. You should be willing to pay that much 
to vote.’” Now, Ellis said, Republicans argue that going to the 
time and expense of obtaining an ID is a similarly low burden 
- but, Ellis said, it is one that the poorest of citizens might not 
be able to pay. The real motivation behind the laws, Ellis and 
Anchia said, is that groups most likely to not have ID are also 
those more likely to vote Democratic. 

A major problem that has caused anti-voter ID lawsuits to 
fail, Kohrman said, is that courts ask, “Where’s the beef?” - 
they want to see the harm done. The problem is that the suits 
are filed before the laws take effect, before anyone has been 
harmed. For that reason, Kohrman said, Democratic activists 
need to collect stories of would-be voters that may have been 
turned away from the polls, so that attorneys will have a sub- 
stantial body of evidence to present at trial. “About one-third 
of our state offices around the nation are gearing up to fight 
voter ID laws,” Kohrman said. “This is just the beginning of a 
very long battle.” - Lee Nichols

Porte) against GOP Sen. Mike Jackson, 
Jaworski is another part of the Democrats’ 
plan to do in the Greater Houston area what 
they did in Dallas County in 2006, and pro- 
duce a near-clean sweep in a supposedly 
Republican enclave. “We have a zeal that we 
have not seen in our adult life,” Jaworski 
said, “and it is bringing out people that have 
felt oppressed and just decided 'why bother 
voting?’ Well, not anymore!”

On Monday, a bulldozer leveled this 1920s home (eliminating some trees in the process) at 4113 Ave. F, 
despite the Hyde Park Neighborhood Association's yearlong effort to save the home known as the 
"Gertrude Jones House." The city granted the demolition permit to developers Emrobrai Homes, which 
plans to erect a new house on the same spot. HPNA committee member Catherine Moore said she was 
especially upset by the manner in which the home was torn down. "The responsible action ... is to at 
least attempt to reuse or resell the existing materials, not to reduce them to splinters with a bulldozer 
and then use energy and land resources to send them to the landfill," she said. "Some say that the 
greenest house is the house that does not wind up in the landfill."

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Scholar and soccer player Jessica Guevara 
took the podium at the Delco Activity Center 
Friday night, knowing she would give the last 
valedictory address of Austin’s 48-year-old 
Albert Sidney Johnston High School. 

Guevara’s speech was typical of those from 
valedictorians everywhere. She spoke of gov- 
ernment teacher Daryl Rupp laboring in his 
room every afternoon, offering to illustrate that 
one concept she didn’t understand. She talked 
about her table of friends in the lunchroom and 
how Project Advance coordinator Carol Winter 
always stopped by to join their crazy talks that 
were always filled with laughter. And Guevara 
spoke lovingly of her immigrant parents from 
Mexico, whose sacrifices inspired her. 

“They say we are an unsuccessful school 
and we have teachers who don’t care,” Gueva- 
ra told an audience full of parents, friends, 
siblings, and babies. “I think it would be hard 
to duplicate the caring and attention of the 


Johnston faculty and staff, who refused to 
give up on me.” 

In her turn at the podium, senior class spon- 
sor Teresa Morgan fought back tears, speak- 
ing of her pride in Johnston’s seniors. Johnston 
students were resilient. They were indepen- 
dent. They loved their school and their teach- 
ers. They were good kids. “You, as a group, are 
the reason I come to work every day, especially 
in the last year,” Morgan said. “And I would 
come back every day for you again.” 

Those comments seemed all the more poi- 
gnant, knowing this graduation was both the 
end of the school year and the end of John- 
ston High. Texas Education Commissioner 
Robert Scott announced the mandated clo- 
sure of the Austin high school on Wednesday, 
June 4, after five years of failing test scores. 
Though the school again showed some gains 
on test scores this year, Johnston has been 
rated “academically unacceptable” by the 


Texas Education Agency eight of the last 
nine years, since the school’s liberal arts 
magnet moved up the road to LBJ High, partly 
because of concerns that neighborhood kids 
had no chance to end up in the coveted Top 
10% that guaranteed entrance to the state’s 
public universities. 

This year at Johnston, that Top 10% was 
10 students. The school lost a third of its 
seniors before they crossed the stage to 
accept their diplomas and shake hands with 
Trustee Sam Guzman. Only 99 students grad- 
uated from Johnston this year, the fewest 
ever out of the Eastside school. 

Talk about Johnston, even in the school’s 
own cafeteria last Thursday night, has focused 
on the school’s challenges: the girls who have 
babies, the boys who cut class, and the par- 
ents who don’t bother to get involved. District 

0 officials talked about the challenges of educat- 
| ing the “urban student,” and how the compre- 
! hensive high school model doesn’t always fit 

S the needs of the East Austin community. The 

1 most important point in the closure, though, 
may have gotten lost in all the rhetoric. Under 
the state’s accountability system, schools are 
not closed because the kids fail the schools. 
Schools are closed because the school dis- 
trict or school fails the kids. Closure is the 
ultimate “no confidence” vote from the TEA, 
and this failure sits squarely at the feet of the 
Austin Independent School District. 

But AISD does get another chance. Scott 
has asked the district to create a plan to 
reuse the Johnston campus, a plan that could 
go to the TEA for approval as early as this 
week. AISD has proposed breaking Johnston 
up into two small learning communities: One 
would focus on the vocational aspects of 
technology, and the other would aim to give 
students access to free college credit as an 
early college high school. Over the next 
school year, the district will meet with parents 
and the community to craft a more specific 
plan intended to create new campuses with 
new names. 


“Students, parents, and alumni, join us in 
this advocacy to create a new vision for the 
Johnston campus,” AISD Superintendent Pat 
Forgione said. “There will be a bright future 
for the next generation of students. The 
Johnston legacy will begin here, and for many 
years to come, this campus will continue to 
be a new pride of the Eastside.” 

Community members appear to be indiffer- 
ent, at best, to Forgione’s promises, with the 
exception of parents of high school juniors 
who still want to graduate from the campus. 
As part of state law, AISD can have no more 
than half the current students and a quarter 
of the current teachers on the new campus. 

According to a plan presented to trustees, 
AISD would begin a districtwide recruitment 
campaign to enroll students in the new cam- 
pus concepts beginning this month.

PLACE 4 RUN-OFF HEATS UP 

A new fire flared up in the increasingly contested City 
Council run-off between Laura Morrison and Cid Galindo last 
Wednesday, when several Eastside community activists 
accused Galindo of furthering gentrification and unaffordable 
housing. The charge - that Galindo, in building a handful of 
Eastside condominium homes with City Bloc Development, 
was increasing taxes on existing Eastside neighbors and failed 
“to disclose his financial involvement with purchases and 
development of East Austin property while on the Planning 
Commission” - was unveiled in a press conference and press 
release. Read the release: “Many East Austin residence [sic] 
are being taxed out of their homes, due to the type of high 
price condo-type developments, like Mr. Galindo’s City Bloc 
represents.” Undersigned were Sabino Renteria, his sister 
Susana Almanza, and Daniel Llanes, all activists with People 
Organized in Defense of Earth and Her Resources (which 
joined with Morrison in opposing the move of the Town Lake 
Animal Center), as well as Ora Houston, Willie Mae Kirk, and 
Johnny Limon, the latter three all Morrison supporters. 

“It’s a bizarre charge,” Galindo counters. “What I am doing 
is taking the rules that were established by the neighborhood 
so that there could be more affordable housing in the area,” 
he says of the developments, close to the waterfront on 
Riverview and Haskell streets in the vicinity of the shuttered 
Holly Street Power Plant. By building two condominiums on 
one lot, Galindo says, the homes share property taxes, pre- 
serving affordability “in the face of rising real estate values in 



a neighborhood that is evolving. ... And I am using those 
affordability rules to build these projects. I am building green 
homes at the highest levels of green building standards, and 
I’m building under the McMansion Ordinance rules. So I am 
doing all three things that Laura Morrison has promoted as 
good things in her campaign, and I’m being attacked for that.” 
It’s a sign Morrison’s gone on the offensive after Galindo 
accused her of supporting a so-called “green tax,” that would 
supposedly require expensive energy upgrades for people to 
sell their homes, and supporting the creation of a “$36 mil- 
lion city computer system” that could have made City Hall vul- 
nerable to identity thieves - belabored references to 
Morrison’s early support for making homes more energy effi- 


cient at point of sale and to her past support for the Open 
Government Online 2006 charter amendment, roundly 
defeated and unlikely to reappear. 

Additionally, Morrison hammers a separate conflict-of-interest 
claim in a mailer accusing Galindo of standing to personally 
benefit from the future growth plan he’s proposing. “By a 
strange coincidence, the ‘Galindo Plan,’ Cid’s map for our future, 
calls for the City of Austin to develop a special suburban ‘town 
center’ of 50,000 people in the northeast - which would be 
located conveniently near Cid’s own development project in 
Pflugerville.” The project is the as-yet-unbuilt Pecan Street 
Plaza. “To insinuate that I have a conflict of interest because I 
have clients in Pflugerville is pretty ridiculous,” Galindo says, 
calling the charge “baseless.” Galindo says he owns no land in 
Pflugerville and therefore “would have nothing to gain from any- 
thing that would happen in a town center to that area, five 
years from now. I am a consultant to a landowner in Pflugerville 
to help them design a town center.” Via e-mail, Morrison’s cam- 
paign claimed that “this statement is not true,” citing Pflugerville 
reports naming Galindo as the project’s developer. 

Meanwhile, both Galindo and Morrison filed their eight-day-out 
campaign finance reports last Friday; while Galindo leads in 
money raised over the last month - $88,950 to Morrison’s 
$70,348 - Morrison has more cash on hand entering the home 
stretch - $18,569 to Galindo’s $4,641. By electing to comply 
with the fundraising and spending limits of the Austin Fair 
Campaign Ordinance, which Galindo did not, Morrison collect- 
ed a cool $66,543 from the city’s Fair Campaign Finance Fund 
- the entire amount. (For more on the Fair Campaign Ordinance 
and its loophole, see “Naked City,” p.17.)

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The Cat Did It 

WilCo off the hook in shelter probe 


Blame the victim, shoot the messenger, shift the focus, and 
stall as long as possible. 

Judging by a case report issued in May by the Williamson 
Co. Sheriffs Office, that strategy dominated the county’s pro- 
tracted, 10-month probe into allegations of animal cruelty and 
neglect at the Williamson Co. Regional Animal Shelter. 

But WilCo Sheriff Detective John Foster is quick to defend his 
office’s investigation, which effectively found nothing amiss at 
the shelter despite a series of animal deaths that sparked 
outcries from animal rights activists across Texas. “The case 
was not taken lightly,” he told the Chronicle. “No time limit 
was given.” 

The investigation began in June 2007, after shelter volun- 
teer Lori Rogowski and animal rights activist Ruthann 
Panipinto filed a complaint with County Constable Gary 
Griffin’s office, which included photos of caged cats, either 
dead or ailing and languishing in their own waste. District 
Attorney Jana Duty’s office immediately transferred the case 
to the sheriff’s office and many months later, advised investi- 
gators that “there was not sufficient evidence for a prosecut- 
able violation of the law,” according to an April 1 notice con- 
cluding the case. “This was not an investigation,” countered 
Austin attorney Bill Aleshire, whom Rogowski and Panipinto 
retained to monitor the probe. “The courthouse gang took 
care of themselves.” 

From its inception, the investigation seemed to hold culpable 
not the shelter but a dead cat, photographed in chilling death 
masque, in a state of decomposition, in a tiny blue box. 
Detective D. Flancock’s first instinct, based on his report of a 
softball interview of former shelter Director Dana Boehm (who 
was later convicted on unrelated theft charges), was that the 
cat had sealed its own fate by its own behavior. “If a cat was 
to get aggressive in the box, the door could have easily fallen 
down,” Flancock deduced in the report, implying that the cat’s 
entrapment was an accident. Fie didn’t address Rogowski and 
Panipinto’s main concern, though: that the cat could have 
fought for its life for days, possibly eventually expiring due to a 
lack of food and water, a chronic problem, they told investiga- 
tors, they had witnessed at the shelter. On the whole, the crux 
of the complaint held that the shelter lacked adequate staff, 
medicine, and euthanasia fluid, and that it neglected to pro- 
vide basic health and hygiene needs. Activists charged that 
these conditions were causing an animal death per day. 

But investigators saw nothing out of the ordinary at the shel- 
ter, according to the report. The sheriff’s office apparently gave 
Boehm a pass, too - not even touching on the concerns of 
staff and volunteers that Boehm had dispensed her own 
euthanasia fluid, possibly because the county’s license report- 
edly wasn’t in effect yet, and had demanded that adoption fees 
be paid in cash only. As reported in the Chronicle (“Dying 
Alone in Williamson County,” July 6, 2007), County Treasurer 
Vivian Wood said her office had to demand and physically 


fetch those payments, because the shelter failed 
to submit them in a timely fashion. Foster con- 
firmed that no such concerns figured into the 
probe. The niece of former WilCo Commissioner 
Frankie Limmer, Boehm apparently enjoyed kid- 
glove treatment by WilCo officials, even following 
her arrest Aug. 15, 2007, on charges of forging an 
employer’s endorsement on a $3,270 IRS refund 
check. Upon the district attorney’s referral for a 
reduction, she was convicted of misdemeanor 
theft on April 15, 2008. Aleshire described such 
political cronyism as severely compromising the 
cruelty investigation. 

By contrast, investigators did conduct extensive, 
hardball interviews with Rogowski and Panipinto 
after a confidential informant, referred to only as 
“CSI” in the report, impugned their records as vol- 
unteers and blamed them for all the “bad press.” 

“The report included slanderous comments about 
my client Lori Rogowski, without even checking the 
accuracy of those statements, while protecting the 
identity of the person who made those slanderous 
comments,” Aleshire said. Moreover, the report 
alludes to Rogowski ’s photos but offers no analy- 
sis of their relevance to the case. 

Asked about the photos, Foster dismissed them 
as inconclusive - claiming, for example, that 
investigators cannot determine whether a subject 
is dead based on photos of the body (curiously negating the 
evidentiary significance of crime-scene photos, Griffin 
observed). Griffin, a former animal control officer, flatly told 
the Chronicle : “The photographs depicted animal cruelty,” 
adding that his first question would have been, “Where’s the 
cat?” No autopsy was performed on the cat, in fact; according 
to the report, the corpse was whisked away even before 
Boehm had a chance to examine it. To investigators, Boehm 
faulted volunteers: “Dr. Boehm stated the protocol at the 
shelter was to leave the deceased animal in place until she 
could look at it. Dr. Boehm stated this was not followed in 
either instance,” the report states. Flowever, when interviewed 
last year by the media, Boehm gave the distinct impression 
she had looked over the cats by announcing they had died of 
“natural causes.” 

According to Foster, 500 hours of real-time surveillance 
video (recorded after the complaint was filed) vindicated shel- 
ter personnel, though he said he’d not seen Rogowski’s pho- 
tos or videos. But the two cats mentioned in the police report 
died long before the videos were recorded. “I reviewed surveil- 
lance video ... starting on 7-3-07 ... and ending on 7-20-07. I 
did not observe any criminal activity, suspicious activity or ani- 
mal cruelty in this video,” the report states. There are no June 
videos, because the system loops and erases footage every 


two weeks, Foster said. “If it weren’t so sad, this case would 
have made a funny segment of the Keystone Cops,” Aleshire 
added. 

Shortly after the 2007 complaint was filed, veterinarian 
Beverlee Nix of the Department of State Health Services 
Region 7 wrote in an e-mail to the Chronicle that the allega- 
tions of neglect were “old news,” but she philosophized that 
“the truth was somewhere in between or lost in the sensation- 
alism of the events.” On July 17, 2007, Nix performed an 
“unannounced” inspection that she in fact had arranged in 
advance with the sheriff’s office and found no infractions, 
though she recommended corrections to rabies quarantine 
measures. 

To Aleshire and the activists, the truth surrounding the cats’ 
demise was indeed lost in transit, during the lax, languorous 
sheriff’s investigation. But the report has reignited furor over 
the case. Animal rights advocate Audrey Moses told the 
Chronicle: “Unlike a lot of people I have spoken with, I was 
surprised by the outcome of the ‘investigation.’ I guess I am 
an idealist and thought justice would prevail.” So, given the 
questionable outcome of the investigation, Moses is reprising 
her blistering website, www.freewebs.com/shelterconcerns, which 
documents the case and citizens’ reactions to it.

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Billboard Plant Newest Travis Heights resident? 


While the city of Austin argues about how 
to get billboards out of Downtown, another 
argument is boiling about where those bill- 
boards should be made. The land in question 
is a 2.3-acre wooded tract at the northwest 
corner of 1-35 and Woodland Avenue, and the 
argument is about what Reagan National 
Advertising is really planning to do with it. 
The billboard company says it wants to turn 
the site into offices - but local residents say 
Reagan plans a billboard-printing plant that 
would violate zoning ordinances and to which 
the city is turning a blind eye. 

The city approved Reagan’s site plan on May 
8 as meeting all administrative and zoning 
requirements, but that was just the latest step 
in a long process. The firm first approached 
residents in 2004 with its proposal to develop 
the property for commercial purposes; resi- 
dents said no. What concerned the South 
River City Citizens and Travis Heights neigh- 
borhood associations was the original plan for 
a 16,000-square-foot office building and a 
6,000-square-foot warehouse on the site. With 
900 billboards in the area, Reagan is Austin’s 
biggest advertising firm, and it currently produc- 


es and stores the billboards at its site west of 
the city on Highway 290. Residents are con- 
cerned that the plan would allow Reagan to 
move the production into a residential area, 
using the warehouse structure as a manufac- 
turing plant. If this did happen, residents fear 
an increase in heavy traffic, noise, and the 
potential for leaks of paints and solvents. 

“Their site isn’t zoned for the industrial use 
they want to put there,” said Pat Roeder, an 
architect who lives on a neighboring property. 

But the company says the residents have 
nothing to fear from the development. “This is 
less about Reagan as a business operator 
and more about them as a property owner,” 
said Nikelle Meade of Reagan’s attorneys, 
Brown McCarroll. The plan, she said, is not to 
move the Reagan manufacturing facility to 
Woodland but to develop the new site for rent- 
able office space; a hotel and retail develop- 
ment had also been considered, but those 
plans were abandoned as unviable. There are 
no plans to move any of Reagan’s operations 
or staff there, and even if Reagan did, Meade 
expects the company to keep the old site as 
well. While she was concerned that the resi- 


dents still oppose the plan and felt they had 
misconceptions about Reagan’s intentions, 
she said she understands why they’re wor- 
ried. “They don’t like billboards, and they 
don’t like Reagan National because they 
make billboards,” she said. 

Roeder argues that the proposal does not 
answer questions about what Reagan intends 
to use the warehouse for. The permit allows 
for the site to house a printing-services facility, 
like a copy shop or blueprint production facility 
- but neighbors are worried that Reagan 
intends to turn it into a full-scale print works 
with large industrial presses. “The city has 
never asked them what that equipment would 
be,” he said. “It’s almost a ‘don’t ask, don’t 
tell’ policy. It’s like letting a liquor store move 
in next to an elementary school and saying we 
didn’t know they were going to sell liquor.” 

The city argues that the permitting process 
has worked and that they’ve imposed enough 
restrictions to make it impossible for Reagan 
to move its works there. The city’s approval 
includes watershed protection requirements, 
restrictions on removing established trees, and 
additional landscaping requirements. Most 


importantly, said Donna Galati of the city’s 
Watershed Protection and Development 
Review department, the approved site plan 
includes specific restrictions on the proposed 
printing facility. “The note is included on the 
site plan,” she said. “It says that the use may 
not exceed 5,000 square feet or produce pol- 
lution or noise, and there can be no outdoor 
storage. The use is limited to printing equip- 
ment typically allowed in a printing service.” 

The next stage for Reagan is to apply for a 
building permit, a process that Meade expects 
will be completed within four months, allowing 
construction to start early next year. But 
neighborhood residents have their own plans. 
They have already written to City Manager 
Marc Ott expressing their concerns. But fears 
that Reagan might be planning to violate the 
permit’s terms are not enough to block its 
permit. “We have to go by what they ask us to 
approve,” said George Zapalac of Watershed 
Protection and Development Review. “They 
asked us for an office and a printing and pub- 
lishing facility. We can’t presume that they’re 
going to do something else.”

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Anthony Graves Case 
Raises the Dead • •• Again 


Adding to the string of dubious edicts 
delivered from her bench, on May 21 
Burleson Co. District Judge Reva Towslee- 

Corbett denied a writ filed by Anthony 
Graves’ defenders, who argue that the 
charges against their client should be 
tossed because the state’s attempt to retry 
Graves violates his right to due process and 
amounts to double jeopardy. Towslee- 
Corbett’s latest ruling reaffirms the position 
she took last summer, concluding that the 
testimony of a dead man, Robert Carter, 
could be used as evidence against Graves at 
trial - even though the fact that Carter is 
dead, executed by the state in 2000, would 
certainly preclude Graves from exercising his 
Sixth Amendment right to cross-examine the 
witnesses against him. 

Indeed, the dead-man-testimony issue lies 
at the heart of the writ filed by Graves’ new 
defense team, attorneys Katherine Scardino 
and Jimmy Phillips Jr. They argue that 
because Carter’s coerced and perjured testi- 
mony at Graves’ original 1994 trial was cru- 
cial to the 5th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
decision in 2006 to vacate Graves’ conviction, 
the state cannot now 
use that tainted tes- 
timony in their 
attempt to secure a 
second conviction. 

Carter, convicted 
and executed, fin- 
gered Graves as his 
accomplice in the 
1992 multiple mur- 
der of Bobbie 
Joyce Davis, her 
daughter, and four 
grandchildren. 

Graves has main- 
tained his inno- 
cence, and none of 
the physical evi- 
dence links Graves 
to the crime. Carter 
later recanted, tell- 
ing Graves’ lawyers 
that Graves was not 
at all involved in the 
grisly murders, that 
he’d merely plucked Graves’ name out of 
the air (he’d seen him earlier on the day of 
the murders), and that he had done so to 
protect his wife, Cookie, from police scruti- 
ny. (Indeed, minutes before his execution, 
Carter again swore Graves was innocent: 
“Anthony Graves had nothing to do with it. I 
lied on him in court.”) 

What Graves did not know at the time of 
his 1994 trial, however, was that Carter had 
already recanted his statement implicating 
Graves in the murder to then-Burleson Co. 
District Attorney Charles Sebesta, before 
Sebesta put Carter on the stand at Graves’ 
trial. Not only did Sebesta fail to provide 
the exculpatory evidence to the defense - 
as required by law - but he ignored it in pre- 
senting Carter as a witness, allowing per- 
jured testimony to be entered into the 
record. After more than a decade of 


appeals, the 5th Circuit in 2006 overturned 
Graves’ conviction based on Sebesta’s mis- 
conduct: “[l]t is obvious from the record,” 
the 5th Circuit opined in 2006, “that the 
state relied on Carter’s testimony to achieve 
Graves’ conviction.” 

Notwithstanding the 5th Circuit’s conclu- 
sion, Towslee-Corbett ruled that the tran- 
script of Carter’s questionable testimony 
would be allowed in court. (How, exactly, she 
came to that conclusion is entirely unclear, 
given that the U.S. Supreme Court has said 
- in an unrelated 2004 case - that nothing 
short of direct confrontation will satisfy the 
Sixth Amendment. Asked about this last 
week, Patrick Batchelor, the special prose- 
cutor assigned to handle Graves’ retrial and 
who sought Towslee-Corbett’s permission to 
use Carter’s testimony, told me that it 
wasn’t his “job to argue or explain” his posi- 
tion to a “nonlawyer.” In short, he said, “I 
argued it in court, and the judge agreed with 
me.” So there.) 

But allowing Carter’s testimony in court, 
says Scardino, is a clear violation of Graves’ 
right to due process - and sets up a clear 
case of double 
jeopardy. The 
defense argument 
goes like this: In 
finding that the 
state essentially 
suborned perjury 
from Carter at the 
trial and failed to 
provide to Graves 
information that 
Carter had recant- 
ed the portion of 
his statement incul- 
pating Graves, the 
5th Circuit ruled 
that the district 
court could not 
again allow the 
tainted testimony 
to be used as evi- 
dence against 
Graves. By ruling 
that the testimony 
would be allowed, 
Towslee-Corbett has thumbed her nose at 
the federal bench, once again stacking the 
evidentiary deck in favor of the state. And 
as such, the state has placed Graves in 
the exact path of disaster that already 
caused his conviction to be overturned - a 
circumstance that Scardino and Phillips say 
amounts to double jeopardy. “The 5th 
Circuit said [the state could] retry” Graves, 
says Scardino, “but that he can never be 
put back in the same situation he was put 
in at the earlier trial.” By allowing the taint- 
ed testimony, she says, Towslee-Corbett 
has done just that. 

Scardino and Phillips are in the process of 
appealing Towslee-Corbett’s ruling to the 
Court of Criminal Appeals. Graves’ trial date, 
set for July 7, will likely be reset, pending the 
outcome of the appeal.

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ICE Draws Cool Reception in Austin 


According to sheriffs office spokesman Roger Wade, ICE has merely been given access to an office 
already available to any agency that needs it. The space also doubles, he said, as a "storage closet." 


As part of the ever-expanding effort to 
enforce U.S. immigration laws, Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement officials asked 
the TVavis County Sheriff’s Office in 

January for some office space at the county 
jail. The office complied, as it does in collab- 
orative efforts with all federal, state, and 
local agencies, and since then, ICE has 
enjoyed unfettered access to a small office 
in the jail that is shared with agencies like 
the Austin Police Department and the 
Texas Department of Public Safety. 

Immigrants’ rights advocates say that this 
increased presence in the jail swings open 
the door to violations of the right to due pro- 
cess and threatens public safety by under- 
mining trust between law enforcement and 
the immigrant community. Travis Co. Sheriff 
Greg Hamilton, on the other hand, has 
steadfastly downplayed the impact of ICE’s 
presence. His sentiments were echoed last 
month at a joint meeting between the Austin 
Human Rights Commission and the Austin 
Commission on Immigrant Affairs, where 
Austin Police Chief Art Acevedo reiterated 
his increasingly familiar refrain: “At APD, the 
way we conduct business is the status quo. 
It’s business as usual.” 

Though now ICE does have 24-hour access 
to a cubbyhole with desk and chair, Capt. Art 
Cardenas and sheriff’s office spokesman 
Roger Wade have both told the Chronicle 
that ICE doesn’t have enough manpower to be 
at the jail on a 24/7 basis. There are no offi- 
cial ICE hours of operation at the jail, said 
Cardenas, but immigration authorities are 
generally there 8am-5pm, working with the 
county’s security threat unit to investigate and 
stem gang violence at the jail. Meanwhile, 
according to Wade, the number of immigration 
officials working with the county has only 
risen by two since January, when ICE asked to 
increase its presence in Travis County. 

But despite law enforcement officials’ insis- 
tence that ICE’s presence hasn’t changed 
anything, some indicators suggest otherwise. 
According to data that defense attorneys

obtained through public records requests, ICE 
placed 302 detainers on Travis County 
inmates in February 2008, compared to 41 in 
February 2007 and 36 in February 2006. ICE 
officials will place a detainer, or “hold,” on an 
inmate when they want to interview him to fig- 
ure out his immigration status. The data 
shows that the first three months of 2008 
saw more holds placed on Travis Co. inmates 
than the entire year of 2006. Meanwhile, 
there has also been a 13-fold increase in the 
number of holds placed on county inmates 
charged with misdemeanors. And even defen- 
dants who are ultimately found not guilty 
must remain in jail until an ICE agent has had 
a chance to interview them. 

Increased enforcement of U.S. immigration 
laws is not necessarily the issue, opponents 
say - unless, as True noted in her testimony at 
the meeting, ICE places holds on inmates who 
are already permanent residents. She said she 
has frequently seen cases of legal residents 
held in jail for days until ICE interviews them. 
Adrian Ramirez, assistant director of ICE’s 
San Antonio field office, told the Chronicle that 
“as soon as a person goes to jail, if they are 
then ID’d as foreign born, they are interviewed 
as to their immigration status.” He said that 
there is no set time frame for this process but 
that it typically takes one or two days. ICE 
holds also take precedence over criminal 
bonds, which means that even if an inmate can 
pay the bond to get out of jail, he or she may 
still have to stay and wait for the ICE interview. 

Commissioners on both sides of the meet- 
ing relayed concerns from the immigrant com- 
munity that coming forward after witnessing a 
crime, or even just getting a speeding ticket, 
could lead to deportation. While Acevedo 
pointed out that minor offenses like traffic 
citations do not require suspects to list their 
country of origin, Cardenas noted that on 
Travis County forms, the information for where 
and when to pay tickets is only available in 
English. As a result, some non-English speak- 
ers don’t end up paying in a timely manner, 


the tickets turn into warrants, and when the 
defendants are eventually arrested and 
booked, ICE may then choose to get involved. 

Acevedo insisted that APD is not actively 
pursuing individuals for being undocument- 
ed (he also acknowledged, notably, that 
undocumented immigrants are not involved 
in criminal activity in any greater number 
than any other segment of the community), 
but as Austin Commission on Immigrant 
Affairs Chairman Tom Esparza pointed out, 
it’s the perception of an increased danger of 
deportation that is disrupting communica- 
tion between law enforcement and people in 
line for permanent residence and citizen- 
ship. Cardenas acknowledged that the sher- 
iff’s office could take steps to improve rela- 
tions with the immigrant community. “We 
are working on a [public service announce- 
ment] right now encouraging people to come 
forward with any details of any crime they 
may witness or be a victim of,” he said. 
“There is nothing to fear regarding immigra- 


tion status for people who come forward to 
report a crime.” 

“I like the idea of incorporating more cite- 
and-release offenses for APD,” said Immigrant 
Affairs Commissioner Ramey Ko, “as well as 
changing and improving citation forms to 
include other languages so that the non-English 
speakers know when and where to pay their 
fines.” She added: “As a human rights issue, 
it’s an essential right we all have to be able to 
live with a sense of security and safety. Folks 
who are undocumented are a part of this com- 
munity, and if they witness a crime or are vic- 
timized, we need to make sure that these folks 
are comfortable enough with law enforcement 
to come forward.” Human Rights Commissioner 
Tom Davis summed up his feelings more 
bluntly, saying he’d suggest all Austin residents 
stay as far away from ICE as possible. Both 
commissions are expected to draw up their 
findings from the hearing and deliver a report 
to the City Council, which could serve as a poli- 
cy-setting tool for APD. - Matt Martinez

If a gang shoots down 17 people, those 
gang members are headed to jail ... or 
worse. But if the gang belongs to a corpora- 
tion, the perpetrators don’t even get charged, 
and the corporation gets a multimillion-dollar 
government contract. 

Welcome to Bushworld and the special 
treatment of Blackwater USA. Last fall, this 
notorious gang of privatized warriors was deep 
in hot water.

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Apocalypse 

February! 

Where will you be when the 
(TV) world comes to an end??!!

Judging by the reaction in some circles, on the scale of media 
disasters, the nationwide transition to digital television ranks 
somewhere between the apocalypse and the cancellation of Star 
Trek. TV service will be ripped from poor minority communities. 
Millions of outdated TV sets will be dumped into landfills, cre- 
ating ecological ruin. Families will be cut off forever from 
American Idol , prompting mass hysteria. 

Hoping to ease some of the confusion, a few weeks ago the 
city of Austin hosted a meeting in an East Austin community 
center to warn people about the upcoming switch, which is 
often described as the biggest technology leap for television 
since the advent of color. Only about 30 people showed up, but 
organizer Chip Rosenthal is eager to schedule more events like 
it. “We’re really concerned that people in Austin know that 
change is coming,” said Rosenthal, chairman of the Austin 
Community Technology & Telecommunications Commission. 

“Concern” and “confusion” are words often associated with 
the government-orchestrated plan to force the United States 
into the age of digital television - the result of two decades of 
controversy, accusations, and intensive lobbying, with billions 
of dollars at stake. With more than eight months to go before 
the mandatory switch, critics are already calling the plan an 
unnecessary and expensive boondoggle. 

Some, like Rosenthal, fear the mandated transition will only 
screw the people who need help the most - the elderly and poor. 
“I’m glad to see technology moving forward,” Rosenthal said. 
“But I don’t want the modernization done on the backs of the 
people who can least afford it.” 

We Know Nothing 

In fact, here’s all you need to know about the end of analog 
television, set to occur at 12mid Feb. 17, 2009 - if you’re one 
of the 86% of Austinites who use a cable or satellite service, or 
already own a television set with a digital tuner, you won’t have 
to do anything. 

Zip. Nada. 

For everyone else - residents of the estimated 83,000 house- 
holds in Austin using antennas to receive TV signals - on Feb. 
18, when stations turn off their traditional analog transmitters 
and begin broadcasting only a digital signal, their old TV sets, 
in terms of watching television, will be as useful as a toaster. 
Unless, however, they buy a converter box to receive digital 
signals, in which case their old TV sets will work just fine. 

It sounds simple enough. But recent studies suggest the pub- 
lic has no idea what’s going on, despite months of intensive 
advertising and public awareness campaigns. A recent study by 
the Consumers Union, the nonprofit publisher of Consumer 
Reports magazine, found that 58% of people believe all televi- 
sions will need a converter box to function (wrong), 48% believe

that only digital televisions will work after 2009 (wrong), and 
24% believe they will have to throw away their old TV sets 
(wrong). The education plan “simply isn’t working,” said Joel 
Kelsey, policy analyst with Consumers Union. A recent study by 
the Government Accountability Office seemed to concur, con- 
cluding that “despite efforts by the public and private sectors 
and ongoing coordination, we found that no comprehensive 
plan for the transition exists.” 

The centerpiece of the digital TV transition is a coupon pro- 
gram, administered by the National Telecommunications and 
Information Administration, designed to help people buy con- 
verter boxes (see “Cheat Sheet,” p.32). Every household can ask 
for one or two coupons worth $40 each to buy converter boxes, 
which cost anywhere from $40 to $70. 

But there have been problems from the start. For one, evi- 
dence suggests people don’t realize that the coupons - limited 
to two per household - expire after 90 days and can’t be reis- 
sued. By mid-May, 13 million coupons were issued, but only 
about 1.2 million had been redeemed, raising concerns that the 
first movers may not be aware of the expiration date. An NTIA 
spokesman said consumers are likely waiting for new converter 


boxes to become available, but boxes with extra features have 
been slow to show up in stores. 

The biggest concern, however, is that the coupons won’t end 
up in the hands of people who actually need them. The 
Government Accountability Office found that 48% of house- 
holds that rely on over-the-air broadcasts have incomes of less 
than $30,000. But many owners of analog sets are in the mid- to 
high-income tax brackets, and they will simply use the coupons 
to upgrade the old clunker in the bedroom. Of the initial cou- 
pons redeemed, the NTIA says, only about 50% were used by 
households that rely on over-the-air broadcasts for television. 

The plan is capped at 33.5 million coupons - which some 
fear won’t cover the number of analog sets in homes, which has 
been estimated at anywhere between 25 million and 36 million. 
Once the 33.5 million coupons are redeemed, that will be it. 
Everyone who still wants a box will have to pay for it them- 
selves. The coupons are being distributed on a first-come, first- 
served basis. After the first two-thirds of the coupons are 
redeemed, the last third will be set aside for households who 
only use over-the-air broadcasts.

“We believe we have enough funding for the 
program,” said Todd Sedmak, a spokesman for 
the NTIA. But many are skeptical that the pro- 
gram will reach the elderly and poor, who are 
most likely to miss slick TV commercials. 
Minorities are also affected at a dispropor- 
tional rate. Studies show that cities with the 
largest groups of households relying on over- 
the-air broadcasts - such as Houston, where 
22.8% still use antennas, and Dallas, with 
22.4% - also tend to have large minority 
populations. Legislators are already moving to 
address other issues overlooked by the digital 
transition blueprint. For one, it turns out 
nursing homes often aren’t eligible for cou- 
pons. And most post office box customers are 
ineligible as well, because of concerns that 
people will use multiple addresses to abuse 
the system and hoard coupons as the date for 
the transition grows closer. 

Selling the Spectrum 

It can be argued that the plan to move the 
nation into the digital TV world was never 
about consumers. The deal was included in a 
deficit reduction bill, approved by the Senate, 
51-50, in 2005. Vice President Dick Cheney 
cast the deciding vote for the package, which 
was primarily focused on the administration’s 
effort to “restrain federal spending.” 

Beyond promising to “leave more money in 
the pockets” of ordinary people, Cheney’s vote 
effectively settled a dispute raging for years 
over how to move the television industry into 
the modem Digital Age. Although a nonissue 
to the typical consumer, it was one of the most 
important issues of the generation for broad- 
casters, television manufacturers, cable compa- 
nies, and wireless providers - all renowned for 
their powerful Washington lobbying efforts. 

In most cases, the government would simply 
let natural market forces take their course. As 
broadcasters began offering digital services, 
consumers would buy more digital TVs, when 
they could afford them. 

But there were other forces at work. Mobile 
companies like Verizon Wireless and AT&T 
were salivating over the frequencies currently 


used by the television broadcasters, which the 
wireless companies wanted to use for their 
next generation of phone and Internet servic- 
es. The frequencies would become available 
once the television stations switched off their 
analog broadcasts and went all-digital. 
Auctioning off the old spectmm could raise 
$10 billion, analysts estimated in 2005. (In 
fact, earlier this year the bulk of the spectmm 
sold for $19.6 billion.) 

But the broadcasters were dragging their 
feet. The Federal Communications Commission 
essentially gave the broadcasters the frequency 
spectrum for digital broadcasts in 1996 in 
exchange for agreeing to give up the analog 
spectrum. For the broadcasters, a switch to 
digital television would allow them to offer a 


bevy of new services - multiple channels, pay- 
per-view, high-definition channels - but they 
weren’t eager to abandon the old analog spec- 
trum to new competitors, especially if it meant 
losing a chunk of the audience still using ana- 
log sets. Again and again the broadcasters were 
given deadlines to go all-digital, and over and 
over again they lobbied for delays, hoping to 
win concessions from the government in 
exchange for abandoning the old spectmm. 

Cheap Info, Fast Scams 

After years of delays and deregulation, the 
FCC and the Bush administration were eager 
to break the impasse and use the spectmm to 
raise money. Under their direction, the push 
for digital television morphed into a national 
security issue. Plans called for a small portion 
of the spectmm to be used for police and fire- 


fighter communications, a pet issue in the 
wake of the September 11 terrorist attacks. The 
language inserted into the deficit-reduction bill 
was labeled “Digital Television Transition and 
Public Safety.” 

The first round of spectmm auctions earlier 
this year raised $19.6 billion, almost twice 
original estimates, which government officials 
hailed as a huge success. But there was one 
twist: Nobody made a minimum bid on the 
spectmm set aside for public safety. The war 
on terror would have to wait. 

Of the $19.6 billion raised so far, about $1 
billion will go to public safety and communica- 
tions, and another $1.5 billion will cover the 
coupon plan. According to the language of the 
deficit-reduction bill, more than $7 billion 


from the auction will automatically go into the 
government general fund, as befitting a deficit- 
reduction measure. Sedmak, of the NTIA, said 
he isn’t sure what will happen to the extra $10 
billion-plus raised from the first auction, but it 
is likely headed into the general fund, where it 
will be picked over by legislators. 

A grand total of $5 million of the $19.6 bil- 
lion is designated for public education about 
the digital transition. “I give the NTIA pretty 
high marks for mobilizing the limited resourc- 
es they’ve been given,” said Andrew Jay 
Schwartzman, president of the Media Access 
Project. “The problem is they’ve been given 
one-tenth the resources they should have 
been given.” 

The Bush administration is relying on the 
private sector to pick up the slack. Station 
owners, cable companies, and satellite services 
have promised to devote hundreds of millions

of dollars of airtime on education campaigns. 
Local station KXAN, for example, will devote a 
half hour on the first Sunday of each month to 
a 30-minute education piece produced by the 
National Association of Broadcasters. 

“We’re getting there,” said KXAN General 
Manager Eric Lassberg, who has been speaking 
to local groups about the transition. “What I’ve 
found is that most people understand what is 
going to happen. What they don’t realize is that 
if you have cable or satellite, you don’t have to 
do anything.” 

While not everyone in the private sector got 
what they wanted, the deal was a windfall for 
the broadcasters, who not only received the 
continued use of the spectrum for free but also 
enlisted the government’s backing to subsidize 
converter-box purchases. The program was also 
warmly embraced by television manufacturers, 
who stand to sell more TVs as well as converter 
boxes. And the wireless industry finally got the 
chance to buy up more of the coveted spec- 
trum. Even cable and satellite providers stand 
to benefit from the deal; an estimated 1.4 mil- 
lion households will simply switch to pay ser- 
vices, according to research group Sanford C. 
Bernstein & Co. 

Meanwhile, Consumers Union predicts that 
even with the coupon program, consumers will 
end up spending $2 billion out of their pockets 
to upgrade their TVs or buy converter boxes. 
After all the negotiations and intrigue, con- 
sumer advocates railed against the deal, which 
they called a multibillion-dollar giveaway to 
broadcasters. The negotiations were a golden 
opportunity, they said, to demand more public 
service or cultural programming from the 
broadcasters in exchange for use of the spec- 
trum, which may be valued at $50 billion in 
the open market. “They could have received 
real value rather than giving it to the broadcast- 
ers for free,” Schwartzman said. 

Other countries are taking different approach- 
es, critics note. In the United Kingdom, for 
example, the government is spending far more 
on education, even going door to door in some 
communities. They are also phasing in the 
transition by regions, easing the shock and 
allowing a more focused approach to educating 
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communities. “I don’t think one date should 
have been placed on it,” said Kelsey of 
Consumers Union. “It’s something that would 
have happened organically over the years.” 

Ground Zero: Wilmington 

The ramifications of the mandated switch go 
far beyond a few people losing their rabbit-ear 
antennae, some say. Environmentalists are 
cringing at the thought of 
millions of people throw- 
ing out old televisions, 
which are filled with dan- 
gerous toxins. Only one 
major television manufac- 
turer, Sony, currently 
offers recycling, environ- 
mentalists note, an issue 
ignored by the digital 
transition plan. 

“TVs are definitely 
going to landfills unless 
they create alternatives for 
consumers,” said Robin 
Schneider, executive direc- 
tor of the Texas Campaign 
for the Environment. 

Earlier this year, TCE 
members dressed as TV 
zombies at a press conference as part of a 
nationwide protest of the digital transition. “I 
can’t think of another comparable example 
where so many products were made obsolete 
overnight because of a government decision,” 
Schneider said. 


There are already signs that the govern- 
ment’s reliance on the private sector may be 
problematic. All new TV sets sold are required 
to have a digital tuner, but retailers are still try- 
ing to unload the old sets. In February, a study 
by the U.S. Public Interest Research Group 
found that 80% of retail-sales staffers provided 
“inaccurate information” about converter boxes 
and coupons, and 20% tried to “up-sell survey- 
ors to digital TVs or upscale converter boxes.” 
In April, the FCC fined Wal- 
Mart, Sears, Circuit City, and 
other retailers a total of $3.9 
million for selling analog sets 
without the mandated labels 
warning buyers of the 
upcoming transition that will 
make the sets outdated. 

As the Feb. 17 deadline 
grows closer, confusion is 
sure to increase, critics note. 
As a test, broadcasters in 
Wilmington, N.C., will shut 
down their analog signals 
on Sept. 8, which might 
provide a barometer of the 
public’s awareness of the 
digital campaign. 

Kelsey, for one, believes 
government agencies will 
have to “put [their] hands back on the steering 
wheel” to take back control and responsibility 
for the transition. But he doesn’t think it will 
happen. “They don’t want to be accused of 
dropping the ball,” he said. “It’s become the 
third rail to avoid at all costs.” ■

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dar. Out-of-town guests were divided on which 
weekend to visit, and locals were confused as 
to where Pride lived. 

This was at the crux of this year’s planning. 
The location upgrade marks Pride as one of 
only 24 events held at Auditorium Shores, an 
iconic and important landmark in our city’s 
history. That’s a big deal. 

It’s also a big deal that now the parade will 
pour out of the festival, with hopes of merging 
the all-day event population into the group lin- 
ing the streets to enjoy the nighttime parade. 
The parade lineup will be on display at the fes- 
tival so people can vote on their favorite float 
prior to rollout. The route has been redesigned 
this year, as well (see map, left). The proces- 
sion begins across the First Street bridge before 
turning onto Fourth, Austin’s gay-bar central. 

‘Austin’s gay community is a grateful bunch,” 
explained Ceci Gratias, the membership chair 
of AGLCC. This is Texas, and even in 2008, gay 
people who travel in from less tolerant climes 
are happy just to participate in such pageantry 
and be able to say, “Yes, I’m gay, and I don’t 
care who’s Downtown on the sidelines watch- 
ing.” And that’s kinda beautiful. Kinda 1950s. 
But, beautiful nonetheless. 

“Traditionally, Prides get a bad rap,” said 
DeLeon. “The gay community does not want 
to be identified with that party atmosphere. 
Austin [Pride] is definitely a benign, family- 
friendly event. We want to make sure both 
events, the festival and the parade, are acces- 
sible to everyone. And tasteful.” 

Tasteful? Pride? “And adult content,” Gratias 
chimed in. “It needs to be educational. We 
want to make sure that if [a participant offers] 
adult content, there is a reason for it.” 

Granted, Austin Pride is a far cry from the 
Prides celebrated in San Francisco’s Castro or 
Chicago’s Boys Town, two world-renowned 
Pride celebrations teeming with adult content. 
Audiences do not blink at assless chaps, hairy 
chests, drag queens, or topless dykes on bikes. 
They wink at them or cheer them on. The 
freedom of sexuality is played out on the con- 
crete. To participants and organizers of these 
larger, more established Pride parties, Austin’s 
may seem tame, perhaps even a bit repressed. 


The point of Pride in many more established, 
urban gay communities is to represent a 
certain progressiveness. Some circles within 
these communities feel it is a given right, their 
mandate, and their responsibility to remove 
the stigma from sexuality and to express per- 
sonal freedom as gay Americans, who still suf- 
fer outsider status in too many places around 
the globe. Normalizing or sanitizing the sexual 
aspects of queer culture is viewed as assimila- 
tion or even oppression. 

When we begin to duct tape the face of 
Pride, a “proud” celebration that is supposed 
to stand for freedom and bold self-expression, 
does the concept of Pride become a watered- 
down banner for mainstream absorption? 

“Our biggest issue is [that we have] minors 
watching the parade,” said Gratias. “We don’t 
really need to express ourselves so outrageous- 
ly. And it’s not out of acceptability but rather 
out of respect for the families watching.” 

Certainly, there is honor in wishing to not 
alienate anyone. It is a glorious thing to see tod- 
dlers and kids hoisting signs that say, “I Love 
My Gay Aunt! !!” It is stirring to watch the mem- 
bers of Atticus Circle or PFLAG or other proud 
straight supporters walk alongside Austin’s gay 
community. There is no dishonor in keeping it 
“tucked in” to invite and welcome all people. 

Ultimately, it’s about unity. The love that pours 
out of this unique, annual party bears the hope 
of making a safe space for gay people, for trans- 
gender people, for people of color, for straight 
people, for those reveling in the gray bath of 
sexual fluidity, in a sense, for everyone. It’s an 
opportunity to flame the fans of self-expression, 
the inclusion of every being who seeks to be 
proud of being exactly who he or she is. To that, 
the mission of Austin Pride succeeds. 

Whether this mission is perceived as 
watered-down for mass consumption or as a 
hearty welcome mat embracing the diversity of 
the human family, Austin Pride will roll out a 
new look this weekend, and we’ll be the first 
to tell her she looks fabulous - even if we have 
to squint through the cracks to catch a flash of 
boob or hair-bears in assless chaps. 

Then again, there are always the afterparties. 


Respectable Street 


As Austin Pride revs up, will its soul get lost on the roadside?

Gay Pride is coming! Hide your children! 

Actually, no, never mind. It’s Austin’s Gay 
Pride. Your kids are fine. 

See, here in Central Texas, Pride is family- 
friendly - and not just that family - all fami- 
lies - gay, straight, young, old, you name it. 
Ask anyone on the board who is planning it 
- they’ll tell you the same. They’ll say, “Our 
Pride is ‘educational’; our Pride is ‘benign.’” 

Our Pride is something that does not resem- 
ble the wild frenzies of San Francisco or 
Chicago or even our just-three-hours-away 
neighbor Houston, where street parties and 
festivities cause uptight suburban haircuts to 
quake, timid in the face of overt sexuality and 
intoxicated freedoms, the sort of things that 
are televised and played in a loop on Christian 
Broadcasting Network, the wild and adventur- 
ous acts that give Pride its spirit - its soul. 

Or ... its bad reputation. It really just 
depends on who you ask. 

The concept of Pride originated out of a riot 
in Greenwich Village, New York City, June 28, 
1969, at the Stonewall Inn to be exact, a speak- 
easy gay bar. After the events of that fateful 
evening, Stonewall became known as the place 
where, for the first time, gays, lesbians, drag 
queens, and those deemed “different” stood 
up to the oppression they regularly faced. In 
1969, even the simple acts of same-sex dancing 
and canoodling were enough for search, sei- 
zure, and a nice beat-down. Police would raid 
gay bars on the regular. Queers were sick and 
disgusting and an easy target. But on that June 
night, after a day of laying beloved icon Judy 


Garland to rest, those angry Stonewall 
patrons pushed back in revolt. The 
event is cited as the beginning of the 
modern American LGBT movement. In 
honor of Stonewall, most communities 
celebrate Gay Pride in June with locally 
sanctioned celebrations without the 
threat of being beaten bloody, thrown 
into jail or a mental institution, or just 
plain killed dead. 

They had a riot. We get a parade. Yay. 

Austin’s Pride comes courtesy of the 
folks at the Austin Gay & Lesbian 
Chamber of Commerce and Equality o 
Texas, two local buttoned-down orga- § 
nizations that work for policy change ^ 
and play by the rules, thereby helping | 
to define the character of our city’s gay h " 
culture. These are the organizations that 
negotiate with the city and craft out the official 
expression of pride for Austin queers. It’s a 
lofty goal, but they take it seriously. 

This year’s celebrations include an all-day 
festival on the iconic grounds of Auditorium 
Shores on Lady Bird Lake, featuring nine- time 
Grammy Award nominee Meshell Ndegeocello 
and queer-core legends Pansy Division, among 
others. Veterans of Prides past will recall 
fenced-in treasure hunts for shade at places 
like Waterloo Park, Fiesta Gardens, or even a 
parking lot, with folks of all stripes turning 
crispy and sweaty, baking in the face of rain- 
bows and wearing sunshine like sunburned 
solidarity with local gay politicos and celebs. 

“We had to advocate to the 
city of Austin and the Police 
Department [to make the 
Auditorium Shores move pos- 
sible]. Some really awesome 
council members pushed us 
through,” said Marianne 
DeLeon, the director of devel- 
opment for Equality Texas. To 
get City Council’s backing, she 
said, “We really just had to rally 
support from the community.” 
And rally they did. Both 
AGLCC and Equality Texas 
speak the language of red tape 
and white paper and know how 
to drum up support. Thanks to 
their collaborative vision, Pride 
is finally getting a true home. 

Austin Pride 2008 may very 
well establish ours as a desti- 
nation Pride, luring more and 
more folks into town from 
across Texas’ rural commu- 
nities, where Pride dare not 
speak its name. Organizers 
assessed previous Prides and 
recognized the chaotic nature 
of holding the anchor events 
on two different weekends: the 
parade on one weekend, the 
festival another, with events 
strewn about the June calen-

For 20 years now, 
the Velveeta Room 
has been Austin’s 
other comedy club. 

That’s not just 
because it opened a 
couple of years after 
the Laff Stop (now Cap City Comedy Club). It 
was that the club that came first was bigger, 
brighter, better-appointed, and, most impor- 
tantly, featured comics you could see on 
cable. Its polish and prestige drew crowds, 
which meant laughs in the showroom were 
loud and long. The Velveeta, on the other 
hand, was tiny, dim, and, in its original home 
at least, not a little seedy - likely a byproduct 
of it replacing a topless bar in that spot. Its 
comics were mostly locals or out-of-town jok- 
ers yet to break through to the tube. All that 
added up to a club that was not an audience 
magnet - even in the heart of Sixth Street, 
people stayed away in droves - which meant 
the laughs were sparse and hard to get. The 
V-Room was alternative in every sense. 

But that didn’t stop comics from loving the 
Velveeta. They loved everything about it: the 
space, the scuzz, the challenge of working a 
tough room. The Cheese Palace was a club 
where you earned your stripes; if you got a 
laugh, it was because you’d worked your ass 
off for it. And since the stand-ups who played 
there had so little to lose, they felt free to 
experiment, to try material that they might 
never try in a more mainstream club: jokes 
that were smarter, stranger, more political, 
more blue. That made a comic’s set at the 
V-Room much more daring and cool to see, 
especially for other comics. It became a spe- 
cial thing for stand-ups to gather and watch 


one another there, and they bonded in the pro- 
cess. The Velveeta was, and in many ways still 
is, a comics’ comedy club, and it has played a 
major role in the development of both individu- 
al comics and Austin’s comedy scene. 

Which is why nearly three dozen stand-ups 
are flocking back to the Velveeta this weekend 
for the club’s 20th anniversary. They want to pay 
tribute to Austin’s other comedy club and the dif- 
ference that it’s made in their lives and careers. 
On hand will be several comics from the 
Velveeta’s early years - Johnny Hardwick, Joey 
Waldon, Christi Evans, Brian Malow, Vanessa 
Kaufman, Dee Lewellen - as well as many of 
the scene’s current stars, such as Jimmie 
Roulette and Matt Sadler. And 10 winners of the 
Funniest Person in Austin contest will jostle for 
laughs, including winner No. 1 from 1986, Kerry 
Awn, whose alter ego, the sleazy stand-up leg- 
end known as Ronnie Velveeta, gave the club its 
name. Ronnie, in fact, will launch the party by 
hosting the Thursday night open mic, with 20 
headliners doing five minutes each. Friday, June 
13, look for one humongous show with just 
about everybody. Saturday, June 14, you have 
your choice of 8 & 10pm shows. The joke is: 

All these celebratory performances won’t even 
be at the V-Room. The Follies next door are 
taking the weekend off, so the comics will be 
taking over Esther’s Pool, 525 E. Sixth. For 
more information, call 469-9116 or visit 
www.thevelveetaroom.com.

Muses II: Memories of a House Home theatre 


Driving down Travis Heights Boulevard in 
South Central Austin, just a stone’s throw 
from the river, it’s easy to be awestruck by 
the houses - with their high eaves and sto- 
rybook feel - and the trees - large-trunked, 
spreading live oaks, some as many as 150 
years old - and dozens of crepe myrtles lin- 
ing the streets. But one bungalow in partic- 
ular stands out: the one with, among other 
things, the bathtub in the front yard and the 
sign advertising the Bone Tree Sculpture 
Garden in the back - the dwelling occupied 
by artist Bobby Pearl. It’s a special house 
for many reasons, and soon it will be even 
more special, as it will serve as the setting 
for the Vestige Group’s Muses II: Memories 
of a House. 

Staging theatrical events 
in people’s homes is noth- 
ing new, but using a home 
as the inspiration for the 
event is a rare occur- 
rence. At least it was 
when Vestige staged what 
now should be considered Muses I back in 
late 2006. “Helen Roberts had come to see 
our production of Neil Labute’s Fat Pig," says 
Susie Gidseg, who serves as Vestige’s co- 
artistic director, along with Jen Brown. 

“Helen was a friend of the family, and I 
hadn’t seen her in years, but she was really 
interested in being a patron. We had these 
cutouts of women of different sizes on the 
walls, and she ended up buying them, and a 
couple weeks later she approached Jen and 
me, and she said, ‘I have a house, and I 


want you to do a play there.’ And we were 
like: ‘Wow! That’s a lot of trust.’ And she 
kind of gave us the keys.” 

So Vestige took pictures of every room in 
the house and sent out a call for scenes 
and monologues. “I’m on this dramaturgy 
listserv,” says Gidseg, “which has play- 
wrights and dramaturges from all over the 
U.S., and even outside of the U.S., and I got 
flooded. I got literally 150, 200 people inter- 
ested in writing.” 

“And then,” says Brown, “depending on the 
kinds of pieces we got in - the mood, the 
tone - we put together the show we wanted 
based on the pieces, the ones that fit togeth- 
er the best, that had a good balance of com- 
edy and drama but still had 
some sort of through-line.” 
While Vestige had a little 
more difficulty finding a space 
this time around, next time 
will be different. Says Gidseg: 
“Now that people know this 
is going to be an annual thing 
for us, they’ve started coming out of the 
woodwork. I was at an old restored hunting 
lodge last night that was turned into a home, 
and the woman there gave me her card and 
said, ‘I know what you’re doing, and next year 
I want you to be here.”' 

Wear comfortable shoes, as the production 
is, by necessity, a traveling feast, with scenes 
taking place both inside and outside the 
house. And as with Muses I, the number of 
tickets for each performance is limited to 30, 
so make your reservations early. - Barry Pineo

CreateAustin The city gets the plan 


After almost two years of interviews, brain- 
storming sessions, forums gathering community 
input, task-force meetings, and much meticulous 
crafting of language, the CreateAustin plan was 
formally presented to City Council on Thursday, 
June 5. More than 70 people turned out for the 
event - about as many as served on last sum- 
mer’s task forces, hammering out the 33 recom- 
mendations for the community plan that aims to 
transform the city’s cultural landscape over the 
next 10 years. Not everyone in the crowd gave up 
six weeks last summer to develop the recommen- 
dations, but the task forces were well represent- 


ed, as was the 70-member Leadership Council 
that has been instrumental in guiding the plan- 
ning process since December 2006. The turnout 
was a measure of the deep investment in this 
plan many of the participants feel; they wanted to 
see firsthand the response when the city’s gov- 
erning body got a look at their proposals. 

The result, as happens sometimes, was a 
touch anticlimactic. Mayor Wynn, along with 
Council Members Sheryl Cole, Betty Dunkerley, 
Lee Leffingwell, Mike Martinez, and Brewster 
McCracken, listened politely as Cultural Arts 
Program Manager Vincent Kitch reviewed the 


planning-process timeline, then consultant Bill 
Bulick of Portland, Ore.-based Metropolitan 
Group laid out the “10 big ideas” that 
CreateAustin promotes for upgrading local cre- 
ativity. Their demeanor didn’t change when he 
highlighted the three top recommendations: 
Establish an ongoing Leadership Council, cre- 
ate a community-based Creative Alliance, and 
form a city Department of Arts and Culture. 
Even when Leadership Council Chair Cookie 
Ruiz described all the activity since planning 
was completed - conducting a survey of arts 
education programs, building an inventory of 
cultural venues, researching structures for the 
Creative Alliance (efforts in which this writer 


has been active) - and alluded to a substan- 
tial private grant for funding such an alliance 
(thereby freeing the city from another financial 
obligation), they remained restrained. The only 
question from the dais, raised by Martinez, 
concerned models and costs for a Department 
of Arts and Culture. With city resources at 
stake, you can expect more council dialogue 
on that front. Meanwhile, the CreateAustin par- 
ticipants who came for the presentation - and 
many of their colleagues who didn’t - have 
gone back to work at making their plan reality.

Christian Helms comes at you with every- 
thing firing. In fact, the energetic designer is a 
refreshing surprise. Far from the - imagined - 
stuffy image of the design professional, Helms 
is welcoming, jolly, and amiable. Okay, he does 
have shed-loads of attitude. But it’s that kind 
of creative, fast-paced variety. Just the right 
intellectual shade of enthusiasm mixed in with 
some healthy passion about his subject mat- 
ter. He also has an unpretentious take on art, 
design, writing, work, life, the universe, and 
other places. 

Helms describes himself as an obsessive 
sketcher of ideas, drinking buddy, and master 
breakdancer. He’s being modest; there is a lot 
more to him than that. 

One of the founding members of suc- 
cessful Austin-based enterprise the Decoder 
Ring Design Concern, he is also a talented, 
if unassuming, creative, and his art speaks 
for itself. 

His work on the packaging of Modest 
Mouse’s We Were Dead Before the Ship Even 
Sank - which debuted at No. 1 on the 
Billboard charts in 2007 - is a striking example 
of his design prowess and creative talent. 
Artwork which brought him a nomination for 
the Step Inside Design magazine’s Design 100 
awards and invitations to speak at schools 
and conferences across the country, including 
the prestigious University of Florida’s Ligature 
Design Symposium. 

“He said,” Helms starts up, referring to 
Johnny Marr (guitarist for the Smiths and a 
member of Modest Mouse since 2006), “it was 
as weird and beautiful as Isaac’s lyrics, which 
is a pretty staggering compliment.” 


Isaac, of course, is Isaac Brock, frontman of the 
brilliant and quirky band from Issaquah, Wash. 

“With the band’s phenomenal growth, Isaac 
found himself in a situation,” Helms reveals. 
“The deadline was two weeks away, and he 
hadn’t even started thinking about the packag- 
ing, so he called us. The next morning, I was 
on a plane to Portland.” 

A tough assignment with an extraordinarily 
short time frame. So how did Helms go about 
conceptualizing what the client required? 

“Listening to the album’s contents and 
conversations with Isaac,” he says candidly. 
“In fact, we had a big geek-out session about 
aesthetics we both loved and how they could 
inform the packaging. It was important to cre- 
ate the mood that was specific and a narrative 
that was vague. All of the great songs are non- 
specific enough to allow listeners to find their 
own stories within the lyrics. We wanted the 
packaging to do the same.” 

To get his head around what his client need- 
ed, Helms stayed with the rock star and his 
fiancee, Naheed Simjee, for a few days before 
flying back to Austin. 

“We then communicated by PDFs and 
late-night telephone conversations,” he 
explains. “Along with a truly great collabora- 
tive experience, there was a freak blizzard, 
eight hours spent sitting on a runway, a cab 
wreck, and a dance party. It would have 
made a hilarious film.” 

Actually, the episode does sound more like 
a synopsis for a Coen brothers movie than a 
design assignment. But the end justifies the 
means, and the results are impressive. 

The cover artwork highlights a hot-air-bal- 
loon-shaped symbol with an anchor incongru- 


ously dangling from it. Located on a dark-blue 
background, a semicircle of exclamation marks 
in red and light blue are formed around the bal- 
loon. Inside, we are led a little deeper into what 
both the client and the designer were attempt- 
ing to produce. Beside the traditional blurb and 
sleeve notes in the interior are long, convoluted 
gray arms on a yellow background. At the end 
of the concertina arm is a hand holding a quill 
pen, an obvious and symbolic gesture to the 
lyrics. Together, the long, meandering arm and 
the hand holding the pen symbolize the eso- 
teric, labyrinthine, and deep nature of not only 
the words but the music as well. 


It is art which sets the scene for the band’s 
fans to reflect on the material’s key themes and 
to use their own imaginations to form a conclu- 
sion about the music package and the product. 
Just as Helms intended. 

The CD packaging captures that sort of 
rock strangeness and enigmatic symbolism we 
expect from a music album. Mood specific, 
narrative vague, as Helms explained. It is aes- 
thetically cool and attractive to the eye, and 
the packaging complements the product. It will 
also intrigue the potential consumer. If these 
are the parameters for inspired rock-music 
design, then Helms carries it off. 

Helms started out as a journalism major at 
the University of North Carolina, then went 
on to study design at the Portfolio Center 
in Atlanta. Migrating northeast after college, 
he began his working life as an intern for 
Michael Bierut at Pentagram-New York. In 
addition, Helms, 31 and recently married to 
Jennifer, was also one of the founding mem- 
bers of John Bielenberg’s socially conscious 
design collective, Project M. Based in rural 
Maine, Helms soon became friends with 
iconic American designer Art Chantry. An 
invitation to a design conference, however, 
brought the young and ambitious designer to 
Texas, and the seeds were sown for a migra- 
tion back south. 

“I visited Austin when I came down to near- 
by Texas State University for a creative confer- 
ence called Creative Summit,” he recalls. “I 
spent an afternoon in Austin with another 
designer based in New York who was speak- 
ing at the conference. We started with tacos 
at Giiero’s and proceeded to pinball around 
the town’s best bars and music joints for the 
day. There was such a great mixture of food, 
music, and culture that I ended up wonder- 
ing, ‘Why the hell do I not live in Austin?’ 
That was just before spring, and by the fall, I 
was an adopted Texan.” 

When the young designer made the decision 
to seek his future in the Lone Star State, it was 
his old friend Chantry who suggested he hook 
up with Geoff Peveto.

“The Decoder Ring started as a collaborative of sorts between 
myself, Geoff Peveto, and Paul Fucik not long after I moved to 
Austin,” Helms explains. “Geoff and Paul ... had been silk- 
screening posters for bands for a number of years. I started 
doing a few promo poster projects with them - early projects 
were for the Shins, Wilco, and Beulah. The combination of my 
formal design background and their silk-screen prowess proved 
to be a good combination, and we were quickly commissioned 
to do more projects. In addition to posters, I began doing iden- 
tity packaging and other projects for all sorts of clients. The 
mission statement was ‘to do work for clients we love.’” 

With demand growing, Helms resolved to bin the job and pour 
his energies into Decoder Ring full-time. One of his first decisions 
was to recruit his old boss Derrit DeRouen, who became the 
fourth partner in the design company. 

“Derrit’s one of the most talented and experienced designers 
in Austin,” Helms says of DeRouen. “He’s been part of the cre- 
ative industry from every angle you can imagine over his career, 
and he’s ridiculously versatile. I’ve learned a ton from him.” 
From modest origins among the bands, the surreal frenzy, 
and 1,000 light-years per second of rock promotion and iden- 
tity branding, the Decoder Ring Design Concern emerged as a 
company. And in four short years, it has become an established 
cornerstone of the Austin business community. 

With two strategic yet interrelated wings, labor is divided 
within the company. The design section is the creative spur 
of Helms and DeRouen, while Peveto and Fucik look after the 
print section. As a team, however, all four partners can and do 
collaborate on projects. 

Success, of course, has brought increased demands for the 
services of the team, hence the llth-hour call-out to help 
Modest Mouse. As well as the chart- topping band, the com- 
pany has designed identity and packaging for a range of clients, 
including MTY advertising giant Leo Burnett Worldwide, Boost 
Mobile, Southwest Airlines, and Toyota. 


“I was working on advertising for 
a new show on HBO,” Helms says 
with some resignation in his voice, 

“starring Lily Tomlin. It unfortu- 
nately died with the writers’ strike. 

However, we are working on the 
identity and all materials for a new 
charter airline started by Richard 
King of Texas’ King Ranch family. 

I’ve also just finished packaging for 
What Made Milwaukee Famous, a 
nationally signed band based in 
Austin. And I was commissioned 
to do a huge color illustration for 
The New York Times , which was a 
huge honor.” 

Locally, the company is working 
on rebranding Stubb’s Bar-B-Q res- 
taurant and amphitheatre, as well 
as the identity and design work - 
interiors and other elements - for 
Hoboken Pie in Austin’s Red River 
district and Black Sheep Lodge res- 
taurant and bar on South Lamar. 

The Decoder Ring Design Concern 
has had its offices on Congress 
Avenue for around three years. But with the company’s healthy 
growth and rapidly expanding client list, the partners have decided 
to search for a new space and are planning to move in the fall. 

Christian Helms impresses with his persistent curiosity and 
childlike inspiration. He is a designer who can interpret the 
needs of the client and make them fly. What more could a 
designer want? PF-Flyers, apparently. 

“We talked about fainting goats and footwear,” Helms 
says of a conversation he enjoyed with Johnny Marr. “We 


were both addicted to PF-Flyers, and they recently dis- 
continued both of the styles we’d each been wearing for 
years. The difference between being me and being Johnny? 
Johnny called them up and had them make a signature line, 
so he could keep wearing them. As we speak, I’m wearing 
Chuck Taylors.” 

Self-deprecating? Oh, yes. Creative and talented? Definitely. 
There’s a hell of a lot to like about Christian Helms, the man 
and his work. ■

When Creative Types 
Combine Powers 

Monofonus Press' multimedia ambitions

“We made a lot of mistakes,” grins Morgan 
Coy. “But now, look, we have a calendar,” he 
adds, pointing to a dry-erase board on the wall of 
their tiny Eastside office, a board filled with dead- 
lines and blocked-out days. Last fall, the fledgling 
Monofonus Press won Most Multiple Multimedia 
Idea in the Chronicle s annual “Best of Austin” 
issue but had yet to release the second in their 
multiple multimedia series. On this humid May 
morning, Coy and his similarly bespectacled 
associates Becca Cohen and Will Slack feel a bit 
more optimistic holding the physical evidence 
of their trial and error: former Austinite Rebecca 
Bengal’s short story “Captioning for the Blind,” 
with illustrations by Virginia Yount and a five- 
song EP by doom-metal band the Roller. The idea 
of the series, essentially, is to shack up local art- 
ists, authors, and bands and package their works 
in an aesthetically pleasing bite-size format. 
Coy tried it out for the series’ first release, pair- 
ing his own plague tale, “Days uv Bloat,” with 
illustrations by Colleen Matzke and a CD by the 
country-folk collective Over the Hill. 

“One way I tend to relate to people is [by] 
working on projects,” Coy explains. ‘And all 
the people I knew had an array of skills, all very 


artistic types. I’m a writer and musician myself, 
so it was like, ‘Why do I have to separate these 
things?’ I knew there was a way to capture that all 
in this cool little community. What a crazy scene 
there is down here, if you go looking for it.” 

The idea for Monofonus came to Coy after 
he worked for local literary magazine American 
Short Fiction last year and was inspired by read- 
ing both the good and bad stuff. He relates that 
artists and authors tend to fall into Monofonus’ 
orbit more often than they have to seek them 
out. It’s like three degrees of separation rather 
than six and an interesting experiment in artistic 
matchmaking that has a distinctly Austin feel. 

“The collaborations are very loose,” Coy says. 
“We’re packaging it together, but you’re not tied 
to both. I just really like the idea of showcasing 
three pieces, instead of a hodgepodge. We do 
try to make good combinations. If we get some- 
thing that’s good and it doesn’t fit with what 
we’re releasing, we’ll hold on to it.” 

That desire for synchronicity is apparent in 
“Captioning for the Blind. ” The anxiety of Bengal’s 
tale of disappearing animals in the Hill Country 
is heightened by Yount’s eerie, static paintings 
of landscapes and the Roller’s neon gloom glow. 


It’s a perfect partnering and one that benefited 
from collaboration: The Roller was inspired by 
Bengal’s story to write the song “Zugunruhe,” 
about strange behavior in migrating birds. 

Monofonus also acts as label, having just 
released the Golden Boys’ latest Ek I Smell 
Gold, and releases from locals the Diagonals 
and Pillow Queens are lined up for summer. 
There’s also an attendant podcast of local live 
recordings by the Golden Boys’ John Wesley 
Coleman on the site (www.monofonuspress.com). 

While Coy and friends are still working out 
the kinks of running a small press in 2008 , 
a handful of authors and artists is already in 
the hopper for upcoming releases, and they’re 


hooking up with a video artist to solidify their 
multiple-multimedia vision. All this based on a 
made-up word, which seems to be quite inspi- 
rational to the group today. So, what exactly is 
a monofonus? 

“It’s a spiritual, philosophical thing,” Coy 
says. “It can be used to describe anything. Life 
is a monofonus.” 

“Oh, we should use that as the tagline on the 
books,” Cohen adds. 

Rebecca Bengal will read on Thursday, June 12, at 8pm 
at the Austin Moose Lodge No. 1735 (2103 E.M. Franklin); 
Virginia Yount’s paintings will also be on display. The release 
party for the Roller goes down at the Compound (1300 E.

This past week, media outlets around the globe noted the 
40th anniversary of the assassination of New York Sen. Robert 
F. Kennedy, who was gunned down moments after his greatest 
political victory in winning the 1968 California primary. Now 
there are three new books commemorating his life and death, all 
weighing in over the last month with ruminations on his legacy. 

Doubtless many Gen Xers and Yers are wondering what all the 
fuss is about: At the time of his death, RFK had served less than 
one term in the U.S. Senate, was no safe bet for the presidency, 
and was in fact trailing Hubert Humphrey in his effort to become 
the Democratic nominee. All three books follow him from the days 
after his brother’s death in Dallas and try to address why Robert 
Kennedy was a transitional figure then and why he just may be 
more relevant now than he was at the time of his murder. 

Harry Benson’s R.F.K: A Photographer's Journal is the least of 
these; it’s a messy rush of images, concluding with the photog- 
rapher’s contact sheets from the pantry where the senator was 
shot. Countless negatives are inexplicably printed backward, and 
the text appears rough and perfunctory. Benson’s access may 
have gotten him front and center at the shooting, but his pic- 
tures only skim the surface - the chaos of the frenetic campaign 
and its swift denouement. 

A Time It Was: Bobby Kennedy in the Sixties visually docu- 
ments Kennedy’s slow emergence from the chrysalis of the 


first Kennedy assassination and dispassionately records RFK’s 
ascent from grieving brother to pop icon and what Making of 
the President author Theodore White called the “tribune of the 
underclass.” Author Pete Hamill, who wrote Kennedy a letter 
imploring him to run, provides a fly-on-the-wall account of the 
jubilation and strategizing upstairs in the senator’s hotel suite 
just before the campaign ended in a hail of bullets in the pan- 
try below. It’s author/photographer Bill Eppridge who took the 
photo emblematic of the shooting - Kennedy, his face a mask of 
resignation, busboy Juan Romero leaning in to comfort him in a 
ghastly modern take on The Pieta. It’s hard to look at, even now. 

Eppridge’s lens depicts the tumult of the campaign, and sev- 
eral of his images were paired with an excerpt from Thurston 
Clarke’s new RFK book in last month’s Vanity Fair. Both journal- 
ists help unlock this Kennedy’s more visceral mystique, because 
he’s so often captured in dynamic action. Once the observer 
experiences RFK in motion rather than as the doomed brother of 
a martyred president, he roars vividly back to life. 

As Clarke’s book The Last Campaign: Robert F. Kennedy and 
82 Days That Inspired America makes clear, Bobby Kennedy was 
also much more than his brother’s torchbearer. Here’s a man 
who never renounced his work in the Fifties for commie chaser 
Joe McCarthy, a man who as attorney general authorized assas- 
sination attempts on the life of Fidel Castro and wiretaps on 


Martin Luther King Jr. But when an assassin pulled the cosmic 
rug out from under his brother, Bobby Kennedy went overnight 
from second-most powerful man on the planet to a man in dan- 
ger of becoming a walking historical footnote. 

According to accounts presented here, Kennedy slowly remade 
himself into a moral crusader. He gravitated toward Chicanos, blacks, 
and Native Americans and nursed such an affinity for the dispos- 
sessed that his press entourage considered him reckless, consid- 
ering he was running behind in a fight for his political life. When 
confronted by complacency, Kennedy would spar with his audience: 

He spoke about the immorality of deferments for college kids at uni- 
versities and told medical students that taxes on their earnings would 
finance inner-city health clinics. He gave equal weight to law and order 
and racial equality, whether addressing conservatives or militants. 

Over the intervening four decades, his ideas have been massaged, 
focus-group tested, and watered down to become the platitudes and 
empty slogans we now see trotted out every election year. 

As Clarke’s book suggests, Robert Kennedy still blazes across 
the firmament of the national imagination, because by the end of 
the half-decade between Dallas and that pantry in Los Angeles, 
he’d nearly won it all: not the presidency or even the nomination, 
but reinvention and redemption on his own terms. And his real 
final victory came not as the heir apparent to Camelot but in giv- 
ing voice to those who had the least. - Kevin Phinney

Lavender Festival 

The Texas Hill Country’s geographical resem- 
blance to the South of France is responsible for 
the amazing growth of two agricultural indus- 
tries long associated with the storied province 
of Provence - wine grapes, starting in the late 
Seventies, and just before the turn of this cen- 
tury, lavender. In less than 10 years, the busi- 
ness of lavender has blossomed handsomely 
in Texas, especially in the area around Blanco. 
Lavender farmers and the savvy Chamber of 
Commerce recognized the business and agrito- 
urism potential in the fragrant fields early on 
and set out to capitalize on their area’s newest 
attraction. The annual Blanco Lavender Festival 
was founded in 2005 to celebrate the blooming 
crop, and area farmer Charley Pemberton 
registered the trademark Lavender Capital of 
Texas and bestowed it on the city of Blanco in 
2007. Every year, Blanco invites guests to 
savor a two-day program that is fragrant, infor- 
mative, tasty, and fun. 

Eight lavender farms in the Blanco area will 
welcome the public with tours, and each des- 
tination will offer its own distinctive attrac- 
tions - some stops will offer pick-your-own 
lavender options; other farms will sell laven- 
der plants, skin-care and aromatherapy prod- 
ucts, essential oils, or foods and drinks. 

On the historic Courthouse Square in 
downtown Blanco, farmers, artisans, craftspeo- 
ple, and food and drink vendors will present 
the two-day Lavender Market. The Texas 
Department of Agriculture will set up two 
tents: the Go Texan wine tent, featuring 
Texas winemakers and wines by the glass and 
the bottle, and the Go Texan gourmet food 
tent, offering samples of artisan foods from 
around the state. Craft-brewed ales from 
Blanco’s own Real Ale Brewing Co. will be 
available along with beers from other Texas 
microbreweries. The free Speakers’ Pavilion 



will be located upstairs in the courthouse, with 
experts discussing a variety of lavender-related 
topics, including gardening, decorating, and 
cooking with the aromatic herb. Blanco laven- 
der industry pioneer Jeannie Ralston will 
speak and sign copies of her new book, The 
Unlikely Lavender Queen: A Memoir of 
Unexpected Blossoming (Broadway Books,

Home brewers all over Austin 
envy Kerry Martin right now. 

That’s because sometime in the 
next year, his very own weizenbock 
recipe will be enjoyed by consider- 
ably more than just his drinking 
buddies. Martin, a member of the 
Austin Zealots Home Brewers 
(www.austinzealots.com), beat out 66 
other brew-your-own types in the 
13th annual Big Batch Brew Bash 
in Houston and will be honored 
by having his beer sold in stores 
as part of Saint Arnold Brewing 
Co.’s Divine Reserve series. 

That’s a high honor - the Divine 
Reserve series features a different 
beer style each year and focuses 
on bold flavors highly prized by beer 
connoisseurs. The Divine Reserve 
No. 4 from 2005 was a magnificent 
Scotch ale that won a gold medal 
at this year’s World Beer Cup. 
Martin’s weizenbock - a higher- 
alcohol version of a bock brewed 


with 50% wheat malts - will be No. 7 
in the series (No. 6, an American bar- 
ley-wine, should be available in June). 
“It’s hard to believe,” said the Texas 
Commission on Environmental Quality 
employee of his sudden elevation into 
the commercial brewing world. “It’s 
something else. Every brewer aspires 
to have their own brewing company 
or pub, but it doesn’t usually happen. 

“It 
is hard to describe how satisfying it 
is to go into the grocery store and 
see a bottle of your beer made with 
your recipe on the shelf for the first 
time - it’s something few people ever 
experience,” said Saint Arnold founder 
and CEO Brock Wagner, who started 
home brewing in his Rice University 
dorm room.

F00D-0-FILE

How’s this for irony? Tomato lovers wait all year for the 
season of one of our favorite foods, eagerly anticipating the 
opportunity to sink our teeth into something that actually 
tastes like a glorious, vine-ripened tomato, and wham - a 
17-state outbreak of salmonella-related illness makes 
national headlines, and fresh tomatoes are identified as 
the culprit! Consumers were warned to avoid fresh round or 
Roma tomatoes or any dish made with uncooked tomatoes 
of those varieties. The news stories contain some informa- 
tion about the salmonella bacteria itself, namely that is 
found in the fecal matter of animals and humans and does 
not occur naturally in or on tomatoes. The stories invariably 
avoided speculation about the kind of farms where such 
contamination could occur or how it could happen. The truth 
is that for the contamination to be widespread enough to 
affect people in 16 states, the tomatoes would have to 
come from a big agribusiness factory-farm operation with 
very widespread distribution. The salmonella contamination 
most likely happened to the tomatoes in much the same 
way as it did to the spinach that was tainted with E. coli 
bacteria in 2006 - the tomatoes or fields were probably irri- 
gated with water contaminated with fecal matter.

In response to the outbreak, large Texas-based grocery 
chains Randalls and HEB pulled fresh tomatoes from their 
produce departments, and restaurants across the spectrum 
from Sonic drive-ins to sophisticated fine-dining outlets left 
fresh round or Roma tomatoes off sandwiches, burgers, sal- 
ads, and garnishes. On Friday, June 6, the Texas Depart- 
ment of Agriculture circulated a bulletin from the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration stating that based on their trace- 
back review procedures and production/distribution pat- 
terns, the FDA could verify that tomatoes grown in Texas, 
California, Georgia, North and South Carolina, Puerto Rico, 
Belgium, Canada, Israel, Guatemala, Dominican Republic, 
and Holland were not associated with the disease outbreak. 
Florida was added to the safe list on June 10. 

While that is certainly great news for Texas tomato farm- 
ers, I would like to go a step further. The best solution to 
this kind of problem, short of growing your own fruits and 
vegetables, is to know where your food comes from. Buy 
local, invest in a relationship with the person who raises 
your food, and develop an awareness of where and how the 
food your family eats is raised, harvested, and distributed. 
Ask questions in the produce department. Support stores 
and restaurants that feature locally grown produce in the 
season when it grows naturally. That factory-farmed tomato 
was bred for size, shape, ease of picking, packing, and 
shipping, rather than flavor. It was picked green and gassed 
into a state that mimics ripeness. It has a big carbon foot- 
print and very little flavor. The vine-ripened local tomato is 
safer and better tasting - better all the way around. I buy 
tomatoes at the farmers’ market and enjoy them with aban- 
don! Here is an adage to shop by: The closer the fork to the 
farm, the better the flavor and the safer the food.

The East Sixth Street dining scene has definitively jumped 
up a notch with the opening of this new venue for Shawn 
Cirkiel, whom Austin diners remember as the second chef/ 
proprietor of the well-loved Jean-Luc’s Bistro on Colorado 
Street. Culinary Institute of America-trained Cirkiel, who had 
previously honed his chops at Cafe Boulud in New York City 
and Domaine Chandon in Napa Valley, captured Austinites’ 
attention and palates with his confident French-influenced 
cooking, known for being both simple and sophisticated. Now, 
four years later, Cirkiel has opened Parkside in the circa- 1880s 
Downtown building that most recently housed Dan McKlusky’s 
steak house. 

And what a transformation. The spa- 
cious interior has been stripped to its 
bones, graced by a few sleek, modem, 
urban touches (this could be an apt meta- 
phor for Cirkiel’s food sensibilities; we’ll 
get to that shortly). Like a traditional 
British two-up, two-down semidetached house, the restaurant 
space is divided into four rooms, with a barroom and dining 
room on each floor and a wide, open staircase up the middle. 
Exposed brick walls, 12-foot ceilings of embossed tin, dark 
wooden floors, and an interesting mix of industrial lighting 
and retro fixtures all speak to the building’s past lives. Urban- 
chic accoutrements include a shiny stainless-steel bar, black 
vinyl booths, horizontal unframed mirrors, and French cafe- 
style metal chairs and stools. 

David Kinch, chef/owner of the internationally acclaimed 
Manresa in Los Gatos, Calif., has said that there are two char- 
acteristics needed for a restaurant to transcend the ordinary: 
The first is that someone has a vision that isn’t thematic and 
isn’t decided by committee; the second is a sense of place, 
where the restaurant couldn’t be what it is anywhere else. 

Although it’s still a bit early for a definitive conclusion, 
Parkside has all the makings of the kind of place Kinch 


describes. The restaurant doesn’t lend itself well to themes or 
niches; it simply reflects the chef/owner’s personal vision of 
how a comfortable, stylish restaurant should look and feel in 
Downtown Austin, and the eclectic menu comes across as if 
he’s making food that he likes to eat and serve to his chef 
friends. Since the days of Jean-Luc’s, Cirkiel’s cooking has 
become even more stripped-down and streamlined - fresh, 
elegant, minimally adorned food that tastes like itself. Like 
the best modem art, it’s as much about what isn’t there as 
what is. 

The physical menu, presented (only a little preciously) in 
typewriter font on lined paper, is as simple as the food. No 
string of adjectives describes the antecedents and compo- 
nents of each dish; it’s simply garlic shrimp ($9) or macaroni 
($6) or clams, fingerling potatoes ($17). It’s up to you to trust 
the kitchen with the details, or you can ask the waits taff. On 
my visits, the servers were able to competently deconstmct 
the ingredients and preparations, or they’d take themselves 
off to ask the chef. No faking it; how refreshing. Kind of like 
the food. 

You can’t get much more minimal than raw-bar seafood. 
Parkside really shines in this department, with a selection of 
East and West Coast oysters ($16-30/dozen), including the 
tiny, briny Olympias that require neither lemon nor mignon- 
ette to enhance them. Peekey toe crab (from Maine) salad 
($8) and raw salmon with blood oranges ($9) are both 
refreshing contrasts of sweet sea meat and pleasantly astrin- 
gent dressings, and the raw bay scallop with matchsticks of 
crisp pear in a mustard vinaigrette ($9) is just a stunning 
combination of subtle flavors and textures. 

There’s plenty of flash-fried seafood, too; the best bang for 
the buck is the sizable platter of calamari ($7), crisp, tender, 
and dusted with smoked paprika and plenty of salt. Crab 
fritters ($10), fried oysters ($9), and salt cod brandade fritters 
served with poached tomatoes ($7) are all nice accompani- 
ments to a glass of white wine or one of the 20 imported 
beers. Parkside’s Oysters Rockefeller ($9) are some of the 
best I’ve had, with a featherlight, herby sauce over the 
broiled bivalves. 

Happily, Cirkiel has reprised from the Jean-Luc days his 
simply sauteed skate wing ($18), now served in brown butter 
with a sprinkling of capers and currants. The beef marrow 
bones ($12), accompanied by crisp herb salad and toasted 
house-made bread, are an absolute experience in rich flavor 
and textural contrasts; be warned that they take about half an 
hour to finish but are absolutely worth the wait. My New York 
strip steak ($29) was beautifully cooked and plenty big for 
two people; it also arrives with a sizable casserole of silky 
potato gratin. 

Speaking of sides, the various vegetable and starch dishes are 
small meals in and of themselves. The sauteed brussels sprouts 
($5) will make a believer of you even if 
you think you don’t care for this crucifer, 
as will the halved winter squash ($5), 
roasted in its shell and nicely enhanced 
with maple syrup and salt. I’m looking 
forward to the summer veg selection. 

From the dessert menu, Parkside is gaining quite a reputa- 
tion for the wicked, wonderful doughnut holes ($7), dusted 
with sugar and cinnamon and served piping hot in a brown 
paper bag. They’re so perfect that you hardly need the three 
dipping sauces that come alongside. Pastry chef/baker Callie 
Whigham, who has worked previously at Jeffrey’s and Mars, 
prepares a daily selection of other desserts and breads, 
including terrific house-made sorbets and ice creams; her 
buttermilk ice cream is just delectable. 

Downtown Austin is a better place because Parkside is 
there with chef Cirkiel at the helm, doing what he does so 
well. Don’t be surprised when you see staff from other restau- 
rants around town unwinding at the end of the night. And in 
case you’re wondering about the restaurant’s name, in view 
of the noticeable absence of any nearby park, it was named 
for the Bronx housing unit where the chef’s dad grew up. 
Nice touch. - MM Pack

Downtown Austin’s newest taco joint has only been open 
seven months, and it has already been the subject of a lawsuit 
that resulted in a name change. The tempest in the taco shell 
developed after El Paso native David Sahugan and some of his 
buddies from home opened a taqueria in a little creek-side cot- 
tage on the western edge of the Downtown legal ghetto. They 
christened the new place Chuco’s Tacos, an homage to the 
Spanish word “pachuco,” which they say is a well-known slang 
term for the city of El Paso itself. 

Along with the standard taqueria fare of tacos, quesadillas, 
burritos, tortas, nachos, tostadas, salads, and burgers, their menu 
also includes one definitive dish well-loved in their hometown. 
The kitchen here whips up tacos ahogados, literally “drowned 
tacos” - flautalike, rolled and deep-fried tacos filled with beef, 
chicken, or vegetables that are covered with grated cheese and 
“drowned” with your choice of spicy red or green salsa. This 
particular style of taco is the house specialty at the revered 
Chico’s Tacos, a long-established chain of taquerias in El Paso. 

It seems that after discovering the hometown specialty at 
Chuco’s in Austin, homesick El Pasoans shared the good news 
with friends both here and at home in El Paso. Word about the 
upstart Austin eatery reached El Paso’s Mora family, owners of 
the Chico’s chain. The Moras filed a trademark infringement suit, 
charging that Chuco’s was too close to Chico’s for comfort. For a 
while, the lawsuit was the subject of news stories and the buzz of 
the blogosphere. Turns out all the free publicity helped the new 
taqueria, now called 10th Street Tacos, establish a solid client 
base here in Austin. In addition to El Paso expats, the friendly 
spot attracts business types, folks from the nearby neighbor- 
hoods, and students from the Austin Community College cam- 
pus. The menu is very affordably priced, and the ambience is 
casual in the extreme - we’re talking counter service, napkin 
dispensers on the walls, strategically placed flat-screen TVs tuned 
to sports, and headbanger rock blaring on the sound system. 
They offer daily food and beer specials and shady seating at pic- 
nic tables overlooking Shoal Creek in the evenings. 



Two girlfriends joined me at 10th Street for lunch recently. We 
sampled dishes from all sections of the menu, stuffed ourselves, 
and were still not able to spend $30. The definite winner among 
the dishes we tried was those special tacos - crispy chicken 
flautas topped with jack cheese and drowned with an exemplary 
salsa verde (three for $2.60, six for $4.93). Our other favorite 
was the fish taco ($1.95), a perfectly cooked tilapia fillet in a hot 
com tortilla dressed with finely chopped fresh lettuce, toma- 
toes, onions, and cilantro with a spritz of lime. So very tasty and 
priced right! The overall thing that impressed us most at 10th 
Street was the exceptional quality of the salsas, especially the 
salsa negra, made with roasted tomatoes and tomatillos, a little 
garlic, and chile de arbol. These guys could be serious contenders 
in the restaurant category of the annual Chronicle Hot Sauce 
Contest, coming up Aug. 24, if they choose to enter, whatever 
they call themselves. - Virginia B. Wood

Even the Undead Gotta Dance, Gotta Sing 

John McLean's labor of love, 'Z: A Zombie Musical' 


THE LOVERS 
& THE FIRE WITHIN 

Criterion Collection, $29.95 (each) 

The early years of Louis Malle’s film career may 
have coincided with the emergence of Godard and 
Truffaut, with the revolution of French New Wave cin- 
ema, but Malle was never truly a part of the Cahiers 
du Cinema crowd, nor of the New Wave. His work was 
not borne of auteur theory; his styl- 
ings were less flamboyantly avant- 
garde, and as a result, his work 
and reputation have at times been 
unfairly marginalized. Yet one typical 
feature of revolutions is that they 
tend to result in empty bombs being 
tossed scattershot, and certainly 
the New Wave revolution was no 
exception in this regard. These two 
releases from Criterion, however, 
suggest that the explosions Malle 
conceived of were delicately con- 
structed and precisely aimed, and at 
many of the selfsame conservative 
targets. By comparison, we might be 
tempted to call them smart bombs. 
The Lovers (1958) stars Jeanne 
Moreau in a story adapted from an 
18th century novel. Moreau was best 
known as a star of the theatre stage 
until Malle cast her as the lead in 
his debut feature, Elevator to the 
Gallows (made a year earlier, when 
Malle was just 24 years old). In The 
Lovers, Moreau plays a character 
Flaubert would have recognized - a 
frustrated bourgeois wife who, by means of an unlikely 
affair, finds passion and forced sacrifice in equal mea- 
sure. The film’s frank sexuality caused a considerable 
stir at the time, and it embarked Moreau on a journey 
in which she was long viewed as “the thinking man’s 
sex object” - an offhand way of describing her some- 
what unconventional beauty. 

Moreau also appears - in an unglamorous cameo - 
in one of Malle’s most personal films, The Fire Within 
(1963). That film describes a failed writer’s final day 
on the streets of Paris, visiting friends before taking 
his own life. Again, it was adapted from a novel (early 
20th century this time), and the ghost of F. Scott 
Fitzgerald is also invoked in a bar scene that tips its 
hat to Fitzgerald’s story “Babylon Revisited,” a copy 
of which is seen at one point resting on the protago- 
nist’s bookshelf. 

What The Lovers and The Fire Within both share is 
a decidedly literary sensibility. Each possesses the 
kind of density you’re more likely to find in a novel, 
and each places demands upon the viewer. Alluding 
to the bleak subject matter of The Fire Within, Malle 
remarked, “It’s not entertainment.” Ah, but it is, though 
- “thinking man’s entertainment,” maybe?

Z began as McLean’s idea for 
a short film. He’d already lensed 
his first feature, the Austin- 
shot mockumentary The Perfect 
Man Contest, and was fiddling 
around with the idea for a short 
about zombies who could talk 
but only did so when humans 
weren’t around. A casting-call 
posting to Dan Eggleston’s 
listserv, Austin Film Casting, 
drew more than 300 responses, 
and McLean revised his plans. 

He also pulled Eggleston, a 
retired middle school teacher, 
into the mix, eventually promot- 
ing the bearded film industry 
megafan to producer. Song and 
dance became the real under- 
lying focus of the film (some 
of the principal actresses and 
choreographer Amy Jordan were 
inspired enough to create the 
burlesque show the Jigglewatts). 

Six months were spent creating 
14 original songs, and the film was devel- 
oped around them. The biggest number, 
“Zomberia,” features a Pflugerville-esque sub- 
urb populated almost entirely by the undead 
- the singing undead. The final day of film- 
ing, long delayed by a ban on outdoor fire in 
Austin at the time, featured lots of dancing 
around a bonfire sans various articles of cloth- 
ing. “Some of the cast started naked, and we 
ended naked, and there was a lot of silliness 
in between,” McLean says. -Joe O’Connell

IN PLAY 

Ninja Gaiden II is designed by the 
hardcore gamer for the hardcore gamer. 

If you’re anything less, it can still be a 
gratifying experience to slip behind Ryu 
Hayabusa’s ninja veil and slide gracefully 
along walls, brandishing one of your dozen 
or so weapons. It’s just also 
an incredibly punishing, fairly 
stressful affair. 

The story is near nonexis- 
tent: Your clan must protect a 
statue that, if shattered, will 
allow demonic fiends to take 
over the world; your rival clan 
breaks the statue. But the story’s not the 
point. The point is adrenaline, and I’m grit- 
ting my teeth just thinking about the visceral 
rush. Ryu’s combat options are more varied 
than before. A wider variety of weapons 


and an improved set of moves and damage 
options let you occasionally pick an enemy 
apart, limb by limb, before pulling off a bar- 
rage of finishing blows. When it happens, it’s 
powerfully satisfying. 

Unfortunately for the more casual 
gamer, it’s tough to pull off. You’re con- 
fronted with swarms of ninjas, demons, 
and something that I’m not quite sure 
about but looks like a robotic 
worm. With a steep learning 
curve, it’s tough to find time to 
breathe, let alone learn combos. 

Even for the hardcore, though, 
the gameplay is still held back by 
an awkward camera that consis- 
tently winds up facing away from the horde 
of demons about to slice Ryu into ninja tat- 
ters. There’s also a hefty dose of repetition. 

Although the limited story packs in 
as many environments as possible, they 
amount to little more than different-colored

paint on the 
backdrops 
surrounding a 
big (and occa- 
sionally little) 
square for 
you to fight in.

Let’s make this clear up front: John 
McLean is not a big fan of the undead. 
Ooky, slimy zombies screaming for brains 
do not him excite. But have them burst out 
into a show tune, and the director of the 
locally made Z: A Zombie Musical is quickly 
grinning. Blame it on his dad, who was 
pushing 60 when McLean was bom and a 
fanatic for musicals. Dad packed his young 
son along for frequent trips to Las Vegas to 
take in the shows. Thus Z, in all of its goofy, 
low-budget glory, is more a quirky paean to 
Singin in the Rain than to Night of the Living 
Dead. A major modem-day influence is 
Cannibal! The Musical, from Trey Parker and 
Matt Stone. “I like musicals, and this just 
happens to be a musical with zombies in 
it,” McLean says. Oh, and throw in a little 
gratuitous nudity and dancing nuns. 


The film shot off and on for more than a 
year to accommodate the schedules of its 
large cast, which includes cameos from Joe 
“King” Carrasco, Dale Watson, Joe Ely, Sara 
Hickman, Jimmy Lafave, Michael Fracasso, 
former Austin Mayors Jeff Friedman and 
Bmce Todd, and current Mayor Will Wynn. 
It was shot on the fly in the film equiva- 
lent of the punk DIY movement: You help 
McLean on his film, and he’ll help you. 
Seriously. He helped one actress move her 
belongings from one residence to another. 
Twice. “The thing about Austin is it’s such a 
wonderful place to make art,” says McLean, 
who cut his teeth in Los Angeles read- 
ing scripts and writing coverage for Roger 
Corman, serving as a grip on independent 
films, and even casting for a topless kickbox- 
ing film. “Everybody wants you to fail in L.A.

Comic artist Brad Neely on beer, British children, 
and the 'Baby Cakes' video game

“He’ll save children/but not the British 
children.” My conversation with Brad Neely 
at Crown & Anchor just keeps coming back 
to his annoyance with iconic British kids 
from movies, and the more beer we consume, 
maybe the less we know what we’re trying to 
get at. Between that and distractions from the 
jukebox, it’s worth asking whether the Crown 
makes the worst - or maybe the best - venue 
for this interview. 

It’s an odd recurring topic, British movie 
kids, but not entirely surprising given that 
Neely’s two best-known works, Wizard People, 
Dear Reader and animated rap “Cox + Combes’ 
Washington,” unearth all manner of subtext 
from, respectively, the first Harry Potter movie’s 
real chamber of secrets and the myth of our 
tallest founding father (“6-foot~20” and watch- 
ing with disinterest as, just a few feet away, an 
English moppet is devoured by one of those 
lions that once roamed North America before 
Wal-Mart wiped them out). Laughing at the for- 
tunes and misfortunes of rug rats from across 
the pond earned Neely enough attention for a 
cease-and-desist spell from the Dementors at 
Warner Bros, and a million-gajillion hits for the 
fiendishly catchy “Washington,” a viral video 
juggernaut that resulted in a paying gig to make 
more of the same in two- to three-minute bites 
for Turner’s SuperDeluxe.com. But more of the 
same spun off into the demented lectures and 
loves of the Professor Brothers series, where aca- 
demics float from deliberately pranked history 


lessons to Oppenheimer pinata parties and on 
to what they like to call “grappling school.” 
And then there’s the hilariously heartbreak- 
ing diary of Baby Cakes (of I Am Baby Cakes), 
a camouflage-pan tsed, freestyle-rapping man- 
child who just wants to show “what the inside 
of a poem looks like” even as his dark desires 
make him feel like a “goblin made out of 
wicked genitals.” All of which landed him a 
stint on South Park's writing team last fall. 

Cartoon Network’s Adult Swim commis- 
sioned a longer piece from the world of the 
Professor Brothers and Baby Cakes to help pro- 
mote its ailing corporate sister Super Deluxe, 
resulting in China, IL, a one-off that ironically 
aired only after the company had gone belly 
up. But fans of Baby Cakes and the Professor 
Brothers need not shed many tears in their 
beer during Neely’s Animation Showcase at the 
Alamo, since Super Deluxe will still pay for the 
remainder of this season, after which the site 
will remain online as an archive. 

But after Baby Cakes’ last diary entry and 
the Professor Brothers’ final exam, whither 
Brad Neely? A TV series of China, IL? Following 
the success and attention of Wizard People, 
Neely talked about lending a similarly halluci- 
natory audiobook narration to Jurassic Park or 
Jaws, but he instead got happily lost in about 
50 other projects, one of which turned into 
“Washington.” All of which is to say that not 
even Neely knows, but there’s little doubt that 
wherever it is will be hilarious. 


Brad Neely: People ask me sometimes why I did 
the British children thing in “Washington” ... 
like if I have some kind of thing against British 
children. So then I did start looking into myself 
and thinking about British kids in movies that 
Americans get to see. And it’s so strange. They 
get golden tickets, or dudes show up on their 
doorsteps and tell ’em they’re the Messiah. 
Austin Chronicle: That’s a whole class- oriented 
can of worms. There’s that myth of the secret rich 
person who’s living among the lower classes and 
eventually gets rescued. The Oliver Twist thing. 
Outside looking in. It’s probably fairly attractive 
to a lot of Americans. 

BN: Yeah, not for me. I guess Baby Cakes is 
pretty much a child. 

AC: A 30-year-old child. 

BN: And there’s that whole idea of how does 
he live? He lives with his dad. And I had this 
thing of the other Grandpa died and left them 
a lot of money. And he and his dad live off of 
it. And I’m always like, that just doesn’t feel 
right to me. 

AC: With a good character, I think you have to get 
all those things right. I think I remember telling 
you awhile back that I was a big Baby Cakes/an, 
and I found Professor Brothers really funny but 
a little disappointing. But they’ve grown on me. 
Baby Cakes was instant. 

BN: It’s difficult because you’re talking about 
three-minute pieces, or shorter in many cases. 
And to build a relationship with a viewer is a 
really hard thing to do, especially when you’re 
one person, and it takes you three weeks to 
make one of these things. It’s hard to predict 
and decide on what kind of thing should I do 
next. I’ve got, and I always have, at least 80 laid 
out in front of me. ... So those early decisions 
about how do you get somebody to like the 
Professor Brothers - well, it’s hard. It’s hard to 
predict. It’s not necessarily about liking, but you 
know, [it’s about] get [ting] people to understand 
and to want to watch. I understand people lik- 
ing Baby Cakes. He’s a likable person, really 
naive and childlike. But I think starting out with 
Professor Brothers, I wanted to let the content of 
what they’re talking about do the driving. 

AC: Later I was glad to see the characters doing 
more than delivering these skewed historical and 
literary lectures, because then you’ve got both 
the content of what they’re saying and a sense of 
character. But maybe Baby Cakes was easier in 
three minutes to deliver all at once. 

BN: It takes some time for both - for me and for 
an audience to understand where we’re going. 
It’s not like I’m just following an overall game 
plan. And I think a big point that I keep mak- 
ing when people are like, “How do you make a 
big Internet hit?” is: I think there really has to 
be a distinction between doing pieces like I do 
for Super Deluxe consistently and the big sen- 
sational things that everybody’s gonna want to 
pass around. That’s fine; that’s great. But I think 
that’s more like news. It’s either gonna happen, 
or it’s not gonna happen. And then there’s things 
like what I try to do which is to make - well, not 
like, “Kablam, kablam! I’m getting crazy hits and 
shocking the fuck out of everybody!” I’m trying 
to make something consistent. They’re two dif- 
ferent track and field events. If maybe you have 
something you make that a lot more people are 
interested in, that’s luck, again. But I think a lot 
of people confuse those two things. Because if 
you’re wanting to make something seriously, you 


have to think about standard, foundational ele- 
ments to storytelling and character and creating 
a world. That’s hard to nail both of those. 

AC: Did that have anything to do with not 
using the characters of Cox and Combes from 
“Washington” and doing Professor Brothers for a 
similar kind of thing? 

BN: I got lucky, really, because I’d accidentally 
sold the rights to Cox and Combes before my deal 
with Super Deluxe. Otherwise I could have got- 
ten boxed in, I think. Coming up with Professor 
Brothers and Baby Cakes - they were really inten- 
tional creations. I wanted to talk about how peo- 
ple tell stories. And I thought that would survive 
well on the Net; just listening to someone would 
be fun. A first-person perspective might be more 
of an intimate storytelling setting. A little more 
intense. You know, professors retell stories all the 
time. Professors have to internalize very overtold 
stories and make them their own. . . . And then 
when you’re writing in a diary [like Baby Cakes 
does] , you can get away with being pretty honest. 
You can laugh at someone trying to be honest 
with themselves in a diary form, and little do you 
know that the writer’s getting to sneak in a couple 
of things that they really believe in. So Baby 
Cakes! But what I don’t believe in is that weird 
entided-British-kid thing in movies. Being an 
American, you know it’s about Huckleberry Finn 
and guys that have gotta earn it themselves. 



AC: Huck Finn’s literary. 

BN: Right. Who are the iconic kids in American 
cinema? 

[long pause] 

AC: Agent Cody Banks? 

BN: That’s terrible! 

AC: I know that’s terrible! Because he’s some rich 
kid who gets to be a spy, which really means play- 
ing mean tricks on adults. Or Richie Rich. 

BN: Awful! Your turn to get beer. [Pause.] This 
is the part where Spencer goes to get more beer, 
and I leave something to find on the recorder. 
. . . I’m going to find a way to say “supercalifra- 
gilisticexpialidocious” and play like it’s totally 
legit and responsible, and he won’t notice until 
he transcribes. Oh, hey, so what did you get? 
AC: Fireman’s. So back on track, what’s in this 
Alamo show? 
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BN: It’s just a big pile of everything on a bunch 
of DVDs, and I circled the ones I like in case 
it runs longer than an hour and a half. I’m a 
little worried what it’s going to look like on the 
screen, because I never learned how to do this 
stuff technically right, and Super Deluxe didn’t 
care. . . . But like I included “Oh Daniel” and 
“Space Computer” [hijackings of The Karate 
Kid and 2001: A Space Odyssey] and some 
of that stuff that not many people have seen 
from when I was entertaining my intellectual 
kleptomania about three years ago. Of course, 
now it’s more of a commonplace. Everything 
on YouTube is ripped. 

AC: I guess there’s reason for you to worry 
because you’ve been on the radar before with 
Wizard People. 

BN: Well, now there are these guys that took 
one of the songs I did. Not for Baby Cakes 
or Professor Brothers, but for the Fourth of 
July called “American Moments of Maybe,” 
cataloging some screwed-up takes on American 
history. But there were these guys that took 
that song and rapped over it about something 
entirely different, just used my music. It was 
awesome. Not just because I feel obligated 
to be open to people taking my stuff. I mean, 
someone wanting to rap over my stuff - that’s 
pretty much it! [Cocks his head, listens to 
music.] Oh, shit! It’s “Jailbreak”! This is a 



funny song because it goes, “sometime tonight 
there’s gonna be a jailbreak somewhere in this 
town.” And I always wanna say, “probably at 
the prison.” Thin Lizzy. 

AC: Wizard People is all “probably at the prison. ” 
BN: It would be great to guest-direct one of those 
movies. I mean, this is a fucked-up school with 
all these things that could just kill a kid. I love to 
take a pre-existing world and look at it through 
the eyes of an alien. And talk about it that way. 
I think that’s the strong point of Wizard People 
and the strong point of Baby Cakes. I had this 
great idea where Baby Cakes explains every panel 
of the Sistine Chapel. But Baby Cakes doesn’t 
know about religion or history or biblical history. 
So how does a person who has no concept of 
history of God or religion take those panels that 
are extremely narrative and try to figure out what 


they’re saying in a story? So I could have Baby 
Cakes asking about the guy in the pink nightie 
in the middle panel, floating in a big kidney with 
his homies, pointing at some dude on a rock. 
What is that? That doesn’t make any sense. 

AC: But what about marketing to people who don’t 
know the Sistine Chapel? Like when that guy who you 
made “Washington” for was like, “This would be bet- 
ter if it was about Jessica Simpson or Snoop Dogg. ” 
BN: [laughs] Those are the folks to target for 
the Baby Cakes video game. 

AC: So is there gonna be a Baby Cakes video game? 
BN: Absolutely not. 

AC: What could be the object of it? 

BN: Money for somebody. 

AC: No, I mean in the game? 

BN: Well, literally I had this exact conversation. 
With a man that I totally like and respect, and 
he was just doing his job, trying to get alterna- 
tive revenue out of pre-existing property. And 
he felt ashamed to bring it up to me, because 
he kinda knew I wouldn’t be into it. I gave it fair 
consideration, but just couldn’t. I don’t know 
what that could be. Walk to the store. Think 
about things. If you’re gonna just do the video 
game because you have content, that’s just to 
make money, and you undermine the content, 
and it’s not really from stuff that’s supposed 
to be a game, so that kind of sucks, and then 
you also take away from future possibilities. 
Because you’ve gotta decide things. Like what’s 
the conflict in Baby Cakes’ world? What can he 
be fighting or up against? When you’re thinking 
about a video game, you gotta have that. 

AC: Right, and in the end, Baby Cakes discovers 
that he’s fighting his own heart. That’s the final- 
level boss. 

BN: That’s not bad. Maybe I’ll use that as 
the actual final Baby Cakes episode. Actually, 
I have it already kind of written out, but [I] 
don’t wanna ruin it. Not to sound too J.K. 
Rowling. But I did just kind of happen to write 
one where I looked at it, and I was like, “Hey, 
that’s too end- y.” So I decided I’d sit on it and 
just wait until a time when I’d have to put a 
cap on this. 

AC: So now Super Deluxe is over, and - 
BN: You still haven’t answered my question. 
Because, like, in the British stuff, some lady 
shows up and tells them to say “supercalifra- 
gilisticexpialidocious,” and then shit’ll be cool. 
Like they’re rich, but Dad’s gonna lose his job, 
and they’ll be poor, but just say “supercalifra- 
gilisticexpialidocious,” and it’s all cool. But 
who’s the iconic American kid? 

AC: I don’t know. Tom Cruise in Risky Business? 
BN: America’s got too many teens. A kid. A 
kid. And not the Home Alone kid. I hate the 
Home Alone kid. 

AC: Uh, Peter Billingsly in A Christmas Story? 
BN: That’s good. Ralphie. He’s gotta work for 
himself, but he’s also at the mercy of fate. 

AC: That’s the ultimate kid problem. 

BN: And they really understand it, because at 
the end, they give you both at the same time. 
He does get the gun, but he also thinks he gets 
his eye shot out. Man, but you know that’s the 
hottest mom of all the movie moms. Melinda 
Dillon. I think I get this next beer. ■

GET IN THE VAN 


Considering the national average 
for gasoline prices reached $4 a gal- 
lon last weekend, it doesn’t take a 
rocket scientist to calculate the toll 
taken on touring musical acts. “With 
diesel at about $5 a gallon, right now 
our tour bus runs at $1.60 a mile, 
and that’s without our trailer,” com- 
putes Broken Teeth mouthpiece and 
Dangerous Toy Jason McMaster. 
The veteran hard rock outfit canceled 
10 dates of a two-week run in July 
after figuring that the 4,300-mile trip 
would cost nearly $5,000 in gasoline 
alone, roughly $1,000 more than the 
band’s guarantees for the shows. “We 
have a new record out that we want 
to promote, but now we can’t afford 
to rely on merch sales to get to the 
markets where we’ve been successful 
in the past. I’ve spent my entire youth 
and life as an ambassador of rock for 
Texas, and now I can’t do it. My liveli- 
hood is dying.” The grim irony is that 
with declining album sales, bands are 
being forced to tour more to make a 
living, even if it’s costing them dearly 
to do so. “I definitely talk to agents 
who say they need their artists to get 
more in terms of guarantees now,” 
says Transmission Entertainment 
booker Graham Williams. “At the 
same time, bands are coming through 
more than they probably should, 
which can hurt the turnout.” 


Local acts, in turn, are finding new 
ways to adapt to the hardships of 
the road. “We do two good shows 
before we leave [Austin], and we 
save all of that money because 95 
to 100 percent of our door money 
goes straight to gas,” says David 
Rodriguez of the Krum Bums, 
whose van was broken into in 
Montreal during the band’s recent 
four-week, 27-gig tour. To help make 
ends meet, the DIY punk group also 
reduced its per diem money and 
toured without any additional hands 
to assist with driving and merchan- 
dise sales. Indie ATX trio White 
Denim pressed a limited run of CDs 
as additional swag to push on its 
national tour with Tapes ‘n Tapes, 
while roots rockers Graham Weber 
and Leatherbag are backing each 
other and sharing a rhythm section 
for a short tour of the Midwest, lead- 
ing to the latter’s taping of a 
Daytrotter session. Joel Laviolette 
& Rattletree Marimba are taking 
things one step further, using the 
funds raised from their family dance 
party at Ruta Maya on Saturday to 
convert their school bus to run on 
waste vegetable oil. “It cost us 
$250 for a round-trip to Dallas,” 
relates Laviolette. “We have to do 
something in order to be able to tour 
even regionally.”

LOCUST ABORTION TECHNICIANS 


Gearing up for the Butthole Surfers’ first reunion 
show, June 24 in Asbury Park, is proving no small feat. 
“I’ve been taking a lot of acid and jogging in the morn- 
ing, seeing what I can remember,” jests bassist Jeff 
Pinkus. “I haven’t played some of these songs in, like, 
15 years. It’s actually sounding pretty good.” Following 
two weeks of rehearsals in South Austin, the ’89 lineup 
ships out soon to New York for full-band practices with 
Gibby Haynes and his newly found acolytes, the Paul 
Green School of Rock All Stars. “The kids prompted 
everything,” Pinkus confides. “Gibby was already working 
them, and I think that gave everyone the itch to play too. 

I guess the other 18 bass players weren’t available.” As 
for a possible homecoming, Pinkus posits, “There’s 
been some talk, but nothing’s been confirmed yet.” In 
the meantime, Pinkus’ mainstay, Honky, has its hands 
full this weekend with the annual ROT Rally (see insert), 
including a benefit and tribute at Trophy’s on Saturday 
afternoon to Brian Baxter, bassist for Teabag and 
Brewtality, who passed away May 15 after being hit by 
a truck on his motorcycle.

PIECE OF MY HEART 

Janis Joplin left Texas, June 1966, nervous and a 
bit frightened, with promises of fame and fortune 
from former Austinite and Avalon Ballroom booker 
Chet Helms, but she never stopped looking back. 
Love , Janis, which opened at Austin’s impeccable 
Long Center for the Performing Arts on Tuesday 
and runs through Sunday, brings the iconic blues 
belter to life through the letters she wrote to her 
family and friends, while local singer/actress Andra 
Mitrovich magnificently channels her tenacity and 
truth, particularly during a re-enactment of her break- 
through at the 1967 Monterey Pop Festival. “What 
it brought home the most to me is her sense of 
humor,” says sister Laura Joplin, whose book of the 
same name inspired the show. “She had a way of 
talking and writing that was full of witty comments 
about life and what she was going through. To get 
past the grief and into her life again was to really 
remember the pleasure of her company.” The latest 
incarnation of Joplin’s Big Brother & the Holding 
Company revs up the ROT Rally Friday.

Atop the biggest stage on the biggest night of the biggest festival, the JewMex horns surveyed 
a sea of more than 50,000 in the desert night, stole a glance at one another, and uttered a single 
syllable: “Damn!” 

“The minute we walked out of our trailer and into the field behind the stage, it sounded crazy 
big-stadium loud,” marvels Gilbert Elorreaga, whose extra-large frame dwarfs his tiny trumpet. 
“We knew it was gonna be vicious.” 

“A phenomenal amount of people,” adds Josh Levy, who plays baritone sax. “It looked like an 
ocean, a human ocean.” 

Elorreaga, Levy, Leo Gauna, and Gene Centeno - the brass behind Austin 10-piece Grupo 
Lantasma - huffed and puffed a medley of Carlos Santana, the California king of the festival 
circuit. Lrom the primal roar of “Jungle Strut” to the bloodletting of “Soul Sacrifice,” the mob’s 
appetite was insatiable. Shimmering on the 2008 Coachella altar in front of them, attired in a 
sequined white tunic, axe in hand, stood Prince. 


Puff Daddy 

November 2006, Grupo Lantasma gets an 
early-morning wake-up call: “Can you be ready 
in three hours? Prince needs you in L.A. right 
away for the Golden Globes afterparty.” 

Cramped behind gear in a corner of the 
top-floor presidential suite at the Beverly 
Wilshire Hotel that same day, the band dis- 
covered they weren’t opening for Prince. They 
were his band. There were only two problems 
with that. 


“We’d never actually interacted with him, 
and we only knew, like, three of his songs,” 
laughs Adrian Quesada, Grupo’s guitarist, pro- 
ducer, and de facto leader. “Needless to say, we 
were really nervous.” 

“Just play your music,”’ Quesada recalls the 
Purple One assuring. “‘Don’t worry about me; 
I’ll just play guitar.’” 

Quesada cased the suite with Grupo guitar 
comrade Beto Martinez to calm their nerves. 
“People were just starting to come in,” he says. 
“The first person we saw was Puff Daddy.” 


Somehow, the local boys convinced them- 
selves they weren’t out of their league but 
rather in their element. This was nothing more 
than a glorified house party with an exclusive 
guest list. Soon, those Hollywood A-listers 
would learn what many Austinites have tat- 
tooed on their ears: Grupo turns the party out 
with a grinning mix of salsa, funk, and psyche- 
delic cumbia. 

Talib Kweli and 
Will. i. am rapped over 
Grupo’s funky break 
beats, Mary J. Blige 
sang a soulful set to 
the band’s smoother 
grooves, and Marc 
Anthony played the 
role of velvet-voiced 
cantante Hector Lavoe 
on classic hard salsa 
“La Murga.” All the 
while, His Purple 
Majesty added blistering guitar solos and 
Jennifer Lopez shook her posterior front 
and center. At the height of madness, Cuba 
Gooding Jr. climbed up a speaker cabinet, 
screaming his approval. 


King Tubby 

“If you go to downtown Laredo, everyone’s 
speaking Spanish,” relates Beto Martinez of his 
hometown. “It looks just like Mexico, and then 
the bridge is right there.” 

That span connects Laredo and Nuevo 
Laredo, which share a single culture if not 
a national allegiance. Nearly everyone has 
family in el otro lado. Lor 
Martinez, there was one 
important difference: Any 
underage kid knows bar- 
tenders in Nuevo Laredo 
will serve them. 

“We were still in high 
school when we started 
to go across the river to 
party. You could drink, 
hang out, and get into all 
different kinds of stuff. 
We would go to these bars 
and there would be these cumbia bands play- 
ing - live, raunchy stuff with accordion, guiro, 
congas, and bass. Real dirty and raw.”

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up in Texas border towns - five in Laredo - 
and when the band formed locally in 2000, it 
was that seedy border-dive cumbia they aimed 
to replicate. 

Born from the merger of two Austin 
acts, Grupo came rough and ready: The 
Blue Noise Band included Quesada, for- 
mer Grupo saxophonist and current man- 
ager David Lobel, drummer Jeremy Bruch of 
What Made Milwaukee Famous, and bassist 
Tom Benton. The Blimp, meanwhile, featured 
Laredo natives and current Grupo members 
Martinez, bassist Greg Gonzalez, drummer 
Johnny Lopez, and former Grupo singer Brian 
Ramos. The Blimp sailed from Laredo and 
crashed into Quesada in Austin. The newly 
formed Grupo earned a reputation for funk- 
infused cumbia marathons but still lacked the 
chops for other Afro-Latin music. 

“It wasn’t until Jose Galeano came into the 
band that we learned to play salsa,” Martinez 
confesses. “He came in and said: ‘What are 
you guys doing? You can play cumbia, but your 
salsa is weak.’ So he schooled us on some stuff, 
and we learned how to play salsa and not just 
our own ridiculous version of salsa.” 

Singer and timbalero Galeano, 44, grew up 
in Managua, Nicaragua, and moved to Austin 
for school in 1988. He gigged with several 
Austin bands before boarding Grupo in 2001, 
following the release of the band’s eponymous 
debut. Of the band, Galeano’s roots are most 
intertwined with the clave, the basic rhythmic 
pattern behind nearly all Afro-Latin music. His 
uncle, Jose “Chepito” Areas, tapped timbales 
in the original Santana band and graces the 
Rock & Roll Hall of Fame. 

“My uncle put the Latin in rock with 
Santana,” Galeano boasts. “He was responsible 


for adding that flavor, and he’s been the great 
influence in my musical life. I grew up watch- 
ing him, listening to him, and wanting to be 
like him. To see him come home after a huge 
tour with Santana in the early 1970s was a 
huge event.” 

With the help of Galeano, Grupo Fantasma 
morphed from a freaky cumbia party band to a 
full-fledged Latin orchestra. The results mani- 
fest in the sweeping scope of Sonidos Gold , the 
band’s fourth LP and third studio album. The 
song cycle explodes with the brass-driven “El 
Sabio Soy Yo,” revs to the wah-wah overdrive 
of Irakere’s “Bacalao Con Pan,” and transforms 
traditional “Cumbia de los Pajaritos” into an 
echo chamber the envy of King Tubby. 

“We’ve been able to take Latin music in 
many different directions and keep it modem 
at the same time,” Galeano explains. “It’s old- 
school ideas, but we bring a modem backbeat. 
When you mix those things together - boom! 
- you have the Gmpo Fantasma sound.” 

Maceo Parker 

On the eve of a nationwide summer tour, 
Gmpo Fantasma bids Austin farewell with a 
raucous CD release party at Mohawk. Amidst 
the cumbias, salsas, merengues, mmbas, y 
guaguancos, the low rumble of Josh Levy’s 
baritone sax cuts loose a nasty midtempo funk 
groove. It’s the opening of “Gimme Some,” a 
monstrous funk burner from Sonidos Gold that 
features local soul-shouter Black Joe Lewis and 
a scorching solo from sax legend Maceo Parker 
of James Brown fame. 

“This isn’t a unique idea,” Quesada explains 
later. “South Texas Tejano groups like Ruben 
Ramos, Latin Breed, and Little Joe liked 


Motown and R&B, and every album they did 
in the 1970s would have a standout funk jam. 
It’s cool to know we’re in a long line of people 
who did that. We’re very proud of the South 
Texas thing.” 

Latin Breed, whose longtime trumpeter 
Gilbert “Beto” Elorreaga taught his son and 
Gmpo tmmpet player how to pucker, has been 
synonymous with the San Antonio Tejano 
scene for nearly four decades. Funk aficiona- 
dos know the group for rarities such as blis- 


tering Isley Brothers cover “I Turn You On.” 
Also from the Alamo City, Little Jr. Jesse & the 
Teardrops took things a step further: When the 
1970s Tejano outfit let the funk hit the fan, 
they adopted a pseudonym, Zapata. 

Brownout, Gmpo’s stripped-down alter ego, 
preserves this South Texas tradition. The band 
spun off in 2004 and features the Grupo line- 
up sans vocalists and percussionists Galeano 
and Rodolfo “Kino” Rodriguez. Rather than 
a Gmpo derivative, Brownout returns to the 
party-rocking roots of the Blimp. 

“Before we became Fantasma, a bunch of us 
were playing funk,” Martinez says. “That’s what 


we did before playing Latin music. The core of 
the Brownout rhythm section is the Blimp.” 
They moved to Austin in 1996, merging with 
Quesada and company to play all-night funk 
jams at house parties and small venues like 
Double Dave’s Pizzaworks and the short-lived 
Manor Road Coffee House before the birth of 
Gmpo. The crew worshipped James Brown’s 
J.B.’s and stretched out with covers of Mandrill, 
the Blackbyrds, and Earth, Wind & Fire. The 
further Grupo explored traditional Latin music, 


the more they craved a funk outlet. Brownout, 
whose stunning debut, Homenjae, came out 
last year (“Texas Platters,” Sept. 28, 2007), 
began cooking up their own brand of Latin 
funk in 2005. 

“I always felt there was a void,” Quesada 
insists. “There were no funk bands out there 
that were playing Latin funk, and if there were, 
they weren’t Latin people.” 

When Quesada e-mailed two tracks - the 
slinky horn explosion “Homenaje” and hyp- 
notic guitar groove “Laredo 77” - to England’s 
Freestyle Records, a rare groove niche endeavor

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whose catalog contains more 45s than CDs, the label released 
the songs as a 7-inch single. 

“We could barely get anybody to come out and watch us 
in Austin, but these funk aficionados in the UK lost their 
shit when they heard it,” Quesada exclaims. “That’s when 
we realized we were onto something. It wasn’t just a fun side 
project anymore.” 

A decade removed from mimicking the J.B.’s at house parties, 
the crew was in full funk mode at an Alma Awards afterparty in 
Pasadena, Calif., as Maceo Parker watched from the side of the 
stage. The group launched into “Soul Power ’74,” a song Parker 
helped make famous. 

“This could go one of two directions,” Quesada thought. “We 
could get laughed at by Maceo, or he’s gonna love it. Next thing 
we know, he comes over with his horn and busts out his solo.” 

Fela Kuti 

No amount of vegetable oil from local taquerias could 
motor Martin Perna’s rickety cream-colored Mercedes over 
the mountainous 10-mile pass in San Luis Potosl, Mexico. 
Perna converted the 1981 station wagon to run on biodiesel 
in 2003, the latest in a long list of utopian projects to capture 
his imagination. With his busted fry-ride mystifying mechan- 
ics in Mexico, Perna coughed up $200 for a trucker to haul the 
grease-guzzler nearly 400 miles north 
to Laredo. 

“From Laredo to San Antonio, I 
drove up 1-35 at 25 miles per hour,” 
he says. “People were honking at me 
the whole way, just hating me.” 

A second tow truck brought 
Perna and his Mercedes to his friend 
Quesada’s house in Austin. By 
day, Perna fruitlessly searched for a 
mechanic to solve the riddle that was 
his car trouble. By night, the duo 
brewed mysterious Latin funk under 
the moniker Ocote Soul Sounds. The 
result was El Nino y El Sol (“Texas 
Platters,” Oct. 8, 2004), a peyote- 
laced trip of diasporic sounds every 
bit as enchanting as Pema’s journey 
through Mexico. 

“Martin and I both have ideas 
where we’re just like: ‘What do we 
do with this? This shit is weird,”’ 

Quesada laughs. “That stuff fits into 
Ocote perfectly.” 

In 1998, Perna founded Antibalas, 
the Brooklyn-based 12-piece that 
preaches the gospel of Fela Kuti’s 
Afrobeat to a new generation of wor- 
shippers. Occasionally stymied writ- 
ing for a big band, he began crafting 
his own work as Ocote Soul Sounds 
in 2001. Quesada sympathizes. 

“There are parts to the machine when you write songs with 
a larger group like Antibalas or Grupo, and with Ocote you can 
scrap all of that,” Quesada explains. “It’s a total release.” 

“We don’t have to deliver a whole album of dance songs,” 
Perna elaborates, “which is the expectation with the other 
groups we’re in.” 

Hoping to reach a wider audience, Quesada gave a copy of El 
Nino to Thievery Corporation’s Eric Hilton at the 2004 Austin 
City Limits Music Festival. Within days he got an enthusiastic 
e-mail back, offering to distribute the album on the Washington, 
D.C. -based Eighteenth Street Lounge label. 

“Before ESL even came around for us, it was a success,” 
admits Perna, who now lives in Austin. “Just turning this semi- 
disastrous trip into a record that we really liked was enough.” 

The psychedelic boom-bap of Ocote Soul Sounds works as a 
musical laboratory where ethereal melodies and heavy rhythms 
converse with ancient philosophy. On The Alchemist Manifesto, 
the pair concocts cinematic grooves full of heavy polyrhythms, 


Quesada’s chunky guitar riffs, and Pema’s fluttering flute melo- 
dies. Musically, Pema’s searching for the mystical philosopher’s 
stone, the holy grail of alchemists that brings enlightenment to 
its creator. 

“Ever since I was a little kid, I’ve been fascinated with the 
idea of alchemy, transformation, and the possibilities of that,” 
Perna muses. “Our minds are so grounded in the possibilities of 
this one reality, but there are monks who can piss on rocks and 
evaporate them. There are people including and besides Jesus 
Christ who can walk on water. It’s mind over matter, and most 
of our minds are at a low developed point.” 

Larry Harlow 

“What are you doin’ right now!?” shouts Quesada in a 
vaguely Brooklyn accent, his best impression of pianist Larry 
Harlow. “Let’s hang out!” 

Harlow, 69, played a set of Febmary dates in California, 
and Quesada - recording gear in tow - flew out to meet him 
in Orange County. The influence of “El Judio Maravilloso,” 
or “the Marvelous Jew” as he’s affectionately known in Latin 
music circles, towers over the New York salsa scene. A Tito 
Puente protege, Harlow produced more than 200 albums 
and was the first bandleader of Fania Records, the Latin 
equivalent to Motown, whose roster 
overflowed with heavyweights Ruben 
Blades, Willie Colon, Eddie Palmieri, 
Ray Barretto, y mas. Harlow’s 1965 
debut, Heavy Smokin’, the second 
Fania release, helped define the 
hybrid sound that came to be called 
salsa. His keys give sabor to Sonidos 
Gold, spicing up the hot salsa of 
“Se Te Mira” and eight-minute epic 
“(Naci de la) Rumba y Guaguanco.” 
“I hung out with him all day, and 
he’s got crazy stories about anyone 
from the last 50 years of music,” 
glows Quesada. “We went to his 
hotel room and listened to his iPod 
while he schooled me on Cuban 
music.” 

Harlow fears the Latin orchestra to be 
an endangered species. 

“I find a big void for young Latin 
talent right now,” he laments from 
his New York home. “I play all over 
the world, and I look for young 
guys - the next generation. My place 
could’ve been taken a long time ago. 
There should be 1,000 bands out 
there, but there aren’t.” 

Grupo roundly rejects the savior 
label, but humbly recognizes its role 
as a placeholder of a tradition. “This 
is great music, and it doesn’t need to die out,” Galeano insists. 
“We owe it to those guys to keep it going - salsa, cumbia, 
merengue, everything.” 

Grupo isn’t the only young band embracing traditional Latin 
music, but few execute it with the same class and flair, injecting 
old-school with new life. The traditionalist trailblazers marry 
classic sounds that draw smiles from Harlow, with backbeats 
heavy enough to keep B-boys rocking steady. With Spanish 
radio dominated by reggaeton and groups like Ozomatli slip- 
ping closer to slick pop fodder with every release, the timeless 
tunes of Sonidos Gold scream out youthful rebellion like the 
gangster poses of hustler Willie Colon on early Fania sides. 
Prince’s royal seal of approval may also help Grupo break 
through to a national audience. 

“Being in a room with Prince at rehearsals, I feel like I aged 
20 musical years,” Quesada nods. “Watching Maceo take a solo 
and Greg Boyer arrange the horns . . . you can’t buy that shit at 
any music school, and you can’t buy that in 10 or even 20 years 
of touring. It’s like a Ph.D. in music.” ■

Sonidos Gold 
(Aire Sol) 

Wah-wah guitar 
flips the circuit 
breaker, and in rolls 
a banging boogie, 
the drum circle 
doing laps under the 
organ as a Spanish 
street barker starts 
versing, horns blaring over hot coals of percussion. At 
precisely 1:53, the breakdown: that one neon keyboard 
figure lighting every pan-Latin Afro-Caribbean carnival 
for the last 200 years, its warm dopamine drenching 
your forebrain like Jennifer Beals’ chair-arched bath 
in Flashdance. That the hook boils down to one minor 
key matters nada, because that’s the exact moment 
Sonidos Gold meets your price. An Esquivel-ish filigree 
on the end solo of “Rebotar” spikes more pure pleasure. 
Instrumental hypno-shimmy “Cumbia de los Pajaritos” 
(“Cumbia of the Little Birds”) translates The Jungle Book 
into Haitian, while the Maceo Parker-guested “Gimme 
Some” loosens a lava trickle of Santana. All three 
pachangas, in the wake of the aforementioned cover 
of Cuban fusionistas Irakere’s “Bacalao con Pan,” core 
this ore. From the opening sternum bump popping this 
pinata to trombone-salted bachelor pledge “Soltero” and 
Morricone-kissed closer “Perso Fra i Mesquites,” Grupo 
Fantasma’s fourth album cashes in. “Arroz con Frijoles,” 
serving up an island chorus and deep-down tan, rocks 
an early-evening belly rub. Then comes the breakdown: 
whistles ablaze, pots a-bang, and a race across bongo 
tops. I’ll have what they’re having.

The Alchemist 
Manifesto 
(ESL Music) 

Grupo Fantasma’s 
Adrian Quesada and 
Antibalas founder 
Martin Perna are 
well-versed in aural 

alchemy, the process of transmuting common breaks 
into instrumental elixirs, and their second collabora- 
tion as Ocote Soul Sounds is their manifesto. Whereas 
the group’s cinematic debut, 2004’s El Nino y El Sol, 
scripted Fela Kuti’s Afrobeat to Salvador Dalf-esque 
sunsets, The Alchemist Manifesto ventures into more 
eerie and abstract realms, exploring interstellar grooves 
and themes that are equally elliptical and elusive. 

Perna proves quite the snake charmer on opener “The 
Grand Elixir” and “One Hundred Years,” his vaporous 
flute melodies drifting in and out of the circular rhythms 
with relative ease. Its tranquilizing effect is almost 
subliminal. Likewise, Quesada’s washboard guitar pat- 
tern in the serene “La Reja” works wonders as Grupo’s 
Alex Chavez, Beto Martinez, and Johnny Lopez chant 
incantations in sublime harmony. “El Pescador” finds 
the middle ground between the two, melding Antibalas’ 
urban sprawl with the Latin soul of Brownout’s 
Homenaje through layers of samples, textured keyboard, 
and impressionistic flutes. “Gunpowder” crackles like 
an outtake from Marina Records’ impeccable In-Kraut 
compilations right down to Quesada’s fuzz-guitar sorcery, 
while the Vulcan jazz-funk of “Carino” recalls Blackbyrds- 
era Donald Byrd, and molten blues seep into the like- 
minded “Pelican.” This alchemy is a universal solvent.

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BUN B 

II Trill (Rap-a-Lot) 

II Trill but never too trill, the second 
solo swagger from UGKer Bun B spins 
triumphant, Houston hip-hop ripped 
both in celebration of properly executed 
gangster prophecies and passed partner- 
in-slang Pimp C. The opening title cut 
cruises both roads, citing Pimp’s eternal 
presence in the H-town scene before 
a relentless Bun, “the chosen one,” 
hypes Clinton Sparks’ orchestral strike 
in crescendo: “too gangster, too street 
... too fly to stay grounded, too fresh to 
stay funky.” “UGK for Life” sentiments 
graffiti Sean Kingston-featured “That’s 
Gangsta,” claims of “the best to come 
out of PA” verified before the New Orleans 
bounce of Lil’ Wayne on “Damn I’m Cold.” 
Introspection backs the headliner’s R&B 
croon, “You’re Everything” feeding off 
Jodeci’s “Cry for You” along with Lyfe 
Jennings’ touches on “If I Die II Night” 
and the perfectly put together “Angel in 
the Sky,” which unfurls Bun’s soul-search- 
ing “Trill Talk,” also playing as tribute 
to the Pimp. The Chamillionaire-dosed 
vocals of “Underground Thang,” dropping 
horns Roc-a-Fella, even pulls a verse from 
Pimp’s grimy lyrical vault. That’s among 
the many highlights lifting II Trill above 
its 2005 predecessor, Trill, in tune with 
the Lupe Fiasco-featured tuba shake of 
“Swang On Em,” plus the guitar-riffed 
variations over “Get Cha Issue,” and 
Mddl Fngz-accompanied ride of “Another 
Soldier.” Grandiose hustler’s anthem 
“Keep It 100” closes like a fist. Unlike 
his solo debut, cut while biding time until 
Pimp’s release from prison, II Trill boasts 
the work of a rapper aware of his respon- 
sibility atop the Houston rap game. Now 
that’s trill.

LYDIA MENDOZA 

The Best of Lydia Mendoza 
(Arhoolie) 

“La Alondra de la Frontera,” 

Lydia Mendoza - “the Lark of 
the Border” - passed away in

down in chronological order, starting with an early 
rendition of her signature “Mai Hombre” (1934) 
and ending with 1982’s wrenching “Pero Ay Que 
Triste.” Some early selections are restorations, so 
the sound’s not as pristine as one would like, but 
by the time the tracks reach the 1950s, it’s simply 
a joy to hear Mendoza in her prime - her voice 
rich, evocative, stately, the singer often accom- 
panying herself on 12-string guitar. The extensive 
liner notes with lyrics and rarely seen photos 
transform this disc into a swan.

RAE DAVIS 

Positive Thinking! 

(Exponential) 

Like the two-toned floral 
pattern artwork that adorns 
this downtempo gem, Rae 
Davis’ local debut, self-produced in his South 
Austin home, captures simple captures simple 
beauty, at once complex and completely sooth- 
ing. Leaning on the keys of a tricked-out Fender 
Rhodes, the Austin-by-way-of-San-Antonio beatsmith 
cooks jazzy instrumental electronica with a help- 
ing of hip-hop. Davis layers glitchy beats and 
“wannabe beat-boxing” with live instrumentation, 
including his own bass and drums and the thereal 
flute and trumpet of collaborator Freddy Edu. The 
sample-laden “Old Pianos” salutes Endtroducing- 
era DJ Shadow, while on “This I Dig of You,” the 
jazz connoisseur winks at understated 1960s sax 
bopper Hank Mobley. The carefully crafted mood 
of Positive Thinking! is its greatest strength and 
ultimate drawback, no track straying far from the 
chilled-out course as one song frequently bleeds 
into the next without notice.

ALEXANDER'S 
DARK BAND 

Music to Stand by 
the Fireplace To 

Floating beyond the stan- 
dard rubric of lyrically quirky 
indie pop, Alexander’s Dark Band demonstrates 
the power of thoughtful arrangements in moving 
novel narratives toward individual distinction. 
Named for the unlit sky between two rainbows, 
the kitchen-sink symphonic sextet colors a 
half-serious/half-kidding approach that wouldn’t 


be entirely out of place in a Christopher Guest 
mockumentary. Following an overture that sets 
a relatively unassuming musical tone, “Tarzan” 
documents the frayed existence of a celebrity 
has-been through telltale observations, like hav- 
ing an autographed photo on the dry cleaner’s 
wall. Then “Pico” recounts the all-too-short saga 
of a baby chick purchased at a flea market. 
These tragicomic social commentaries evoke 
a local chamber music take on the Flaming 
Lips, while the oddball affinity in “Unicorns” 
leans toward Kimya Dawson. Although Fireplace 
contains somber passages to balance out the 
whimsy, the sixtysomething man wearing a thong 
at Barton Springs pool in “The Big Whisper” is 
the take-home image you won’t soon forget.

SISTERS MORALES 

Talking to the River (Luna) 

If Heart had grown up 
in the Southwest, they’d 
have sounded like Sisters 
Morales. The duo currently 
calls Houston home but

try, Latin, and traditional folk influences. Produced 
by Steve Berlin of Los Lobos, the disc sounds 
clean and professional, and with longtime guitar- 
ist David Spencer joined by locals Cornbread and 
Joel Guzman, it’s musically solid. Unfortunately, 
the songs, mostly composed by Sisters Lisa 
and Roberta, are just a step above common 
love poems that are almost painful to endure. 
Exceptions include a hip-shake reading of the 
traditional “La Mucura” and the steamy alt.country 
of “World Goes Round,” which allows the band 
room to stretch. While their voices meld well and 
it’s plain they put heart into what they’re singing, 
Sisters Morales’ insipid songwriting makes Talking 
to the River an undistinguished listen.

BRIAN BIRDWELL 

Volume 1 

Given the sudden super- 
star re-emergence of Jack 
Johnson, it’s not surprising 
to discover a new contingent 
of mellow-minded balladeers 
surfing in his wake. Though

pops with beach bonfire bon mots. The lawn- 
chair philosophy of “Jesus & Buddha” and “Free 
Ride” lap expectedly playful but ultimately shal- 
low, complemented by the carpe-diem meander- 
ings of “Life Is Short” and Shawn Mullins-styled 
“California Girl.”

Itinerant Youth 
(Nondescript) 

His debut, an impressive 
set of stylized Americana, 
pegged Nathan Singleton as 
a local artist to watch. Itinerant Youth, his second 
effort, is a head-scratcher, however. He’s turned to 
the weaker aspects of what he does and expand- 
ed on them, while mostly ignoring those things 
that made him interesting. Although the same 
influences reign - bits of Dylan, the Waterboys, 
Chris Whitley - Singleton tries too hard to 
impress, coming across as a shouter without 
much to say. Particularly egregious is “The Ballad 
of Stagolee and the Preacher Man,” a story told 
incisively too many times already and a big sign- 
post to Singleton’s lack of originality. Toward the 
end, “The Fog in the City” lifts for a dark moment 
of clarity, but it doesn’t salvage Itinerant Youth.

Golden State 

Mario Matteoli’s in love, 
and he doesn’t care who 
knows it. The local song- 
writer’s passions are splayed 
all over his second solo 
disc, but in a way that’s easygoing and rarely 
gushing. Gone are his Weary Boys alt-bluegrass 
days, replaced by a sunlit vibe that recalls the 
disc’s title, his California home. With some of 
Austin’s best yet underappreciated sidemen, 
bassist Jeff Johnston and keyboard master Matt 
Hubbard, along for the ride, and his paramour, 
Cayce March, providing occasional vocals, 
Matteoli provides glimpses of a Dylan & the 
Band influence, though their roots music rarely 
sounded this warm and cuddly. With the dainty 
and lethargic “Bleeding My Heart,” the front- 
porch rambling “My Best Friend,” and twangy 
train beat of “Nothing Like You,” he manages 
to roam through several styles and keep things 
appealing, all the while assuring the listener 
that his affections are real.

How We Lost (Secretly 
Canadian) 

Windsor for the 
Derby’s catalog, 
composed by former 
Austinites Dan Matz 
and Jason McNeely, 
marks a series of sequential relationships, 
each album a reflection of what preceded it. 
With eighth LP Flow We Lost, WFTD’s tales of 
distance and time finally come full circle, bal- 
ancing the tranquil ambience of 1996 debut 
Calm Flades Float (reissued in 2006) with the 


more melodic moments from 2005’s Giving 
Up the Ghost. Recorded over a year and a half 
in Philadelphia as a quintet, this ebb and flow 
becomes immediately apparent in opener “Let 
Go,” which moves from pacifying Eno-esque 
tones to shoegazed pop (not unlike its contra- 
dictory counterpart “Hold On”), while the more 
upbeat “Maladies” ripples into the camera- 
shutter reverberations of “Robin Robinette.” 
“Forgotten” revisits the bedroom acoustics 
of 2002’s The Emotional Rescue EP, and 
ethereal closer “Spirit Fade” presses forward 
through the blankets of reverb. Windsor may 
wander, but they’re never lost.

Another ’08 student did graduate in 
May in Durham, from North Carolina Central 
University: Crystal Mangum, the drug-abusing, 
part-time stripper who had relentlessly accused 
the three of raping her but whose story was 
later found to be completely unsupported. 
Mangum’s degree is in police psychology. 

RECURRING THEMES 

NOTE: As evidence that the weird news keeps 
repeating itself, this week’s collection consists 
of recent instances of people doing the same 
old things that we’ve seen before in “News of 
the Weird.” 

• “News of the Weird” informed you in 2007 
of camel beauty pageants in Saudi Arabia, but 
the obsession with the animal runs deeper, 
based in part on nostalgia for the days when 
camels were important for transportation. 
Breeders cuddle and nuzzle them, and at the 
country’s largest camel market near Riyadh 
in March 2008, they bought and sold based, 
one breeder told The New York Times, on the 
standards of “judging a beautiful girl. You look 
for big eyes, long lashes and a long neck.” Said 
another, “See this one? She isn’t married yet, 
this one. She’s still a virgin. Look at the black 
eyes, the soft fur. ... Just like a girl going to a 


party. ” He added (after kissing the camel on the 
mouth), “My camels are like my children, my 
family.” (In January, a prominent cleric issued 
a decree condemning the pride people take in 
their camels.) 

• March is the season for Shinto religious fer- 
tility festivals in Japan at which symbolic phal- 
luses are offered to the gods for business for- 
tune, as well as good sexual and marital luck. 
In the small town of Komaki, a 2-meter-long 
phallus is carried through town every year and 
presented to the local temple. The best-known 
celebration is the Kanamara Matsuri (“Festival 
of the Steel Penis”) in Kawasaki, where colorful 
phalluses float abound and delight the children 
of all ages who line the streets. 

• Because Japan’s suicide rate is so high, there 
is sometimes collateral damage. In April 2007, 
“News of the Weird” reported yet another 
instance in which a despondent person leaped off 
of a building (a nine-story edifice in Tokyo), only 
to land on someone else (a 60-year-old man, who 
was only bruised). These days, chemical inges- 
tion is the trendy method, and in May 2008, a 
despondent farmer drank a chlorine solution and 
was rushed to Kumamoto’s Red Cross Hospital, 
but as doctors tried unsuccessfully to save him, 
he vomited, and the fumes sickened 54 workers, 
including 10 who had to be hospitalized. 

• For Easter every year in Vrondados on the 
Greek island of Chios, villagers carry on a 
19th century tradition in which parishioners 
of two churches attack the other’s building 
with homemade rockets during midnight Mass. 
Villagers spend the days before Easter boarding 
up windows in order to minimize damage, and 
the goal is to be first to hit the other church’s 
bell tower 


• With rising prices paid for scrap metal comes 
the increased threat of theft, and metal deal- 
ers are on alert, as well as power companies, 
which use valuable copper wire. However, as 
the number of thieves increases, so does the 
number of clumsy ones who fail to respect 
that electrical substations are live. In May, at 
least three men were killed and three others 
badly injured in attempts to steal wire from 
substations in Lancaster County, Pa. ; Somerset 
County, Pa.; Savannah, Ga.; Chicago; and 
Edmonton, Alberta. 

• In April in Marion, 111., an alert newspaper 
carrier discovered an 84-year-old woman who 
was alive but had been pinned to the floor for 
four days without food or water because her 
much larger husband, 77, had died of a heart 
attack and fallen on top of her. (In a notorious 
1984 incident at a strip club in San Francisco, 
a dancer had been pinned down overnight 
underneath the body of club manager Jimmy 
Ferrozzo, who had had a fatal heart attack 
while having sex with her. She could not move 
because they were lying on top of a stage piano 
that descended on a pulley for the dancer’s 
grand entrance, and Ferrozzo, in the throes of 
ecstasy, had accidentally tripped the switch, 
sending it back up, where it jammed against 
the ceiling.) 

• There was yet another fight in Jerusalem’s 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre this past 
Easter (celebrated in mid-April by Orthodox 
Christians). This time, Armenians (one of the 
six Christian branches that share manage- 
ment of the holy site) believed that a Greek 
Orthodox priest had encroached on their part 
of the church and tried to eject him, leading 
to a brawl in which some in attendance used 
Palm Sunday fronds as weapons. It usually 
falls on Jerusalem’s Muslim police officers to 
restore order. 

• In 2006, “News of the Weird” featured 
the 5-year-old boy who was set to enter 
kindergarten as a 5-year- old girl after his 
parents agreed with therapists that 5 is not 
too young to be formally switching genders. 
In 2007, pediatric endocrinologist Norman 
Spack started a gender-identity clinic at 
Children’s Hospital Boston, motivated by 
his observation that even preadolescents 
can be at risk to harm themselves if they are 
confused or angry about their sexual orien- 
tation. According to a March 2008 Boston 
Globe report, Spack first recommends drugs 
to delay puberty, to give the child more time, 
before moving on to the usually irreversible 
effect of gender-changing hormones. 

UPDATES 

• In a well-publicized story in January, two 
New York City men were charged with fraud 
after they rolled a dead friend’s body in a 
chair from their apartment to a check-cashing 
store, propping him up to suggest that he was 
alive, and wanted the men to cash his Social 
Security check for him. In May, a judge set 
the men free after they told him that the three 
had an income- and expense-sharing arrange- 
ment and that they thought their friend was 
merely incapacitated. Since the autopsy was 
inconclusive as to time of death, the charges 
were dropped.

Fossil Rim Wildlife Center, outside of Glen Rose, Texas, seems to 
get better with age. Even though some of the facilities seem a little frayed 
around the edges, the animals have adapted very well to their ark on the 
Texas plains. What makes many of the residents extra-special is their 
membership in the worldwide herd as part of the Species Survival Plan. 

Every time I visit the open fields of Fossil Rim, I’m amazed at the nat- 
ural beauty of animals with space to be free. What a memorable event it 
is to see a herd of Thomson’s gazelles running across a field turn on a 
dime in unison like a flock of birds. Or to watch the natural ballet of two 
young long-horned black- 
buck antelope race each 
other through the tall 
grass around the gnarly 
oak and juniper trees. All 
from the comfort of your 
automobile. 

Fossil Rim began in the 
early 1970s as an exotic 
wildlife ranch owned by 
Fort Worth oilman Tom 
Mantzel. The ranch 
became the first private 
entity to participate in the 
captive breeding program 
for endangered species 
of the American 
Association of Zoological 
Parks and Aquariums - 
now the Association of 
Zoos and Aquariums. 

By 1984, a downturn in Q 
the economy forced 
Mantzel to open the sce- 
nic ranch to paying visi- 
tors. This allowed him to 
continue work on the 
breeding of Grevy’s zebra, 0 
African addax, blackbuck 

antelope, and reticulated giraffe. The ranch has built one of the oldest 
and largest gene pools for endangered cheetahs since the inception of 
their captive breeding program in 1986. 

Despite Mantzel’s successes with wildlife breeding programs, the 
ranch was on the verge of financial collapse by 1987. Facing imminent 
foreclosure, Mantzel sold the ranch to Jim Jackson and Christine 
Jurzykowski. The couple turned the ranch into a major tourist attraction 
and conservation program with more than 1,100 animals representing 
more than 60 species. 

All those cars driving the single-lane road across the rugged terrain 
are actually contributing to saving endangered species. Years ago, 
before she retired and turned the operation of the park over to the 
board of directors, Jurzykowski told me: “It’s unfortunate that zoos and 
wildlife parks like this have to exist, but the fact of the matter is that 
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without captive-breeding programs like ours, some of these species 
would have already disappeared in wild. Our hope is to one day have 
herds of these animals reintroduced to their native lands.” 

You would have to travel around the world to see all of the animals 
that call Fossil Rim home. There are guanaco, llamalike creatures from 
the mountains of southern Peru; one of the largest herds in the world of 
wildebeest; and the hundreds of graceful axis deer from Southeast Asia. 

The wildlife center continues to do groundbreaking research in cap- 
tive-breeding programs of endangered and threatened animals like the 

southern black rhino from 
Zimbabwe and the maned 
wolf of South America. North 
American species being pro- 
tected include the red wolf, 
Mexican gray wolf, and coati. 

One of the greatest suc- 
cesses at the center has 
been the breeding of the 
Attwater’s prairie chicken. 
The native Texan grouse 
once numbered in the mil- 
lions along the Gulf Coast 
until habitat loss and hunt- 
ing decimated their numbers 
to near extinction. Every 
year, the center releases 
young birds at a national 
wildlife refuge outside of 
Eagle Lake near Houston. 

To see the rarest of the 
animals in the breeding pro- 
gram, you have to take the 
Behind the Scenes Tour, 
which is separate from the 
driving tour. This is one of 
several ways that you can 
get extra value from a visit 
to the park. You can even 
spend the night among the animals in the luxury lodge or in a faux 
tent at the Safari Camp. 

Fossil Rim Wildlife Center is three miles west of Glen Rose off U.S. 
67. During the summer, visitors are admitted between 8:30am and 
5:30pm. The two-hour drive costs $22.95 for adults and $16.95 for 
children on weekends, $20.95 and $13.95 on weekdays, and $12.50 
and $5 on Wednesdays. For more information, call 254/897-2960 or 
go to www.fossilrim.org.

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Wow! Great game Tuesday night up in Round Rock, as the Austin Aztex U23 amateurs 
held their own against the pros of the United Soccer Leagues’ First Division Atlanta 
Silverbacks before succumbing in a penalty-kick shoot-out and thereby exiting the U.S. Open 
Cup in the first round. The Aztex twice had the lead, on beautiful 
goals by Jamie Watson in regulation and Willy Guadarrama in over- 
time, before twice giving up equalizers with just minutes to go in 
regulation (1-1) and again in overtime, which ended 2-2. 

Yes, the Aztex acquitted their young selves well - not a single player 
looked out of place in a high-level pro game - but my, what a differ- 
ence in the level of play. The Silverbacks’ speed and strength clearly had the Aztex out of their 
comfort level, especially at the start. But that’s how you get better, right? And a lot of these 
Austin players plan to be around next year as well, when the Aztex field their own First Division 
pro team and start playing the Silverbacks on their own level. No doubt, this was a great experi- 
ence for the players and the organization, and a bonus treat for the record crowd of 1,731 fans. 

Back to the Premier Development League: Over the weekend, the Aztex solidified their 
hold on the PDL Mid South Division lead, beating El Paso 2-0 at home on Friday and Dallas 
4-0 on the road Sunday, to run their league record to 6-1-1 at the halfway point of the season. 
The next home games aren’t until June 27 (El Paso) and 28 (Baton Rouge). 

The U.S. Men’s 0-0 draw against world No. 1 Argentina was their third straight game with- 
out a goal, and World Cup qualifying starts this Sunday. Not to worry - opponent Barbados 
tuned up for the game by losing twice to 139th-ranked Bermuda. June 15, 4pm, live on ESPN2.

Question: How do you throw together a 
successful soccer team entirely from scratch, 
with only a few weeks of practice before the 
season starts? 

Answer: You don’t. 

You spend decades in the sport, 
playing professionally at the highest 
international levels. Then, after you’ve 
retired as a player, you spend another 
20-plus years in the community, 
developing talent and building rela- 
tionships, so that when the opportu- 
nity does come along to assemble a brand-new 
team, you’re more or less good to go. 

Or, anyway, Wolfgang Suhnholz was. 

Head coach of the Austin Aztex U23 
Premier Development League team, 
Suhnholz moved to the city in 1985 after 
an 18-year playing career that included a 
stint with the perennial European power- 
house Bayern Munich and another run with 
the North American Soccer League. In 
1977, he was named to the all-NASL team, 
along with legends Pele, George Best, and 
Franz Beckenbauer. 

In other words, Suhnholz is kind of a big 
deal, not that he goes around advertising the 
fact. Aztex assistant coach Bobby Murphy 
has a hunch that, over the years, more than 
a few opportunities to coach in Major League 
Soccer have come Suhnholz’s way. No doubt 
a top college coaching job would be his for 
the asking. But Suhnholz, 61, is pretty mod- 
est about that sort of thing. And anyway, he’s 
not particularly interested in a mere coaching 
job. Instead, he’s interested in building a 
robust soccer community. 


The ambition may have been born in dis- 
appointment. When the NASL was going 
gangbusters in the late 1970s, Suhnholz 
was certain that American soccer would 
become as popular as it was in Europe and 
South America. “Everybody was 
always talking about Pele, but it 
was really hard to pick one great 
player in the league because pret- 
ty much all of the best players in 
the world were here,” he says. 

“We all felt like pioneers - it was 
a good feeling and a good time.” 

Then, just like that, it was over. But, begin- 
ning with the Capital Soccer Club in 1985 
and now with his Lonestar Soccer Club, 
Suhnholz has sought to grow the sport here 
the way European cities have - not through 
separate teams but rather through one large 
organization comprising a couple dozen boys’ 
and girls’ teams, which allows him to nurture 
local talent over several years. 

Although the Aztex (6-1-1) are organiza- 
tionally separate from all that (actually, the 
team is affiliated with the Stoke City Potters, 
now part of the English Premier League), the 
under-23 development team is still of a 
piece with everything Suhnholz has done for 
Austin soccer. 

“The secret is, you have to know people,” 
he says. “If you’ve been working on the 
youth level, you know a lot of young players. 
You’ve put down a good foundation. It’s a 
lot about psychology, trying to build up play- 
ers. And when the results are good, when 
you’ve created that team spirit, yes, it’s 
very satisfying.”

Salvage Vanguard Theater, through June 28 
Running time: 1 hr, 15 min 



Fifteen years ago, Jason Neulander and David Bucci were hang- 
ing in Rhode Island and got the idea of starting a theatre company 
with a rock & roll sensibility. Bucci came up with the word “sal- 
vage,” Neulander came up with the word “vanguard,” and they both 
came up with the word “theater.” About a month 
later, Neulander moved to Austin, with Bucci not far 
behind, and thus was born the company that now 
resides in a converted warehouse on Manor Road. 

How do I know all this? Because Neulander told 
the story to a sold-out house as part of his curtain 
speech on May 30, just before the opening-night 
performance of Hamilton Township, SVT’s world 
premiere production of the play by Jason Grote, and 
the last night Neulander would officially serve as 
the company’s artistic director. While I don’t know what Neulander 
is up to now, I do know that Jenny Larson now serves as SVT’s 
interim artistic director, and I also know that if Township, which 
Larson directed, is any indication, then Salvage Vanguard is in the 
most capable of hands. 

Check this out: A nerd named Jason and a prostitute named 
Babydoll are drinking Bartles & Jaymes wine coolers in the living 

room of a house belonging to some old woman, who is asleep on a couch. A storm, laced with 
copious amounts of thunder, lightning, looting, and fire, rages outside. Babydoll, who is a porn 
actress as well, will do anything Jason wants because some guy paid her to. See, it’s allegedly 
Jason’s birthday, but despite Babydoll’s advances, the skull on the back of his jacket, and the 
somewhat satanic symbol on one knee of his jeans, Jason won’t take what Babydoll offers. 

So they both wait for the guy to arrive who shelled out the cash to Babydoll. The guy, who 
remains nameless throughout, is off somewhere performing a task for Jason, and when he 
does eventually show, he makes a surprisingly long, incredibly dynamic, yet entirely wordless 
entrance, loading a mini boom box with batteries while dancing and lip-syncing to some heavy 
metal. He also has a present for Jason: a small cardboard container with a single Christmas 
bow on top. The funny-strange, not funny-ha-ha, thing about the container: Blood appears to be 
seeping through the cardboard. 

Grote sets up his story without apparent exposition, but by the end of the evening, and 
despite much intentional ambiguity, we pretty much know all we want or could ever care to 


know about who all of these people are, how they came to be in the house, and why they are 
there. Larson’s direction is invisible, but given how seamlessly the actors execute the staging 
and tell Grote’s story, I have no doubt her hand carefully caressed every turn of the tale. Joey 
LePage as Jason and Kristen Bennett as Babydoll carry the first 15 minutes or so somewhat 
nervously, but once Jude Hickey’s nameless guy shows up outside some sliding-glass doors 
looking like he stepped straight out of hell, the show settles down and moves as most SVT 
shows move: like it was blasted pell-mell from a powerful weapon. Longtime Austin theatre vet 
Lana Dieterich plays the sleeping old woman, and she never moves. At least, not until she’s 
dead. Then she moves. But I don’t want to give too much away. Suffice it to say that, besides 
the drinking, dancing, and loud, demonstrative sex, there will be blood. And plenty of it. 

The more things change, the more they remain the same. A hellish storm may be brewing, 
and Jason Neulander may have moved on, but inside the walls of SVT, the artists are still pro- 
ducing original, youthful, rocking theatre to make Austin proud. It certainly won’t be to everyone’s 
taste, but at least for this palate, Hamilton Township is a rare and delicious slice of perfor- 
mance: funny, frightening, visceral, violent, and totally unforgettable. - Barry Pineo

A Funny Thing Happened on the Way to the Forum 

Austin Playhouse, through June 29 

The scene is a street in Rome. On the 
left sits a house of ill repute, on the right an 
abandoned home. At center stage stands the 
house of Senex and his family, with a portico 
and plywood columns. Across every surface is 
scrawled graffiti that is just barely suggestive 
but never really goes anywhere. 

Same with the play. 

Now, let’s be clear: Austin Playhouse attracts 
one sort of demographic - an older, genteel 
crowd looking for laughs and a harmlessly fun 
evening - while Chronicle readers generally 
compose another. The former will enjoy A Funny 
Thing Happened on the Way to the Forum and 
the overall strong work of the large cast. The 
latter might wish that the company had filled in 
the rest of the graffiti. 

What’s at issue is the choice of script and 
how it’s staged. It’s true that this is a Stephen 
Sondheim musical (with book by Burt Shevelove 
and Larry Gelbart), but it’s not exactly Sweeney 
Todd. Forum is an earlier musical from the 
era of camp and silliness. The protagonist, 

Pseudolus (Michael Stuart), wishes he were free from his life of 
slavery, which, as portrayed here, is really more of 
an inconvenience than anything else. To that end, 
he devises a plan to unite his master’s son with 
the bimbo of his dreams, a virgin whore (yup), in 
exchange for his freedom. 

Thus ensues a farce in the classical tradition: mis- 
taken identities, ridiculous plot twists, and lots and 
lots of running around from all corners. In particular, 
the Proteans - the ever-changing chorus; get it? - 
dash from exit to entrance. One moment, they play 
eunuchs who behave a little like Ewoks; the next, they are soldiers 
who could be cousins to Marvin the Martian. The three actors give 
themselves over to the goofiness with abandon. 

The chief pleasure of A Funny Thing Happened on the Way to the 
Forum is in watching a cleansed, comedic version of what in reality 
is not funny at all. The ladies who play the harem of hookers are 


obviously sweet girls under their costumes, not hopeless tramps. 
Hysterium (Hans Venable), the servile head slave, doesn’t mind his 
lifelong bondage. We the audience can play around with sex and titil- 
lation and a punishing social order, and there’s no need to be rousted 
from your seat to go join the revolution. 

As Pseudolus, Michael Stuart channels Zero Mostel: He floats 
from one side of the stage to the other, detached from the play and 
anything remotely serious in it. In fact, much of the Playhouse produc- 
tion echoes the 1966 film version. The costumes are colorful and the 
wigs obvious. The procession of prostitutes is both chaste and politi- 
cally incorrect. The romance between Senex’s son and the innocent 
hooker is played more for laughs than for passion. 

That isn’t to say these things can’t make a good show. It’s simply 
that this show has been done before and in wide release. 

Musicals from yesteryear with yesteryear’s values have been 
remounted to great success, but that only happens if the company 
develops a fresh vision. The Playhouse has chosen the safer route of 
sincere flattery by way of imitation. - Elizabeth Cobbe

Dumb Luck. It’s the title of one of Lance Letscher’s 
latest works, a title that is redundant in the most clever 
ways - as is the piece itself. Drawing on 
this exhibition’s penchant for amazing 
lines, appearing throughout D Berman 
Gallery in pencil, crayon, and collage, 
Dumb Luck might be a tracing of any 
man’s daily walking path as seen from 
the air. It might be the mapping of a train 
of thought, or it might be, as a snippet in 
the upper left corner suggests, a random 
game of picture and story - something 
like life laid out in collage form. But be 
it path, picture, or point of thought, as Letscher’s title 
makes plain, it is also only ever Dumb Luck. Interestingly, 
the show’s theme is all that we as humans have in our 
toolbox to defy dumb luck. 

“Industry and Design” is a step off from Letscher’s pre- 
vious work. While at first glance the work appears to be 
thicker, meatier, the truth may be that these works invite 
openness in a way that his previous collections, while 
stunning, did not. The works’ colors stand out differently 
against more neutral backgrounds, and in the current, 
almost stair-step difference between paper background 
and book-cover foreground, the materiality of Letscher’s 
media is more noticeable. Perhaps this is in keeping 
with the pictures and stories that “Industry and Design” 
evokes: children’s thoughts fleshed out in squiggly lines, 
feet that don’t fit the size of their bodies, scribbles that 
seem to come out of nowhere. In close contrast, some of 
Letscher’s own pencil drawings have made their way into 
the collection. These careful measured studies in dark, 
layered lead complete the story told by the children’s 
early work. And work is certainly the question here. 

Throughout both the formal elements and the sug- 
gestive narratives that the artist strings throughout this 
group of collages, there is always the question of work: 
how children work through ideas and emotions and how 
adults, on a larger, possibly grander and more sublime 
scale, work through those very same ideas and emotions 
in supposedly grownup form. The answer may be “dumb 
luck,” but as we are accustomed to calling such luck “tal- 
ent” in many cases, the term seems all the more apt to 
describe Letscher’s work in this exhibition. - Nikki Moore

It’s as goofy as it is creepy: a human figure with a bag covering its head staring 
back at you from the other side of a window pane. That duality of response is what 
the Duplass brothers are going for here. Kind of funny and kind of scary, Baghead’ s 
central horror motif is merely a structure on which to hang its four-character story 
about the depth of relationships and the drive to find meaningful work. In this sense 
Baghead resembles the Duplasses’ previous feature, The Puffy Chair. The ugly La-Z- 
Boy of the title is simply the device that unites the characters; it’s emblematic of 
something that’s both ridiculous and tender. Even though Baghead is structured like 
a horror movie (four characters alone in a cabin in the woods - check out the May 
30 opener, The Strangers, for the most recent example of the formula) and contains 
several expertly executed frights, the movie isn’t the kind that will make gorehounds 
rejoice and horror mavens quicken their step. The Baghead directors (formerly Austin 
residents who filmed most of Baghead in this area) apply the formulas of the genre 
to what is described in the press kit as a “Scooby-Doo narrative,” then add in natu- 
ralistic performances and their lo-fi techniques (one works the hand- 
held camera, the other holds the boom) to create a story that elicits 
laughs and scares (often in the same breath). In the post -Blair Witch 
era, it’s ever harder to create an effectively scary movie that’s low- 
budget, low-tech, and most importantly of all, original. The Duplass 
brothers succeed by making a movie about a group of aspiring actors 
and their muddy relationships. Some might insert the adjective “mum- 
blecore” to describe the characters’ nonstop conversations about 
themselves, and the Duplasses are often lumped in with this recently 
identified filmmaking trend (this film also co-stars mumblecore poster girl 
Gerwig - see “All-Around Gal,” March 7). The brothers, however, are much 
more astute about their filmmaking impulses. They are clearly interested in the telling 
of stories: The “Scooby-Doo" plot may just be their version of a shaggy dog story. Matt 
(Partridge), Chad (Zissis), Michelle (Gerwig), and Catherine (Muller) are underemployed 
actors who decide to stop waiting for roles and decamp to a cabin in the woods to cook 
up their own screenplay in which to star. Matt and Catherine used to be lovers, Chad and 
Michelle are best friends though Chad clearly wishes their relationship were romantic. The

O THE INCREDIBLE HULK 

D: Louis Leterrier; with Edward Norton , Liv Tyler, 
Tim Roth , William Hurt , Tim Blake Nelson , Ty

Five years after Ang Lee attempted a 
stylistically and narratively daring reimagin- 
ing of what a comic-book movie could be 
(an example that tanked disastrously at 
the box office), the big green gamma-guy 
returns to the screen in a purer, more 
unadulterated, vastly more entertain- 
ing form. Ang Lee’s big, bigger, biggest 
screen version of Stan Lee’s comic-book 
character was ambitious to be sure, but 
its overly expository storyline and unnec- 
essarily Jungian subtext (not to mention 
Nick Nolte’s crazy-brilliant performance and 
the presence of a giant, killer poodle) ren- 
dered it an instant one-shot experiment. 


Ultimately, it was an honorable attempt 
but one which, viewed today, just doesn’t 
feel like part of the Marvel Comics multi- 
verse. Leterrier and screenwriter Zak Penn 
(whose script was, in turn, rewritten by star 
Edward Norton) is only the second shot in 
an upcoming fusillade planned by Marvel 
Studios. Already, The Incredible Hulk fol- 
lows on the repulsor heels of Iron Man for 
the studio’s boffo summer 2008 releases, 
and for all intents and purposes, Stan Lee 
will also most probably own the next five 
summer movie seasons. Suddenly, the 
Hulk feels really, truly incredible. That’s 
thanks to two key aspects of the film: 
Norton’s performance, which recalls, in all 
the right ways, the peripatetic Samaritan- 
cum-golem of the televised characteriza- 
tion, and the seamless inclusion of brief 
yet integral snippets of Marvel Comics 
mythology into the film’s main tale. (Many 
of these, including the blink-and-you’ll- 
miss-it mention of old school Marvel cold 
warrior Nick Fury: Agent of S.H.I.E.L.D. and 
the accidental origin of Nelson’s sidebar 
sci-guy character as the future Leader, 
should be filed under Fanboy Money Shots, 
but still, they’re smart, forward-thinking 
touches.) But most importantly, Leterrier’s 
film begins with one helluva bang (courte- 
sy of Stark Industries, natch) and, like the 
Hulk’s alter ego, Dr. Bruce Banner, it never 
stops moving. At the film’s core, under its 
rippling CGI/motion-capture musculature, 
lies the classic dramatic crucible of unre- 
quited love, unaided and unabetted by the 
necessity of constant flight and persistent 
pursuit. Norton’s necessarily repressed 


genius pines for but cannot safely be with 
his one true love, Betty Ross (Tyler), not 
only because any uptick in his heartbeat 
might trigger the beast within, but also 
because (wouldn’t you know it) she’s the 
daughter of scheming military brasshole 
General “Thunderbolt” Ross (Hurt), who 
dreams, Mabuse-like, of creating an army 
of hulking super-soldiers. Hurt gives Ross 
a genuine streak of humanity beneath all 
that hardcore hawkishness, but it’s clear 
from the outset that both Ross and Roth’s 
cannily-played character Emil Blonsky (here 
repurposed from his comic-book incarna- 
tion as a KGB agent to an aging British 
SAS commando with an unslakable thirst 
for battle) will be antagonists for the dura- 
tion. All of this will mean nada to audienc- 
es who don’t go in for comic book-based 
filmmaking, of course. If you don’t know 
who Tony Stark is or who The Avengers 
might or might not be, you could be better 
cinematically served by rewatching Peter 
Parker in Ang Lee’s The Ice Storm. And, 
too, if you don’t care to consider why mov- 
ies of the Stan Lee stripe may be so sin- 
gularly freighted with pop-culture import in 
a world where heroes - super or otherwise 
- are in increasingly short supply, well pal, 
you obviously don’t know Jack (Kirby). As 
of right now, it’s Marvel’s universe. We just 
live in it. - Marc Savlov

THE PROMOTION

In honor of the release of their new 
film The Promotion, and in recognition of 
its curious lack of narrative cohesion or 
tonal consistency, the Weinstein Company 
and writer/director Conrad (who wrote 
The Pursuit of Happyness) would like to 
offer viewers the following distractions: a 
street gang terrifying patrons of a Chicago 
grocery store with bottles of Yoo-hoo, a 
gay couple exploring the erotic possibili- 
ties of the banjo, a hero with an addiction 
to self-help audio tapes, another hero 
with a secret past as a male gymnast, 
two different conversations about the 
masturbatory habits of the mentally chal- 
lenged, and a long-suffering Scottish wife 
played by Taylor, who sounds like she’s 
auditioning for a part in an off-Broadway 
production of Brigadoon. And the result 
of all this absurdity? Total and forgettable 
and unforgivable blandness. Scott plays 
Doug, a neurotic grocery-store assistant 
manager who suffers the disinterest of his 
employees, the disrespect of his custom- 
ers, and the haughty disappointment of 
his superiors with all the patience of Job 
and all the backbone of a nematode. He 
is convinced that a promotion to full man- 
ager is his (“I’m the leading shoo-in,” he 
tells his wife proudly) until Richard (Reilly) 
transfers from a sister store in Canada 
and threatens to take it away from him. 
Luckily for Doug, Richard is a mess him- 
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self, a former alcoholic and drug addict 
with a talent for doing and saying all the 
wrong things at all the wrong times. Both 
men are on the verge of total collapse, 
confronting the abyss of their own limita- 
tions and disappointments and convinced 
their redemptions lie in moving up the cor- 
porate ladder but just self-aware enough to 
realize they’re too defeated to ever really 
amount to anything. Theirs is the sad tale 
of the modern, corporate, emasculated 
male sublimating his ancient desires in 
short-sleeve shirts, plastered-on smiles, 
and meaningless responsibilities. Over 
and over again, The Promotion hints at the 
movie it might have been - slapstick com- 
edy or social satire or relationship tragedy 
or, most promisingly, an exploration of the 
damaged, neutered American male psyche 
- if it had just bothered to decide which 
movie it wanted to be. Instead, it tries to 
be everything at once and ends up failing 
to be much of anything at all. And eventu- 
ally all that competing and contradictory 
clatter - Watch Doug scheme and plot! 
Watch Richard drive away his wife and sink 
into depression! Watch both suffer embar- 
rassment at the hands of black and Latino 
youth! - blends into so much white noise, 
until all that’s left is the lingering sense 
that the tragic and promising story of Doug 
and Richard won’t be sticking with you 
past the closing credits.

WAR, INC.

Any film that features a character, 
as War , Inc. does, whose pig-Latinized 
name translates to “fuck you” may be 
either terribly smart or awfully stupid but 
certainly, terminally aware of how clever 
it is. That can be grating in such a well- 
intentioned misfire as War , Inc., which 
posits an all-too-believable near-future in 
which the United States of America has 
been completely overtaken by the military- 
industrial complex. War ; Inc. is a black-ops 
satire crossbred from the cine-genes of 
Dr. Strangelove on holiday in Brazil and 
weaned on Wag the Dog and Medium Cool. 
But War , Inc. is neither all that interest- 
ing nor all that cool. That sounds like an 
impossibility when discussing a film that, 
without naming names, lampoons every- 
one from unhinged steroidal fuckups-for- 
hire Blackwater USA to unhinged VP Dick 
Cheney (via Aykroyd) and throws paunchy 
pundit John McLaughlin into the mix for, 
urn, no apparent reason whatsoever, but,

hey, War ; Inc. is nothing if not hell- 
ish. John Cusack, who co-wrote the 
screenplay with Mark Leyner and Jeremy 
Pikser (Bulworth), plays Brand Hauser, an 
ex-CIA assassin with an addiction to hot 
sauce and a streak of comic nihilism so 
bleak it might have been shorn from Anton 
Chigurh’s hairdo. Tasked to deep-six the oil 
minister of the fictional country Turaqistan 
- the country appears to be at war with 
Duck Soup's anarcho-state Sylvania, or 
maybe that’s just me - Hauser runs afoul 
of the greater good in the form of a leggy, 
bullshit-proof indie newshound, spectacu- 
larly played by Tomei, who, let’s face it, is 
always spectacular. Once-upon-a-Ghand/' 
Kingsley shows up as a CIA spookmaster 
with Wizard of Oz overtones, and pop- 
tart Duff straddles everything in sight as 
Eastern Euro hawttie Yonica Babyyeah, but 
absolutely nothing gels enough to create 
anything more biting than Duff’s incessant 
gnawing of her own lower lip. This is broad 
satire spun completely out of control, 
overloaded with obvious gags and cannon- 
ades of yuks where quivers of sleeking wit 
ought to be. In that regard, it’s not unlike 
Richard Kelly’s recent Southland Tales, 
another recent political satire that suffered 
from bloating of the pretential nodes and 
expired before securing only the briefest 
of theatrical releases. John Cusack, as 
ever, is engaging to watch, but why anyone, 
especially him, would ever throw away a 
perfectly good white boy in such a blunt- 
edged bit of future-imperfect spoofery as 
this is beyond me. - Marc Savlov

I’m not the first to make the comparison - that 
the women of Sex and the City make for a special 
kind of superhero in American pop-culture iconog- 
raphy. Carrie, Miranda, Charlotte, and Samantha 
may be larger than life, their pocketbooks and 
professional highlights a distant fantasy for most of 
the fan base, but take away the tights, and they’re 
muddling through just like the rest of us. Longtime 
creative force King (who wrote and directed) has 
crafted a feature that stands on its own (typically 
stilettoed) feet, while holding fast to the series’ 
singular mix of the giddily ribald and brutally confes- 
sional. We pick up several years after the series’ 
finale, and the women, individually, have undergone 
seismic change. It goes without saying that any 
one woman’s triumph or sorrow is felt collectively, 
and keenly. That, of course, has been Sex and the 
City's abiding m.o.: that this is a love affair, primarily, 
between women.

Scorsese’s Shine a Light will prompt myriad 
reactions - shock, awe, glee - but dismissal 
will be in the minority. Shock comes courtesy 
of the frontline’s Grand Canyon character lines, 
disbelief from the soon-to-be 65-year-old front- 
man’s sheer physical specimen, and roller-coaster 
thrills via a 17-song set that starts with “Jumping 
Jack Flash” and concludes on “(I Can’t Get No) 
Satisfaction.” “Marty” opens backstage, cuts in 
primo archival footage of the band, then lets a 
full concert leave its brand. Now well into their 
60s, Mick Jagger, Keith Richards, and Charlie 
Watts still emit that which has beckoned gen- 
erations of filmmaking fanatics, so Scorsese 
uses New York’s intimate Beacon Theatre to get 
into everyone’s craggy face except Charlie Is My 
Darling Watts, whose “Sympathy for the Devil” 
never creased his impassivity. Upsizing Shine a 
Light for IMAX screens (it also plays in conven- 
tional theatres) transforms this concert film into 
concert.

SPEED RACER

Former Matrices Andy and Larry Wachowski pop- 
ulate their shiny, happy, CGI-drenched Hot Wheels 
world with living, breathing, identifiably organic 
actors: Into the Wild’s Hirsch as Speed, a mountain- 
ous Goodman as Pops, Oscar-winner Sarandon as 
Mrs. Racer, a preposterously perky Ricci as Speed’s 
best gal Trixie, and so on. But in the supersaturated 
and breathlessly overdesigned unreality of the film, 
the actors fail to deliver even a quart of real, non- 
synthetic empathy. The outrageously eye-popping 
visuals are indeed psychedelic in both flavor and 
execution (this film owes everything to Japanese 
anime and Timothy Leary alike). The Wachowskis’ 
big, unspoken, vaguely transgressive joke is that 
their Speed Racer experience is akin to nothing so 
much as diving face-first into a rainbow-hued bowl 
of methamphetamine-laced cinematic Jell-0. It’s a 
giddy rush for a moment or two, but the comedown 
is long and harsh, and you’ll need one helluva nap 
afterward.

THE STRANGERS

First-time writer/director Bertino scares up a solid 
genre success with this debut outing. The Strangers 
covers familiar horror turf with its story about an 
inexplicable home invasion in the middle of the 
night, in which masked human ghoulies torment 
the baffled young lovers, Kristen McKay (Tyler) and 
James Hoyt (Speedman), who reside within. There’s 
little that distinguishes this movie’s basic plot from 
scores of other fright films over the decades, but The 
Strangers is more effective than most because of 
Bertino’s deft manipulation of the storyteller’s tools. 
Bertino creates a palpable sense of fear through the 
shrewd use of sound, imagery, and performance - 
often using the bare essence or absence of these 
rudiments to scare up some truly visceral viewer 
responses. Younger viewers who’ve cut their teeth 
on the instant horrors of modern “torture porn” may 
find The Strangers slow-going. Yet a film like this may 
be just the bracing corrective the modern horror film 
needs.

Having previously dug into Seattle grunge 
{Hype!) and hip-hop scratch {Scratch), filmmaker 
Pray continues his subculture-immersion studies in 
this revealing portrait of Dorian “Doc” Paskowitz, 
the spiritual father of Israeli surf and the cor- 
poreal father of a nine-child surfing dynasty. A 
Stanford-educated, surf-loving general practitioner 
who shrugged off bourgeois comforts (and two 
failed marriages) to go on a religious quest to 
the promised land and then a fact-finding mission 
into the “psychosexual development” of the other 
sex (essentially a one-man, 100-woman fuck-fest), 
Paskowitz eventually married a third time and 
adopted a surviva list-style of child-rearing, ever- 
broke and piled tight into a 24-foot camper. Via 
extensive, eye-opening interviews with the now- 
adult Paskowitz kids, we realize that for all the 
seeming mellowness of their nomadic existence, 
the way of the Doc was hardcore and nothing less, 
whether it came to diet, sex, or a fast refusal to 
formally educate his children. No matter: Be he a 
tyrant or a prophet, Doc cuts a relentlessly fasci- 
nating figure.

NIM'S ISLAND

Boys adventure stories are a dime (store novel) 
a dozen, but girls adventure tales are rare things 
indeed. Nim’s Island, which is adapted from Wendy 
Orr’s young-adult novel, comes to the rescue with its 
South Seas setting and message to girls of all ages 
about the need to become the heroes of their own 
life stories. The film details the parallel adventures 
of Nim Rusoe (Breslin), a motherless girl who lives 
on an otherwise deserted South Pacific atoll with her 
scientist father (Butler), and Alexandra Rover (Foster), 
a San Francisco agoraphobe who writes adventure 
novels about the escapades of her imaginary alter 
ego, Alex Rover (an Indiana Jones-type fellow who is 
also incarnated by Butler). It’s lovely to watch Foster 
in this role, taking a comedic breather from all the 
high-tension thrillers she’s been appearing in of late. 
Breslin tones down the perky effusiveness of her 
Little Miss Sunshine character and proves her versa- 
tility.

PROM NIGHT

This do-over of the 1980 Prom Night isn’t so 
much an improvement over the original as lousy in 
a whole new direction, a nearly bloodless slasher 
film with fewer surprises than a broken jack-in- 
the-box. It’s blandly scripted by J.S. Cardone, who 
adds nothing new to a genre that has already 
expired and been resurrected more times than 
Jason Voorhees. Hairspray’ s Snow plays high 
school senior Donna, whose entire family was gut- 
ted three years earlier by maniac teacher Richard 
Fenton (Schaech), who has since been locked 
away, presumably, in the same inescapable mad- 
house Michael Myers keeps escaping from. Now, 
with the big night at hand, Donna, dull beau Bobby 
(Porter), and a quartet of their BFFs are stalked 
and ceremoniously exsanguinated (offscreen, no 
less), with nary a shred of suspense or even mild 
annoyance as the still-statutory crush ’n prof carves 
a virtually goreless path toward his favorite coed.

O THEN SHE FOUND ME 

D: Helen Hunt; with Hunt, Bette Midler, Colin Firth, 
Matthew Broderick, Ben Shenkman. (R, 100 min.) 

Hunt’s debut as a film director makes me 
glad she found us. This story about a 39-year-old 
woman (played by Hunt) whose biological clock 
is ticking loudly and whose life is not turning out 
as planned is a work of maturity - at least in its 
humanist perspective, if not always its cinematic 
scope. The film delivers a nice blend of drama, 
comedy, and the unknown, in other words, an 
accurate reflection of life as we live it. Based on a 
novel by Elinor Lipman, Then She Found Me finds 
just the right tone for detailing its heroine’s prob- 
lems: It’s neither a sob story nor a satire. Hunt’s 
visual palette often looks as drab as the character 
she plays, but the film’s rhythms are well-tailored 
yet pliant. Some may dismiss Then She Found 
Me as a mere “women’s film,” but it’s really a 
more honest and mature take on sex and the city.

TYLER PERRY'S MEET THE BROWNS

You know what you’re signing up for when 
attending a “Tyler Perry film”: crass but wholesome 
stories about modern black family life that mesh 
comedy, melodrama, and Christian uplift - and 
include his name in the title. Meet the Browns also 
highlights another of Perry’s recurrent themes: 
scorn for black men who don’t do right by their 
families and baby mamas. The casting of Bassett 
as this film’s lead presents Perry with the best 
actor he’s probably ever featured in any of his mov- 
ies so far, and although she’s terrific to watch, she 
can’t raise Meet the Browns from the doldrums. 

The problem with the film is not really the story 
but, rather, the slapdash mechanics of Perry’s sto- 
rytelling. His visual style aspires to nothing more 
than rudimentary point-and-shoot blocking, and his 
storytelling bounces radically between low comedy 
and high melodrama, while excising any fluidity or 
plausibility that might bridge the two contrasts.

THE VISITOR

McCarthy (The Station Agent) is back with another 
humanist drama set among a mix of characters who 
might not ordinarily interact. Curiously, The Visitor is 
both predictable and unpredictable. Jenkins, a busy 
character actor, is uncharacteristically cast in the lead 
as Walter Vale, a gift that he capitalizes on fully. His 
performance (and the film) are studies in understate- 
ment, communicating often through the absence of 
words or actions. We may think we know where this 
is going: A hard-hearted economics prof reclaims his 
soul through his interaction with illegal immigrants 
(Sleiman, Gurira, and Abbass) who are full of life and 
artful enterprise. Well, yes and no. Change occurs, 
but not necessarily in the ways you might expect. 
McCarthy’s approach is much truer to life, in which 
people enter and depart another’s personal orbit with- 
out causing earth-shattering alterations in behavior or 
relationships. By definition, that means that not much 
occurs in The Visitor, yet it is never uninteresting to 
watch.

WHAT HAPPENS IN VEGAS

For all its bright lights and ersatz glitz, Las 
Vegas can be a dispiriting place, and there’s some- 
thing of that same desperation and forced cheer 
in this jaded comedy of unmarriage starring two 
Hollywood actors known for their prankishness 
and pluck. Overplucked here, turns out: Diaz and 
Kutcher practically pant with franticness trying to 
convince us that these! yuks! are! fun! They play 
two halves of a one-night stand that turns into a 
quickie marriage; plans for an annulment derail 
when husband and wife win a $3 million jackpot 
and a sadistic judge (Dennis Miller) sentences 
them to six months of “hard marriage” before they 
can divorce and/or touch the money. A strident 
Diaz plays against type, shackling the good-time 
gal to play a tightly wound Wall Street she-warrior 
recovering from a bad breakup. Kutcher plays to 
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his strength - unemployed frat-boy humor. Both the 
actors and the characters they play are a terrible 
mismatch.

YOU DON'T MESS WITH THE ZOHAN

You Don’t Mess With the Zohan, Sandler’s first 
collaboration with co-writer Judd Apatow, is a 
crazed, delightfully bizarre return to form for the 
star. As Israel’s top dawg in the secret intelligence 
agency Mossad, the Zohan (Sandler) is the ultimate 
uber-mensch, both Nietzsche’s and Hezbollah’s 
worst nightmares. But (in an inspired comic riff on 
Al Jolson’s The Jazz Singer) what the Zohan really 
wants to do is cut and style hair for Paul Mitchell. 
After faking his demise in an inspired waterborne 
battle with his Palestinian archenemy, the Phantom 
(Turturro, comically holding his own), the Zohan 
moves to New York City to pursue his dream, and 
(some very clever) comedy ensues. As far as I 
know, this is the first Hollywood-made Jewish/ 
Palestinian/immigrant comedy that also doubles 
as a surprisingly trenchant analysis of the Middle 
East’s perpetual bloodbath. Would that Hamas, 
Hezbollah, and Ehud Olmert had Sandler and

A documentary about a choral group of lovable 
octogenarians whose repertoire includes songs by 
Sonic Youth and the Talking Heads? It sounds gim- 
micky, scary even. But despite an occasional lapse 
into nudge-nudge jokes about old age, Young@Heart 
eschews the cliches for something that we can all 
relate to: our own mortality. Shot in a straightforward 
style that feels deceptively simple, this documentary 
spends two months with these senior citizens as 
they prepare for a concert. During the course of 
these eight weeks, the drama of everyday life runs 
the gamut from the comical to the heartbreaking. 
Songs like Bowie’s “Golden Years” and the Bee Gees’ 
“Stayin’ Alive” take on an altogether different (often 
tongue-in-cheek) meaning when sung by someone 
with gray hair and wrinkles. The film suggests that the 
secret to growing old is to feel young, and - based on 
what you see in this film - there may be some truth 
to that platitude.

Loretta Lynn boasts more than 70 chart 
hits from the 1960s, including 13 Top 
10s and four No. Is, not to mention an 
Oscar-winning film on her life, Coal Miner’s 
Daughter. Many of those hits espoused 
calico-and-gingham feminism, evident in 
titles such as “The Pill” and “Don’t Come 
Home a Drinkin’ (With Lovin’ on Your Mind),” 
to a traditionally conservative country music 
audience. By making those issues apolitical 
and personal, she enlightened the masses. 
The 74-year-old Lynn cannily worked with 
the White Stripes’ Jack White on 2004’s 
universally applauded Van Lear Rose, which 
appropriately won two Grammys. 


“Jack and I started writing” she 
explains from her kitchen. “Course he 
didn’t write anything he thought was good 
enough for me to sing, but I 
thought he did. He watched my 
movie over and over. He come 
down, and I cooked chicken and 
dumplings and baked bread, 
and he thought it was the best 
dinner he ever ate. He lives in Nashville, 
you know. Last time I went in to do the 
Opry, I called him to come do it with me. 
He said he didn’t have a babysitter, so he 
couldn’t come. He sure is a sweet kid. I 
need to call him again.” 


With her hands red from freezing strawberries, 
waving at the busloads of tourists that regularly 
drive up to her Tennessee home, Lynn is among 
the last of a breed and still out prov- 
ing it on headlining tours. Old-school 
country without compromise. 

“Everything [in Nashville] sounds 
alike to me,” Lynn laments. “If they 
all sound alike or they get on a video 
in a bathing suit or pair of shorts, and they have 
a good record, they think they’ve made it. That’s 
not gonna do it. 

"I don’t know. I’d just like to see the music 
make it instead of a person.”

WHAT A WAY TO 
CHARGE A CELL PHONE 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

While on my evening walk, I went past a small 
SUV with the engine running. On the return leg 
of my walk, the engine was still running. At the 
completion of my walk, I went hack to check the 
vehicle. It was still running, so I went up to the 
house and asked the owner if she knew her engine 
was running. She was charging her cell phone! 
Question: How long can a modern passenger car he 
left idling? How much does it cost in gas? Can a cell 
phone he charged hy using just the battery? Would 
it he cheaper to get an emergency cell-phone charger 
battery? And safer? What is the wear and tear on 
the engine? - Mike 

TOM: Well, we can do the math, Mike. An 
average car bums about 0.15 gallons of gas an 
hour while idling. That’s 45 cents’ worth of gas 
at $3 a gallon. Plus, in an hour you create three 
pounds of carbon dioxide and who knows how 
much nitrous oxide emissions. But we don’t 
need to do all of the math to conclude that this 
is a wasteful way to charge a cell phone. 

RAY: It’s like air-conditioning your house 
down to 30 degrees to keep the ice cream cold, 
instead of just putting it back into the freezer. 

TOM: I assume the cell-phone owner had lost 
her home plug-in charger and was using the car 
adapter because that was the only way she could 
charge her phone. 

RAY: But what she didn’t know was that she 
didn’t have to run the engine. If she had sim- 
ply plugged the adapter into the power point 
(formerly called the cigarette lighter) and then 
turned the key to the appropriate position (on 
some cars the power point will work without 
the key in at all, and on other cars the key 
needs to be in one of the “on” positions), she 
could have charged her cell phone using only 
the car’s battery. 

TOM: No harm would have come to the 
battery. Charging a cell phone takes so little 
energy that it’s virtually impossible to mn down 
a healthy car battery by doing that. And the bat- 
tery would have completely recharged itself the 
next time she used the car. 

RAY: Plus, the added advantage of using the 
car’s battery instead of the engine to recharge 
your cell phone is that you’re less likely to 
attract the unwanted attention of potential car 
thieves. Or nosy evening walkers.

This weekend both the ROT Biker Rally and Pride Texas are knock- 
ing knees Downtown. Talk about a summer blockbuster. It’s like Jerry 
Bruckheimer, Judd Apatow, and the Cohen Brothers had a business lunch 
at Hooters, smoked a fatty, and dreamed up this weekend. Bikers . . . gays . . . 
lesbians ... if the Convention and Visitors Bureau was really on the ball they 
would have booked a mime festival this weekend too ... or better yet, the 
Southern Baptist Convention (same amount of make-up really, just different 
technique). Regardless, you can expect about 40,000 bikers, 15,000 gays, 
100,000 or so wide-eyed onlookers, and roughly 1.5 milli on Mexican free-tail 
bats buzzing around Downtown this weekend. That’s a goldmine in guano 
alone, but the ROT claims to rev up the local economy by nearly $40 million 
- the bulk of which surely ends up folded into the g-strings of local tittie danc- 
ers. Basic trickle-down theory states that the surplus tittie-dancer cash will 
make its way into the pockets of meth dealers and all-night day-care centers, 
which will in turn blow its respective wads on Sudafed and disposable diapers, 
thereby feeding the vicious cycle of corporate consumerism through which the 
bikers define their freedom and individuality. Ronald Reagan couldn’t have 
sketched it up any better . . . right down to the self-fulfilling prophecy of over- 
inflated economic impact. Bitch about their flatulent, lumbering, gas-sucking 
anachronisms of modem engineering all you want, Harley riders are superior 
in at least one way: Brand loyalty. That’s a state of economic Zen that’s hard to 
achieve in modem society. You really have to ignore a lot of facts and statistics 
and just go with your gut, which, if Harley riders are any indication, is one of 
the most lovingly developed parts of the human anatomy. You should be see- 
ing plenty of spectacular ones this weekend - usually stretching out a T-shirt 
that says, “If you can read this, the bitch fell off” on the back.

“ Bikers come in all stripes. There is a misconception that they’re a bunch of thugs, tattooed, and run 
around with gangs. ... If I had a choice between a biker and a corporate lawyer and it was the end of 
the world, I’d take the biker because he’d survive.” So says state Rep. Norma Chavez, D-El Paso. 

We are inclined to agree. 

We spoke to five groups of bikers from our own turf, motorcycle maniacs willing to talk about 
why they ride, what they love about the road, and how they got there. What do thunder, sign lan- 
guage, split panty hose, and riding bitch have in common? Brown Sugar, South Central Deaf Bikers, 


the family at Booger’s Place, Sun City Cruisers, 
what they’re all about. 

La Dolce Vita 

Brown Sugar is a group of female riders 
who ride sport bikes - the low, sleek, brightly 
colored rides made primarily in Asia. The 
majority of Brown Sugar members are women 
of color, and they’re also mostly employees of 
the state of Texas. 

Austin Chronicle: Does being a woman make 
riding different? 

Spice: We like the adrenaline, the speed, and 
the freedom of the road. But we are all moth- 
ers, and we like our lives. We have kids to 
come home to. We don’t have the liberty to be 
risk-taking and ride on the edge. We have to 
schedule babysitters; we can’t just get up and 
go. That’s why men respect us: They see us 


and L.O.W Riders explain their lives and tell us 


putting out effort. I have never had a man be 
rude to me about being on a motorcycle. All 
men have been supportive. 

AC: Do your children ride with you? 

Spice: My children matter too much to me to put 
them on a back of a bike. As an adult, I take my 
own risks on the road. But I won’t put my kids on 
it. I recommend riding for other mothers, other 
women. I say, “Do it!” Your mind will focus, and 
you’ll get that me time that can be so hard for 
women to find. When you are out on the road, 
you have an alter ego. When you’re at home, 
you’re Mom, and at work, you’re Ms. So-and-so. 
On the road, you are who you want to be. We’d 
love to get more women out there on bikes. 


South Central Deaf Bikers 



Good Vibrations 


South Central Deaf Bikers are a group for 
people who know American Sign Language 
and like to ride motorcycles. The club, cur- 
rently counting 30 members, has been around 
Central Texas since 2004. We spoke to them 
on the phone through an interpreter. 

AC: Who is in your group? 

Ricky Taylor and Wendy Green: SCDB was 
established by a small group of special bikers 
and wannabes. Our club is designed for deaf 
and hard of hearing bikers of the Southwest U.S. 
SCDB also includes Children of Deaf Adults 
and interpreters and those who know ASL. 

We are proud of being deaf without any 
barrier. Our group is wonderful, and we work 
together as an energetic team. SCDB owns 
a large barbecue grill on wheels, a 20-by-40 
canopy, and lots of big-hearted members! 

AC: Why do you ride? 

Taylor and Green: Two words: Why not? We 
enjoy having the freedom to be able to ride a 
motorcycle in our country. SCDB members love 
riding bikes because it gives out a lot of vibrations 
and the wind on our faces and the opportunity to 
admire the scenery out in the Hill Country. 

AC: Where can folks meet the South Central 
Deaf Bikers? 

Taylor and Green: We have fundraising events: a 
booth at Texas School for the Deaf Homecoming, 
donating some money to DAWCAS [Deaf Abused 
Women and Children Advocacy Services] , and we 
use our barbecue grill to cook hot dogs at Kidfish 
[a children’s fishing fundraiser held by Austin 
Bass Club of the Deaf, www.littleanglers.org] . Most 
importantly, we care about children, and we are 
currently working on joining Bikers Against 
Child Abuse. We support and donate money for 
the women and children in SafePlace. 



Home of the Booger-Mobile 

Here’s an East Austin group that’s not offi- 
cially a club at all. Booger’s Place is a comer 
yard in the 78702 ZIP code. The curb is cut so 
motorcycles can rocket into the yard from the 
street. The mailbox has Harley flames painted 
on it, and smoke billows out of the barbecue pit 
through a tailpipe. It’s not a bar, a gang, a chop 
shop - it’s just a neighborhood hangout. Booger 
happens to live there. Bikers show up day or 
night to say hey or toot their hom driving by. 

This crew has been friends for 30 or 40 or 50 
years - mostly from Mexican-American families 


in the neighborhood. They keep the street safe, 
scare off real estate investors, weld and rev up 
in the yard, drink Budweiser night and day, and 
give backbreaking hugs. 

Austin Chronicle: How did you get into riding? 
Booger: I started riding when I was 10, 11 
years old. 

T.E.: Booger builds bikes. You can’t ask what kind 
of bike he rides. Booger’s bike is totally a Booger- 
mobile. It’s made out of a little bit of everything. 
Snake: I’ve been riding for 38 years. I started 
riding on dirt bikes. I ride a Harley now. It’s not 
what you ride; it’s how you ride, little darlin’. 
AC: What’s the best thing about being on a bike? 
Cowboy: The best thing about riding is the 
thunder. 

T.E.: I love the wind and the spread-eagled posi- 
tion. I rode with Booger once in panty hose, and 
when I got off, they were split up the middle. You 
can’t get more spread-eagled than that. 

Cowboy: Live to ride, and ride to live; that’s 
the meaning of life. 

Snake: I rode 154 miles today. I was in Flatonia. 
A lady says, “Are you lost?” I said, “How can I be 
lost? I don’t even know where I’m going!” 
David: It’s not where you’re going; it’s how 
you get there. The little country stores, the feed 
stores . . . the bars in the back. I love to just go 
look at the places. 

AC: What’s the best thing you’ve ever done on 
a bike? 

Booger: Sex. You’re riding the bike, and she’s 
facing you. You only do that on a country road. 
Snake: I second that opinion. You have to figure 
out different ways to do it without falling off or 
falling over. You’ve only got one little seat. 
Cowboy: Some men can maintain control of 
the bike. And you don’t need a vibrator - the 
bike’s vibrating already. 

Fly: If you come over here, you’ll always find a 
mechanic. Somebody will fix you up. 

AC: How did you get your nicknames? 

Snake: Me and Booger grew up together. His 
dad gave me the nickname. I did electrical 
work, and certain people couldn’t fit under 
the house. I was a skinny little white boy, and 
I could scoot under there. That’s how I got the 
name Snake. Everybody names their bikes, too 
- that there’s the Black Widow. 

David: My bike’s the Fat Mexican. 

Booger: I’ve got Leana Cochina - she always 
leans to one side. Fly got named because his 
name is Oscar, it rhymes with mosca, fly. 

AC: What keeps you all coming back here? 
Esther: It’s about family. Bikers are family. And 
it’s not just bikers - everybody is family here. 
David: I’ve been knowing Booger since I was 
6 years old. 

Esther: You don’t have to be blood-related to 
be family. Family is having people surround 
you who love you and watch your back. 
Booger: Good people. We like good people. 
Bikers are like everybody - you got some good 
ones and some low-down dirty ones. 

T.E.: That’s what I love about these bikers. 
They’re big boys, and they’re silly at heart. 

Ride Into the Sun 

Sun City Cruisers are a group of bikers age 
55 and older, based in Sun City, the first Del 
Webb retirement community in Texas, located 
north of Austin, in Georgetown. 

AC: Who can join your club? 

Wayne Ware: We chose our name to be Sun 
City Cruisers versus Sun City Geezers! You 
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don’t have to live in Sun City. There are male 
and female riders and some wives who ride on 
the back. We have several trikes. A lot of older 
people like them because you don’t have to 
pay as much attention as you ride them. We 
are all senior citizens. We try to ride away from 
traffic. We typically don’t go to the motorcycle 
bars and such. Our oldest rider is probably 75. 
After a certain age, you have a hard time pay- 
ing attention with the attention span. 

AC: What distinguishes Sun City from other 
planned communities? 

WW: One of the household members has to be 
[at least] 55. We have 3,000 homes out here. 
We have several grocery stores, several dentists, 
a post office, a church, a fire station, a police sta- 
tion . . . everything you need is pretty close. It’s 
a city in itself, politically speaking. Old people 
vote - they come out in droves - so politicians 
Downtown make sure they come out to us. 

AC: What got you into motorcycle riding? 
WW: When we moved to Sun City, we thought 
about getting a golf cart - a lot of the folks drive 
those here. You’ll also see a whole lot more older 
people riding scooters now, with the gas prices. 
I have a little Lhasa apso, and she rides in the 
basket up front on the little scooter with me. 
We ride to the 7-Eleven down there and go for 
a ride for the fun of it. In Sun City you can’t go 
over 35 miles an hour, anyway. I’ve also got a 
Honda Saber for riding on the roads. 

AC: What do you love about riding? 

WW: It’s a whole lot more fun than cars. You 
see a whole lot; you’re out in the atmosphere. 
Cutting the comers is a lot of fun. I don’t want 
to drive straight down 35 for 50 miles. We’re 
all pretty cautious. Most of us have been riding 
for years. We don’t speed, and we don’t push 
the limits. Quite a few of the accidents you see 
are at intersections, because people are just not 
watching. When I get into traffic, I want to see 
everybody’s eyeballs. Most everybody out here 
goes slower; much more cautious. When you 
are on two wheels, there’s always a chance. 

We’re not hellraisers. We don’t speed, and 
we don’t do crazy things. We’re just a bunch of 
old guys that love to go out and ride. 

Real Go-ers 

Ladies on Wheels, or L.O.W Riders, started 
in Austin in 2001. With about 100 members 
from Dallas to El Paso, they say, “We are sisters 
by choice, bound by respect and tolerance.” 
Tammy Malone, road captain and VP of Ladies 
on Wheels, explains. 


AC: Who can join L.O.W Riders? 

Tammy Malone: Our mantra: “It’s about the 
ride - no chick shit.” We welcome all women 
who love to ride ... the only prerequisites are 
that you are at least 25 years old, have a CM 
license, insurance, and you love to ride. 

AC: Are there other requirements for membership? 
TM: Be a woman, have a motorcycle, and 
be willing to have a lot of fun! We welcome 
all women who love to ride. They can com- 
plete a prospect application via our website: 
www.ladiesonwheels.com. 

We have created a place/group for women 
who have ridden all their lives, women who are 
just learning, and women who want to leam 
have a place they feel safe and comfortable. 
They can ride their own ride and not feel com- 
pelled to keep up with their male counterparts 
or stay on the back and be a passenger. 

AC: Why do you ride? 

TM: Riding a motorcycle is the next best thing 
to flying without leaving the ground. Riding 
a motorcycle is great therapy. It’s a chance 
to challenge your skills, to take to the open 
road and experience everything. All of your 
senses are touched - not like riding in a car. 
You can have a bad day at the office, and once 
you throw your leg over the seat and start the 
engine, all the stresses of the day melt away. 
It’s just you and your machine in perfect 
harmony. It’s a powerful, freeing experience. 
No more riding “bitch” for today’s strong 
independent women. We empower women 
to take “the reins” of their own “iron horse” 
and feel the joy, freedom, and liberty of riding. 
This does not mean we don’t ride with men or 
do not enjoy the company of men. It simply 
means we have a place we can call our own, 
just as men have in so many arenas for ages. 
When we ride, it’s “ladies night baby!” If you 
get my drift . . . 

AC: What else do y’ all do together? 

TM: Everything from riding to camping, din- 
ner, lunches, the occasional bar-hopping, 
happy hours, etc. We do fundraising for dif- 
ferent charities/causes such as breast cancer 
and lupus charities, Rotary clubs, homeless 
families, etc. We are there for each other when 
something happens in life, good or bad. We 
have had members lose family, friends, et cet- 
era. We go to funerals, weddings, and births. 
We do it all. We are a family of sisters, and 
the bond is deep. We have each other’s back, 
and we are loyal, dedicated, and respectful of 
each other. 

AC: What about the risks of riding? 

TM: We all know the risks involved and gladly 
accept them. We are not naive or foolish to believe 
we are invincible. True die-hard riders respect 
the machine, the danger involved, and educate 
themselves as much as possible so that the risks 
are as few as possible. You can die in a car wreck, 
crossing the street, or taking a bath. ■ 
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Every biker is an engineer. There’s always something that 
needs tightening or lubing or welding, and for a lot of bikers, 
that’s the dull stuff. But for Austin-based stuntman and pyro 
expert Steve Wolf, engineering is fun. “We do nothing but fun 
stuff,” said Wolf. “We blow stuff up for a living.” 

When the big fireworks finale closes this weekend’s rally, 
thank Steve Wolf. Or if you catch one of the many grease rags 
shot out of an air cannon, thank Steve Wolf. He’s also the man 
that makes it snow in Central Texas for that perfect winter 
wedding. He’s the scientist/mechanic that makes them all pos- 
sible. “It’s an atypical application of engineering,” he admits. 
“We formed a niche market in Austin of providing fireworks to 
people who are not normally fireworks consumers.” Normally, 
municipalities are the big buyers, but Wolf and his company, 
Event-FX, provide pyros, fog, confetti, and every other effect 
that a special event could desire. 

Fireworks are but one part of his resume: He’s also a 
Hollywood stunt and effects coordinator. Wolf started in film 
as a set medic 25 years ago and quickly realized that he was 
busier than he should be, because filmmakers didn’t always 
understand physics or chemistry - or human biology. “The 
stunt people insisted on hurting themselves by not using good 
science,” he said. “I started using good science, and people 
started getting hurt less.” He studied under Academy Award- 
winning effects guru and polymer chemist Gary Zeller, the man 
that invented Zel-Jel (the goo that stunt performers slather over 
themselves when they set themselves on fire for a movie), and 
has gone on to work as special-effects coordinator on dozens 
of movies and TV shows, including Hustle & Flow and Richard 
Linklater’s Fast Food Nation. “We’re essentially scientists in the 
service of entertainment,” he said. 

When he’s not working with Tom Cruise or James Cameron 
or running zip lines over the star in front of the Bob Bullock

museum (an experience, he said, “where balls meet applied 
physics”), he’s also a teacher: He takes his flash-bang-boom lec- 
ture, Science in the Movies, to schools to show kids that when a 
car flips over or a character runs around on fire, it’s science that 
makes it possible for the action and safe for the actor. He’s even 
turned the lecture into a book, The Secret Science Behind Movie 
Stunts & Special Effects, which is being considered by some 
independent school districts as a textbook. That all adds up to a 
lucrative lifestyle for a science wonk. “We’ve found that people 
don’t bounce checks to people with liquid explosives,” he said. 

It also means he’s always got some unusual problem to 
solve, like finding a way to distribute 2,500 Harley-Davidson 
shop rags over the weekend for Cowboy Harley-Davidson of 
Austin. The solution? An air cannon, like the T-shirt guns used 
at sporting events. But he’s always looking for a way to build a 
better rag-launcher. “If you do it by hand, you’re just wasting 
compressed air,” he said, so he and his team calculated muzzle 
length and the amount of compressed air needed to launch a 
rag safely and with good range, programmed that info into a 
solenoid valve, and increased the machine’s efficiency. 

Inside, it works the same as any air cannon. “You crank the 
handle and go pfffshUl” explained Wolf. But outside, it’s a little 
different from the bazooka look-alike most people use. This one 
looks like a bike. “I was talking to Steve, and he said, ‘We can 
make it look like a Harley,’ and I said: ‘What? I have options?”’ 
said Jaclyn Alderete, director of marketing for Cowboy. 

Like any good mechanic, Wolf’s job is never done, even if 
that job is finding a better way to get a free T-shirt to the back of 
the crowd. “Our inclination is to engineer, so it’s never done,” 
he said. “Maybe we’ll do a smart bomb, where a rocket explodes 
and launches T-shirts.” 

But the big moment for him will be the fireworks display, a 
10-minute extravaganza, which will build in its final moments to 
more than 3,000 rounds - about 10 shells per second. For Wolf, 



that’s when the engineering stops and the creativity begins. “I 
think of fireworks, and I think of the alphabet: There’s only a 
limited number of devices available but an infinite number of 
ways to put them together. Shakespeare only had the same 26 
letters that we have.” 

Steve Wolfs work-rag air cannon will be launching swag into the crowd during 
the ROT Rally Parade along Congress on Friday, June 13. He’ll also be launching 
the fireworks display at the ROT Rally site on Saturday, June 14. 







Welcome fe ftie Motordrome 


One of the last Wall of Death barrels comes to town 


‘ -Wf. . 


In 1984, Rene Regimbal started a 24-foot 
bike ride, and he’s been riding it ever since. 

Regimbal is the owner, operator, and dare- 
devil rider of one of the last remaining Walls of 
Death, or motordromes, in the world. It’s the 
classic sideshow attraction, part of a tradition 
going back over 100 years: Motorbike speeds 
up; motorbike goes in circle; motorbike rises 
up the inside of the 24-foot-diameter wooden 
barrel; audience watches biker seemingly defy 
gravity. But they call it the Wall of Death for a 
reason. The bike starts sticking to the wall at 
26 mph, but when the rider hits full speed of 
55 mph, they can be pulling three g’s. “If you 
go up at 24, 25 miles per hour, and you don’t 
know what you’re doing, you’re going to come 
down hard,” said Regimbal. 

Regimbal estimates there are 70 to 80 steel- 
cage attractions - globes of death - in North 
America, but only four true wooden Walls of 
Death like his and just seven in the world. 
Even among this small community, Regimbal’s 


wall is unique. Constructed in 1980 (the pre- 
vious owner lost his first one during a tour of 
Venezuela after the carnival he was traveling 
with was ordered to leave the country and he 
had to leave it behind), the barrel is made of 
maple and oak, like most walls, and the cables 
that hold it together are steel. But the “mud 
fills” that make up the supporting structure 
and stands are aluminum, making the struc- 
ture lighter and stronger than many others. 
When broken down, it fits on one truck. He 
drives it from town to town like a huge jigsaw 
puzzle and can reassemble it with a local crew 
in mere hours, complete with stands, ramps, 
and ticket tent. “Once we’ve built this thing, it 
looks like a giant house. People can’t believe it 
comes off one little trailer,” said Regimbal. 

But how did a man from a small town in 
Quebec become a death-defying stunt cyclist? 
In 1984, ride operator Steve Camber brought 
his attraction to town. He was looking for a 
rider, and a friend of Regimbal’s wanted to 


audition. “He never showed up,” Regimbal 
said. “I was talking to the owner. He said, ‘Do 
you want to do it?’ And I said no. My friend 
didn’t show up on the second day, and he 
asked again.” This time, Regimbal said yes. “I 
was up on the wall in three days, doing criss- 
cross races in five,” he said. 

That was 23 years ago, and since then, 
Regimbal has seen the end of the traveling car- 
nival and the rise of the bike show as a home 
for his barrel. The world of Wall of Death riders 
is a small community, one still reeling from 
the death last month of Samantha Morgan, the 
“Motordrome Queen,” in her home. Regimbal 
called her “one of the greatest female bikers 
ever,” one who harked back to the time during 
World War II when most of the wall riders were 
women. “They kept it going while the men 
were at war,” he said. 

But the wall is not the only tradition 
Regimbal is keeping going. Walls of death 
would frequently travel with carnivals, so stunt 


riders would often find themselves traveling 
with freak shows. Times have been hard, and 
Regimbal had to work to keep the show going 
as the carnivals disappeared. Now he travels to 
big biker events, but he hasn’t forgotten where 
the act began. These days, Regimbal rides 
alongside Loren “Freakshow” Foley, who joined 
the act in 2005 after touring with the king of 
freaks, Ward Hall, and his World of Wonders 
circus sideshow. Between spins in the barrel on 
a go-cart, Foley swallows swords, lifts bowling 
balls with chains from his ears and tongue, 
and performs the classic blockhead routine. (If 
you’ve never seen it, three words: Nose. Nail. 
Hammer.) But the heart of the show will always 
be one of the last classic motorized carnival 
attractions in America. “The Wall of Death was 
the first stunt show to appear,” Regimbal said. 
“We’re trying to keep a tradition alive.”

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We Can Rebuild It 

Troy Nicholson has set himself a chal- 
lenge: Build a bike in two days. The owner of 
Lightning Cycle Works in Haltom City, Texas, 
is putting two wheels on the road as part of 
the Military Bike Build Giveaway. This will 
be the second year Nicholson and his team 
will have built a bike on-site from scratch 
over the weekend, to be donated to a serving 
or retired member of the military. In 2007, 
former Staff Sgt. Marcus Jolly, a veteran of 
the Korean and Vietnamese wars, rode away 
on a custom wide-tired chopper. But Nicholson 
wants to improve on that. “Well start building 
the bike on Thursday morning,” he said. “Last 
year we did it in three days. This year, we’re 
hoping to get the bike finished by Friday night 
and get it in the big parade.” 

Nicholson, who’s been working with Harleys 
since 1979 and has run his own shop since 
1990, will meet with fellow celebrity mechanics 
and customizers. Ami James of Love Hate 
Choppers (most famously of TLC’s Miami 
Ink ) brings some name recognition. Nicholson 
is looking forward to seeing several big tal- 
ents from the Texas custom scene, like Rick 
Fairless of Strokers Dallas. “He’s something 
else,” he said. He’ll also be keeping an eye on 
the winners of the Big Texas Chop-Off, where 
rising stars of the custom scene can make their 
rep and get a place as one of next year’s celeb- 
rity bike builders. 

So does Nicholson think he can beat last 
year’s speed? “It’s no biggie,” he said. “We 
can do it.” - Richard Whittaker 



A Four-Cone Event 

As with any big Downtown event, Austin’s annual ROT Rally means street closures. The 
big diversion will be Friday night’s Rally Parade from the Travis County Expo Center to the 
all-night party on Congress, which will be bigger than ever and means bikers get to cruise in 
front of the Capitol. The city will close Colorado, Congress, and Brazos from Second to 11th 
streets, starting 4pm Friday until 2am Saturday. The city’s Right-of-Way Management Division 
gives it four traffic cones, meaning a major disturbance for nonrally traffic, but they hope this 
will actually lead to fewer bottlenecks. The Coyote Ugly Rally Party only gets two cones 
for a minor inconvenience. They’ll be closing Neches between Fifth and Sixth on Friday and 
Saturday, 3pm-2am both nights. - R.W.

Texas roadhouses are far from middle-of-the-road

Two buxom gals are dancing atop a cedar 
picnic table. The mist from a giant cooling 
system washes over them. They sway their hips 
and give beatific smiles as they lift their long, 
heavy hair and let the cool artificial breeze hit 
the backs of their necks. Nearby customers 
dare them . . . and they flash the room. 

As a middle-aged guitarist stands on the bar, 
playing blues licks with his teeth, a rangy cow- 
boy with a sunburn and a blinding white smile 
teaches his son to play pool, both of them 
in matching straw cowboy hats. The brightly 
colored balls glow in the pyramid of pool table 
light. All sides of the roadhouse are thrown 
open to the deep Texas night, miles of country 
darkness in every direction. 



It is easy to see why Cindy’s Gone Hog 
Wild is popular with the bikers: The crowd 
is carefree, everyone is dancing (age or abil- 
ity regardless), and the whole place over- 
flows with the joy of life. This biker-friendly 
roadhouse on Highway 71 East boasts two 
stages, a powerful PA, a full bar, and great 
hamburgers, as well as Tex-Mex, steaks, and 
salads. For the duration of ROT Rally this year, 
they’ve hired a cook from Trudy’s to do beef, 
chicken, and shrimp enchilada specials and 
have booked bands for the whole weekend. 
Owners Cindy and Mike Herman are com- 
mitted to live music and never charge a cover. 
Fact is, bikers are generally unpretentious and 
straightforward folks, and the places they like 
to hang out are all easy to love. 

“We had 7,000 bikes through here last year,” 
Mike says. 

Out in Willow City, Harry’s is a legendary 
biker spot right on the Willow City Foop, one 
of the Texas Hill Country’s sweetest rides. 
Harry’s is a very old, smallish building; it looks 
as though it used to be a small-frame house or 


store. In the middle of the dining room sits a 
pot-bellied stove, still in use; every square inch 
of the walls and ceiling and outside of the place 
is covered with bikers’ graffiti, saying who was 
here, when, and where from, each biker leaving 
his or her mark. Harry’s is so thick with time 
and history, both inside and out under the 
tree-shaded tables, that it feels like the heart 
of Texas biker culture, and you’ve been lucky 
enough to find it. 

Harry himself pulls up in a crazy, dazzling 
white stretch limousine; the door opens and 
out comes Fuxi, with a gold chain around her 
waist and no shoes. Harry follows. He is a leg- 
end. The same year that Harry’s opened, two of 
his friends started the Republic of Texas Rally, 
and Harry’s has always been a stop on the 
Poker Run. Harry serves barbecue, and though 
the menu is limited, the chow is awesome, and 
the beer is cold. This year Harry will be serving 
sausage wraps, sausage sandwiches, and pork- 
and-garlic sandwiches (actually, Harry called 
them “Hog’s Ass & Garlic Sandwiches”). 

Sitting at Harry’s, it feels like 1975, like the 
back roads are wide open, and the Texas sum- 
mer is bearably cool. Harry barks: “Tell them 
Harry and Fuxi will be here. And we’re going 
to have live music all Saturday afternoon.” 

Just down the road is Knot in the Loop 
Saloon, another biker-friendly establishment. 
The recent near-tomado in Willow City uproot- 
ed many trees and pulled up their sign, but the 
saloon is undamaged. “The sky was black, just 
black, and boding!” says Robin Nichols, who 
runs the Knot with partner Wayne McAdams. 
“They say it was a straight wind, but it sure 
looked like a tornado to us.” 

The Knot has the best hamburgers for a 
hundred miles around, and the best jukebox. 
Marty Robbins and George Jones pour out 
like honey onto the serene landscape, and the 
shady front porch looks out on an archetypal 
scene of black cattle languidly grazing in green 
grass. It is a classic Texas roadhouse, with a full 
bar and that laid-back, friendly Texas feeling. 
The menu is extensive, and though a lot of the 
fare is deep-fried, it is good and crisp and hot 
as a volcano. 



Coming out of the Willow City Loop down 
Highway 7 1 toward Austin is Angel’s Icehouse. 
Frequented by bikers and Lake Travis-bound 
families alike, Angel’s is welcoming to all com- 
ers. Like Cindy’s, Angel’s walls are big garage 
doors that are thrown open to the winds in the 
summer, with big fans and misters. There is a 



kid’s play-scape, dogs are welcome, and their 
full bar is always jamming. The menu is an 
extensive array of bar-food favorites: chicken- 
fried steak, burgers, fried appetizers, nachos, 
wraps, and salads. 

There is plenty of room and tons of shady 
parking. “One thing I noticed,” explains Mary 
Blumer, “bikers like to look at their bikes while 
they are eating. Not to guard them; they just like 
to look at their bikes. And talk about them. So I 
put the bike parking right here along the deck.” 

Mary and her partner, Sara Shulman, never 
set out to run a biker bar; it just turns out that 
the bikers like her place, along with everyone 
else. “When we first opened, the president of 
the Banditos [Motorcycle Club] asked me if 
he could hang his colors here. And I am think- 
ing, ummm, are the colors going to go with my 
decor?” Mary laughs and imitates her round- 
eyed naivete. “His friends were holding up the 
colors, doing a bit of a sell job, and you know, 
I was afraid. . . . What if another club came in, 
and there was a turf war or something? I mean, 
I didn’t know! So I declined as nicely as I could, 
and they were perfect gentlemen, of course.” 

Daily’s Down Under, out Highway 290 
near Johnson City, is a new roadhouse that is 
generating buzz. Owner Dally Vuletich, a New 
Zealand stonemason, has fashioned a gorgeous 
destination with a 25,000-square-foot hand- 
made cobblestone parking lot. The interior is 
equally stunning: Entirely paneled in long-leaf 
knotty pine and cedar, all polished to a high 



buff, with a huge stone fireplace and handmade 
polished cedar tables, it is unforgettable. Dally 
also has a genuine 60-pound dingo dog named 
Cooter Brown. “He likes to dance with the 
girls.” Vuletich shyly admits. 

Vuletich keeps his beer at 27 degrees and 
then packs it directly onto the ice, and last year 


he had more than 7,000 bikers grace his estab- 
lishment during ROT. “This year, I am going to 
have brisket, lots of brisket, and I am going to 
roast a whole hog on a spit,” he promises. He’s 
got live music lined up, too. 

In Austin, restaurants and bars along Sixth 
Street are bracing themselves for the onslaught 
of bikers that the ROT Rally provides. Paradise, 
Casino el Camino, and Habana Calle 6 are 
staffing up and stocking up for the extra business, 
and even posh and swanky Parkside is hosting 
a fundraiser on Thursday, June 12, for Bikers 
Against Child Abuse, as well as literally beefing 
up the menu by adding more meat entrees. 

Up 1-35 at Highway 290, Bikinis Sports 
Bar & Grill, which specializes in gorgeous 
women in bikinis (rather like a locally owned 
Hooters, only Bikinis), looks like a miniature 
Sturgis every Wednesday and Thursday night, 
with hundreds of cherry machines lined up in 
the parking lot. “Last year during ROT, we had 
over 600 bikes in the lot at one time!” laughs 
manager Chris George. “This year we are hav- 
ing a bikini contest on Thursday and live music 
Thursday, Friday, and Saturday. ” 

Across the highway in Lincoln Village, biker 
club colors hang in profusion at Rock City 
Icehouse. The decor here is black and chrome, 
the stage is big, and rock & roll is king. Run 
by Eleanor and Paul McGuff and frequented by 
KLBJ’s Johnny Walker (who rides an Indian), Rock 
City Icehouse serves specialty pizzas, fried finger 
food, and wings. Giant TV screens showing sports 
are in every sight line, and live bands rock out 
all night every night. Rock City has earned Biker 
loyalty; Paul is a biker himself. “The presidents of 
the clubs come here; they come here to meet and 
socialize. We have the colors out. We’ve got huge 
parking, too! Once the stores close, it’s all ours.” 
Eleanor chimes in: “One night a bike club presi- 
dent was in, and he didn’t have his colors on. I 
asked him, ‘Why aren’t you wearing your colors?’ 
and he said, ‘I’m not on my bike tonight.’ That’s 
what these guys are like. They are true blue.” For 
ROX Rock City has booked a host of bands for the 
weekend. Thursday night is Biker Night; during 
ROT however, every night is biker night. 

“The key is respect,” says Paul. “We respect 
the bikers, and they respect us.”
